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REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 



To the Board of Public Education: 

In my report for the previous year I took the liberty of call- 
ing attention to the fact that a large amount of money in excess 
of the current appropriation was imperatively needed if we were 
expected to put and keep our school buildings in repair and to 
provide others for the present and constantly increasing demand. 
City Councils, by their recent action, have recognized this neces- 
sity by inserting in the last loan bill an item of $2,500,000 for 
sites, buildings and additons. While this sum is not fully ade- 
quate to meet the situation, it will enable us to do very much good 
work and make progress during the year; and the tentative 
promise by Councils to insert a similar sum in the next loan bill 
to be requested of the taxpayers some time in 1908, will, it is 
hoped, if granted, furnish the necessary relief and place the school 
property in a sound, safe, and comfortable condition for some 
time to come. Very little to this end can even be commenced un- 
til the present loan of $2,500,000 shall become available, perhaps 
not until the coming June or July. 

In this connection it will also be recalled that the Committee 
appointed by a resolution of the Senate, and which Committee 
undertook to examine and report upon the workings of the school 
system of this city, reported among other things that the Board 
**have many plans which to the Senate Committee seem wise and 
proper, and which it should have sufficient time to carry out with- 
out any legislative interference. ' ' 

This Committee also recommended that the Board of Public 
Education ''should invite the active co-operation of the Sectional 
School Boards'*, and called the Sectional School Boards' attention 
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to the fact that by the Act of Assembly of 1905 these Boards were 
required to make an ** annual report in writing to the Board of 
Public Education in respect to the condition of the schools and 
the wants of the section, especially in regard to the number, equip- 
ment and efficiency of schools and school buildings'*. 

It is hoped that the very general neglect of the Sectional 
School Boards of the above requirement may not continue, now 
that our Board is in a better condition to remedy any existing 
evils than ever before. The Senate Committee further reported 
that the Architect's force ** should be increased to the utmost re- 
quirements of speedily furnishing sufficient and proper school 
facilities." I am pleased to be able to say that this latter recom- 
mendation has been to a large extent approved by Councils and 
acted upon by the Board, and will, I am sure, result in a large 
amount of work being accomplished during the year 1908. 

This Senate Committee also advised the erection of District 
High Schools. I need hardly say the desire of the Committee to 
see such schools erected could not exceed our hope to the same 
€nd. We have, however, heretofore found it very difficult to 
make ** bricks without straw." District High Schools in West 
Philadelphia and the Northeastern section of the city, a new Cen- 
tral Manual Training School, a Commercial High School for 
Girts, increased accommodations for the pupils of the High School 
for Girls, and a separate building for the Department of Com- 
merce of the Central High School, are all at once imi)oratively 
iieeded. 

The work of the Superintendent's Department and of the 
teachers of the public schools has been fully what might have been 
expected under the advantages permitted by the provisions of the 
Act of Assembly of 1905, and the Board has reason to congratulate 
Itself that it has, thanks to its superintending and teaching force, 
^ high a standard of pupil efficiency as may be found elsewhere 
in the United States. 



Central High School. 

The President of the Central High School presents in his re 
P^^ a table of attendance for the vonrs tliat the school has been 
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under his direction. The iigures iriven below indicate the 
growth of the demand for High School training.

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ing of third year IIig:h School students in order to increase the 
teacher supply. He expresses the belief also that it will not be 
necessary during the coming year to send Seniors out for substi- 
tute service. 

Arrangements have been made by which each Senior spends a 
fiiJl day each week in the Practice Department under the neces- 
sity of teaching at least one subject on that day, instead of going 
daily to the School of Practice for fifty minutes, as had been the 
custom, and occasionally teaching a lesson. The opportunities for 
teaching come daily as long as the number of student teachers in 
a class do«»s not exceed two. As the classes available for observa- 
tion and j)ractice number but fourteen, it htus been found impos- 
sible to give these student teachei-s as much practice in teaching 
as thoy might have to advantage. The Principal sugg(\sts. there- 
fore^ that there is need to select some large school containing all 
the elementary grades and to organize therein a body of assistant 
flfid practice teachei-s, two of whom shall be assigned to each class.

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The High School building proper is totally inadequate to accom- 
modate them. The use of twelve rooms of the Thaddeus Stevens 
Elementary School and ten rooms of the Shippen Elementary 
School has avoided placing a large portion of this school on part 
time. Unless some radical change of circumstances occurs, the 
actual attendance next autumn will be about 3000 pupils, requir- 
ing the organization of from six to ten new sections. This will 
necessitate part time classes unless additional accommodations can 
be secured in some way. The urgent necessity of District High 
Schools is plainly evident from the facts which have been stated. 
A school of 3000 pupils is too unwieldy to accomplish its best work. 
The diflfieulties are greatly increased by the fact that annexes must 
be used to acconniiodate the pupils. 



Commercial High School For Girls. 

The four years' course of study for this school is now in ful 
operation. The first class to be graduated under it will receiv 
diplomas in June. 1908. 

The Priiicii)al expresses the opinion that while an additional 

year is of great value to tliose who take the course, one effect o 
the change has lK?en that there are four or five hundred girls in 
the city who, according to the percentages of enrollment under the 
three vears' course, would be in the school to-dav, who are not 
in this nor any other High School. It is to be understood that 
these are not the pupils who every year fail to report at the Com- 
mercial High School for admission. After the usual deduction of 
such ca.ses there are still these four or five hundred who would be 
ill a three years' High School, who are now untrained or half- 
trained wage earners scattered throughout the community. 

The Principal suggests that there should be a more liberal 
and elastic program supplemented by specialized lines of training, 
such as dressmaking, millinery, the domestic arts, etc.; and that 
those who prepare for industrial pursuits requiring dexterity more 
than highly trained mentality, should be given certificates of grad- 
uation in a shorter time. The Principal adds that the carr>nng 
out of such a plan woul*^! require a new building specially equipped 
for the purpose. 
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The graduates of the school now number 2000. Applications 
from business houses for trained assistants are matters of almost 
daily occurrence. The percentage of graduation, estimated on 
admissions for the past eleven years, has averaged 40, a gratifying 
showing. 

Central Manual Training High School. 

The total enrollment of this school December 31, 1907, was 
'^55, classified as follows:—

Of the 412 boys who in June, 1907, were certified from the 
^J^nientary Schools to admission to this school, 297 were actually 
^^''olled in September. This larg^e discrepancy is simply an in- 
stance of what occurs in all High Schools. The falling off is due 
^ Some classes to unavoidable circumstances. The cost of car 
'^^es, lunches and other cxpensois incidental to High School attend- 
^^ee are deterrent factors. The Principal points out also the in- 
"^^^^nce which the establishment of District High Schools and semi- 
^^Xaual promotions may have in improving conditions. It is his 
opinion that if pupils were admitted to the higher schools one year 
^^t^lier, that is from the Seventh Grade of the Elementary Schools, 
^l^ere would be a greater likelihood that pupils would continue 
^beir education beyond the w^ork of the Elementaiy School. lie 
^^ges also that the minds of the public should be disabused of the 
^^ea that the Eighth Grade marks the completion of a definite 
Phase of school life. 

Attention is called once more to the much needed new build- 
ing, without which the school is unable to do the kind of work for 
M'hich its teaching force equips it. 



Northeast Manual Training High School. 

In ten years the attendance of pupils in this school has gro^\Ti 
from 353 students to 1046, an increase of 194 per cent. During

the same period the number of instructors has increased from 17 
to 39, an increase of 129 per cent. This indicates clearly why the 
number of pupils to a cla&s is uniLsually large in this school.

The annual series of Lectures bv the facultv has become so 

•> • 

popular that lai'jre numbers of persons have been unable to gain 
admission to the Jissemblv room. 

The school register indicates a large growth in the number 
of visitoi's, many of whom are school officials from many parts of 
the United States and from Europe. In many instances highly 
commendatory official reports of the work and of the results main- 
tained have been made by these visitors to their respective School 
Boards. 

SouTHEKX ^Iantal Traixixo IIigh School. 

This school, whose establishment is an event of great import- 
ance to South Philadelphia, began its work at the beginning of the 
current academic year. It was formally dedicated September 21st. 
It oflers three distinct courses of study— a ^Fanual Training High 
School course, a Conniiercial High School course, a (ieneral High 
School coui'se. Th<*se are carried on throuirh the organization of 
seven departments— literature and language, history, mathematics, 
science, art, manual training, commerce. At the close of 1907 
there was an enrollment of 30G l)oys, classified as follows: —

This number will increase rapidly jis additional classes are 
admitted from the Elementary Schools. 
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The faculty consists of the Principal, four departmental heads, 
nine assistant instructors, and an office assistant. The seh(H)l has 
set out promptly to fill a lar^re place in the intellectual life of this 
part of the city throuj^rh le(*tures and other evening nieetinf2:s. 

The fact that this school oft*ei*s every variety of Jli«?h School 

^vork makes it, in the full sense of the term, a District Ilijrh School 

for Boys. It is now unnecessary for High School students from 

this section of Philadelphia to travel long distances to secure the 

kind of work they desire. I would respectfully recommend to the 

consideration of the Board the advisability of expanding the work 

*n the Northeast JVFanual Training Iligli School so that it shall 

include as w^ide a range of studies as the Southern Manual Train- 

^S High School now offers. If such action were takt»n, we would 

^hen have two complete District High Schools for Boys. It would 

^duce considerably the distance to be traveled by pupils from 

^^6 northeastern section of the citv who desire to obtain a general 

"^gh School education. 

PiTBLic Industrial Art School. 

The Principal of this school reports that the average number 
^^^Oiigiiig for the year was 1007 pupils and that the average 
weolvly attendance was 872. As many of tlu^e pupils come from 
^^^t:aut parts of the city, a record of 87 per cent, in attendance is 
^^^ixmendable. The work of this school hfus attracted much atten- 
tiox^ in this and other countries, and the record of its aims and 
^*>t,hods has been translated into French, German, Swedish and 

^^issian. The l^rincipal suggests that the sessions of this school 

l^^reafter be held from 2 to 4 P. :M. 

James Fobtex Elemextaky ^Faxl'al Tbaixln'g School. 

This school furnishes work in sloyd not o^ily to tlie pupils en- 
i^Ued in the school, but also to classes sent from surrounding 
Grammar Schools. It constitutes, therefore, a (centre for manual 
training, corresponding somewhat to the centres for cookery estab- 
lished for girls in the Sixth Grade. This work is found to be ex- 
ceedingly attractive to boys. The question arises whether it would 
not be feasible to establish similar centres in other Elementan^ 
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Schools where conditions make manual training particularly d 
sirable. One great difficulty in the establishment of manual trail 
ing in this city is the fact that most of our school buildings ai 
too small to keep an instructor constantly employed. The first d ■ 
velopment of manual training work would probably have to L 
worked out by the establishment of manual training centres. Th 
new buildings should be large enough to occupy the full time c 
one instructor with the pupils of a single school. 

Philadelphia Trades School. 

This school exhibits a gratifying growth in numbers. At th 
beginning of the year 1907 there were 48 students on roll; a 
present 145 students are engaged in the various lines of study an 
training. This school is attracting much attention. Nunierou 
inquiries from educators and sociologists concerning the method 
of instruction and the course of study indicate a growing appr( 
ciation of the importance of the work undertaken by this schoo 
Industrial education will probably become a large factor in th 
school systems of the future. Philadelphia is to be congratulate 
upon the early recognition of this trend in education and upo 
the auspicious beginning of this important work. 

Centralized Suburban Schools. 

It is a matter of regret that pupils in the rural and suburbai 
portions of this city have, in some respects, less adequate facilitie 
for education than can be found in many of the townships through 
out this and other States. Tlie little red school-house, with it 
ungraded pupils in charge of a single teacher, serv^ed an excellen 
purpose in its day, but modern conditions demand graded schools 
These may be secured under a law of the State of Pennsylvani; 
which permits School Boards to expend money for the purpose o 
transporting pupils from one and two division school-houses t 
central graded schools. Many other States have similar provision 
in their laws. New York city expended more than fifty thousanc 
dollars for this purpose within the past year. Not only can pupil 
thus be given better facilities for education, but there is a genuin< 
economy in handling the schools in this way. The cost of trans 
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portation is much more than offset by the reduction in salaries and 
maintenance. I would urge that the Board of Education take 
such measures as will insure that within a very brief period of 
time pupils in the outlying portions of Philadelphia shall have, 
at least, as good an opportunity to secure an education as they 
would have in any other suburban community. 

The Extended Use op School Buildings. 

School authorities everj^where are becoming more and more 

impressed with the belief that there is needless economic waste in 

having our large and costly educational plant stand idle so large 

^ part of the time. It is, therefore, a subject for congratulation 

that our school houses and school grounds are being more largely 

utilized than they have been in years past. In addition to their 

^e for the work of the day schools, many buildings are now being 

^Gd for evening elementary schools, evening High Schools, and 

evening trade schools. In several schools of the city social cen- 

^^^ have been established, which offer to the children of the im- 

''^^^iiate neighborhood opportunities for proper evening recreation 

of a, superior nature. This w^ork is being carried on with no ex- 

P^Ose to the Board except for janitor service and the heating of 

the building. The work of the evening elementary schools has 

ne\r^j. ij^gjj Qjj a more satisfactory basis than it is today. The 

^<*^^ools are graded, the pupils are following a course of study, 

spooial attention is given to making the work practical, and there 

"8^ been a gain in the regularity of attendance among the pupils. 

^^ ^ establishment of the summer playgrounds adds one more phase 

*^ t:lie desirable uses to which school property is now being devoted. 

Trained Substitutes. 

I have referred in previous reports to the necessity of making 
* fundamental change in the character of our substitute corps. 
^*>^ work to be done by substitutes is the hardest work in the 
^^f)ols. It is evidently a mistake, therefore, to select for this 
^^:»7k our least experienced teachers. The fact that the substi- 
"^"t^ list is being constantly changed through the appointment to 
^^^ular positions of thase who rank highest on the list, acts in a 
Particularly disastrous way upon the classes which, through ex- 
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tended illness of the regular teacher, must depend upon substitute 
service. In every such case there will be frequent changes of sub- 
stitute teachers, and the eflfect upon a class thus handled is little 
less than calamitous. I wish to repeat my recommendation of 
previous years that there be established a substitute corps selected 
from the most skillful of the regular teachers, so that this hardest 
work in the school system shall fall upon the shoulders of those 
best able to do it. To such substitute teaxjhers there should be 
paid a higher salary than they can obtain in the grades as regular 
teachers, to compensate for the increased labor and responsibility. 

Telephoite System. 

The work of the schools has been greatly facilitated by the 
establishment of a telephone system which puts all schools into 
communication with each other and with the various departments 
of the Board of Education. During the year certain modifica- 
tions were made which have removed, in large measure, defects 
which existed with the system as it was first installed. Probably 
no similar expenditure of money within recent years has done so 
much to secure prompt and efficient handling of certain lines of 
school business. It has particularly facilitated the matter of sup- 
plying schools with substitute teachers. While, heretofore, with 
the imperfect means of communication, classes were frequently left 
without teachers, it now requires but a few minutes of time to 
arrange for sending into the schools every available substitute in 
the city. 

Semi-Annual Pkomotionr. 

The change from annual to semi-annual promotions in the 
schools of the city should bring about a great saving of time to 
the pupils. Properly carried out, it should ultimately result in 
a more rapid advancement through the grades for many pupils 
and a decided relief of overcrowding in lower grades. 

Public Schooi^ and Public Libraries. 

In a previous report I made mention of the desirability of a 
closer relation between the public libraries and the public schools. 
In each of the new branch libraries which are now being erected 
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an a^embly room is provided, to be used for lectures and meet- 
ings. The trustees of the library offer the use of these assembly 
rtK)uis for gatherings of teachers, for various educational purposes, 
and also for lectures to pupils. Being scattered, as these build- 
ings are, throughout every section of the city, they will furnish 
an excellent addition to the facilities for conducting certain lines 
of sc}iool work. 



Teachers' Rktirement Fund. 

The report of the Retirement Board is very gratifying and 
shows an investment balance of $101,616.26. It should be under- 
.stood, however, as the Board indicates in its report, that **the very 
favorable financial showing for the year 1907 cannot be accepted 
as a sure indication of similar successful results in coming years. 
While the percentage of applications for retirement may not be 
relatively larger in the future, the burden that the fund must 
carry will naturally be greatly increased from year to year. 

'*The Retirement Board does not fear that, with a careful 
administration of the fund, any failure to secure the full success 
of the plan will be probable; but it clearly sees the necessity of 
making wise provisions for the unknown and greater needs that 
are certain to develop in the future, by the gradual accumulation 
of an invested principal fund which will furnish aid if, at any time 
hereafter, the income from appropriations and contributions should 
prove insufficient to meet the di.sl)ursements demanded by the terms 
of the plan". 



Lewis Elkin Fund. 

The Lewis El kin Fund, which has been in operation since 
April, 1904, and for which there have been 270 applications re- 
ceived, has now 163 annuitants who are receiving $400 per annum. 
There have been 18 annuitants who have died since being placed 
rm the fund, and one who ceased to draw annuity by reason of an 
increase in her income, making the total in all 182 annuitants who 
have enjoyed the benefits of this fund. The applications of 88 
teachers were unfavorably considered. 
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ScuooL Buildings. 

The Superintendent of Buildings in his report refers to the 
adoption of a new type of buildin*^ especially designed to meet 
the needs of a growing neighborhood. Beginning with a building 
of fifteen class rooms, additions may be made indefinitely until 
the building becomes as large as the site will properly accommo- 
date. The standard building of to-day luus twenty-one divisions. 
The new type will allow enlargement to at least thirty-nine divis- 
ions. A school of the latter size will afford opportunities for 
economy of administration and for conditions of organization 
which it has not been possible to secure in the smaller school build- 
ings which have been the standard thus far. The new buildings 
will be nuich more compact in arrangement than the pre^sent build- 
ings. This fact, together with (*ertain economies of consideration, 
will produce, in the judgment of the department, buildings at a 
cost less than those now under contract. It is gratifying to note 
that during the year i)ropei-ties for which the Board paid $4610 
j)er aniunn rental were vacated and other properties were rented 
for which it was agreed to pay $2lsr) per annum, showing a de- 
crease in rental of $2425. 

AlLOTMKNT ok SUPI'LIKS. 

The Superintendent of Sup|)lies in his annual repoi't re(pie>;t*s 
consideration of a plan to allot to each school from the item of 
furnitun; an amount propoi-tionate either to the number of pupils 
or the number of divisions in n school, tlie furnitui'e thus allotted 
to be drawn as books and stationerv are now drawn bv i'e<iuisitions 
of the Principals. There is no doubt that a earefullv nrranixed 
j)lan of this sort would result in a much more <Miuita])le distribu- 
tion of furniture to the schools. It would probably be wise to 
have the plan apply only to the minor items of furnishings. The 
more expensive articles should be furnished, as at i)n*sent, upon 
the fornuil approval of the Superintendent of Srliodls and tin* 
Superintendent of Sup|)lies. AVith n eai'efully seleetecl list of fur- 
niture and i\ rea.sonable appropi'iation for this item, to he drawn 
upon directly by the Principals, a large expenditure of tiiin' and 
labor on trivial matt(M-s by the Department of Instrurtiun ;iiid the 
Department of Supplies might be avoided. 
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A coBdeDsed statement of the enrollment of pupils, etc., is here- 
with submitted, together with a summary of expenditures for the 
past year (see Statements A and B.)

OF THE 

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 



To the Board of Public Education. 

Gentlemen:— The year 1907 has been, in many respects, a 
successful one. The schools have been maintained in the usual 
way and no serious difficulties have arisen to mar the general good 
of teachers and pupils. AU tJre 'agencies .^t ^ork in the system of 
schools have proceeded fei^ttj>nio3asl}r' duriiig the year. Much has 
been accomplished in secilririg 'to the system a better physical 
equipment and a higher professional, spirit: The Board has, dur- 
^g the year, done more *to j^ej^irith^bla and neglected school 
buildings than in any previous yfear.* A large amount of money 
W8S expended for general equipment and many divisions were pro- 
"^ded with new furniture. All this makes for better educational 
^nditions in the school and adds to the comfort and hence to the 
eflSciency of the teaching body. The Department of Superintend- 
ence has given largely of its time to this work, believing that no 
luimediate service of equal value could be given the schools.

Only the limited funds at the 
disposal of the Board of Education prevents a large increase in 
the number that the city should have. 
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it is relatively new. It is unwise to lose one's perspective in the 
zeal for novelty. It is foolish to refuse to take one's admiring 
and reverent gaze from the traditions. 

Course op Study. 

The course of study now in use in the elementary schools of 
the C'ity of Philadelphia is fairly well understood by the teachers, 
and, I believe, is for the most part a satisfactory organization of 
the subject matter usually regarded as necessary to the right edu- 
cation of the child. I have not undertaken in any definite way 
to change this course of study. I have not felt that the first duty 
of a Superintendent is to make a new course of study. I should 
be perfectly content, indeed, if this course of study could remain 
for years substantially as it is. I believe that the teacher is 
greater than the thing taught, and that the first business of the 
Sui)erintendent is to devote himself to the professional welfare of 
the teacher. 

There are, however, certain modifications of the course oi 
study which time itself makes necessary. There are elements oi 
the curriculum that present to the child fields of thought tha^ 
undergo consUmt change and development. In these subjects i^ 
is necessary from time to time to make proper revision of tb^ 
material. It would not be wise to teach anything to a child cor^ ' 
trary to fact, and it would be very unwise to omit from his mat^ 
rials of thought the latest and best things that investigation anC-^ 
experience have developed. 

At the Chicago Exposition the American school teacher wa^ 
for the first time brought face to face with what is now knowr^ 
as the ** Vertical System of Penmanship." It c^iught the fanc>*^ 
and aroused the iMithusinsni of many Superintendents and teachers^^ 
This led to its introduction into almost all the schools of the coun- 
try. There are now evidences of a reaction and the growth of a 
conviction that, especially in the elementary grades, we have 
aimed to secure one important matter— namely, form— at the ex- 
pense of another e(iually important matter— namely, speed— in 
writing. It has also been noted that when the child reaches 
lli^h School and is no longer given the same detailed supervision 
in his writing that he r(M.'eived in the elementary school, his pen- 
manship rapidly deteriorates, and by the time the boy has com- 
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eted his college course his penmanship is such a scrawl as to 
ake it a beggardly caricature of what writing should be. I re- 
ive almost daily applications from college-bred men and women 
r positions in the higher schools of the city, and the majority 
' these letters show that the above statement is none too strong, 
have in some cases returned these letters of application to the 
riters with the suggestion that I should be ashamed to lay he- 
re the Committee of the Board of Public Education such dis- 
ganized and miserable penmanship as these candidates use in 
tters of formal application for a position as teacher. 

All of this would seem to indicate that something should be 
)ne to establish in the early years of the life of the child a form 

penmanship which should carry fairly well through the more 
ature years.

In any large city there is likely to be a considerable group of 
pupils who fall below the standard of their grade, and who are 
o])liged, therefore, to repeat the work before they can secure pro- 
motion to the next grade.

In the 
upper grades this resulted in many children leaving school and 
seeking employment at an age all too early for the good of the child 
or the welfare of society at large. It also resulted in greatly de- 
creasing the number of children that should normally attend the 
secondary schools. Philadelphia sends fewer children to its sec- 
ondary schools than any other city of size in the United States. 
This lass is irreparable, and any influence that encourages such 
a loss is fundamentally bad. The immediate result in the grades 
is the well known phenomenon of "retardation," which has recently 
been made the subject of earnest investigation by many educators. 

Children above size, two or three years older than they should 
be for the grade, find themselves grouped with children — and 
younger children— who have progressed normally. These children 
are a constant menace to the teacher, not* because they are diflScult 
to discipline, but because the method of appeal to their minds must 
be fundamentally different from the appeal to the average child 
of that grade. They are simply out of place, and, by being out of 
place, greatly complicate the work of the teacher. 

A study of retardation, which I submit in the statistical ta- 
bles of the annual report of the Board, and which includes all 
the children in the public schools of Philadelphia, shows thn* .^7.1 
per cent, of the pupils of the elementary grades are retardeil ; some 
ten months, some twenty months, some thirty or more months. 
TluLs the lower grades are literally sw^amped and the upper grades 
relatively barren. This condition must be remedied, and the 
change from annual to semi-annual promotions from grade to 
grade is the first and most important step in remedying this calam- 
itous condition. 

The number of over-age pupils in the High Schools— 26.2%— 
is also large, and steps should be taken to reduce the *' retardation*' 
of which this number is the index.

There are many boys and 
girls who for one reason or another find themselves unable to 
carry the entire materials of the course of study in the several 
secondary schools, but who can carry a part of it and obtain 
from that part a very decided nutrition. It is not necessary that 
they should look to graduation, but it is of the utmost importance 
that the humblest and the most impoverished home should feel 
that its child may enter any form of secondary school and receive 
there as much intellectual stimulation as that child is capable of 
receiving. It is not just to the taxpayer that his child should be 
excluded from all secondary education simply because the child 
cannot take the entire subject matter of the curriculum. I there- 
fore earnestly recommend provision for special students who, un- 
der proper limitations, and always with the consent of the Prin- 
cipals of the schools, shall be permitted to pursue partial studies 
in these schools.

In other words, there should be not two, 
but one commencement exercise, and the school should not be seri- 
ously disturbed at its mid-year activities by any special exercises, 
nor should the time for the examination of the group at that time 
preparing to leave the school be lengthened beyond one week. 
The records of the pupil through the years in the school, coupled 
with a week's examination, ought in any case to be sufficient to 
determine the qualities of each pupil.

The 
at'sthetie and econoniie si«rniHcnnee of this work must com- 
mend it to all right thinking;: cilizens. 1 shall not make defense 
of these studies from tin; charge that tli(»y are *'fads''. No one 
has yet defined a *'fad^'. No one has yet indicated a basis of 
analysis that would rule these from the school. The so-called 
**fad" of yesterday is the necessity of t^)-day. The whole com- 
plex of thought that mak<'s for rijijht living changes with our 
civilization and encircles in its range much that is good, even if 
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it is relatively new. It is unwise to lose one's perspective in tb* 
zeal for novelty. It is foolish to refuse to take one's admirini 
and reverent gaze from the traditions. 

Course op Study. 

The course of study now in use in the elementary schools o 
the City of Philadelphia is fairly well understood by the teachers 
and, I believe, is for the most part a satisfactory organization o 
the subject matter usually regarded as necessary to the right edtJ 
cation of the child. I have not undertaken in any definite wiu^ 
to change this course of study. I have not felt that the first dut;: 
of a Superintendent is to make a new course of study. I should 
be perfectly content, indeed, if this course of study could remal: 
for years substantially as it is. I believe that the teacher 3 
greater than the thing taught, and that the first business of tlm 
Superintendent is to devote himself to the professional welfare o 
tlie teacher. 

There are, however, certain modifications of the course o; 
study which time itself makes necessary. There are elements oJ 
the curriculum that present to tlie child fields of thought that 
undergo constant change and development. In these subjects it 
is necessary from time to time to make proper revision of to 
material. It would not be wise to teach anything to a child con- 
trary to fact, and it would be very unwise to omit from his mate- 
rials of thought the latest and best things that investigation and 
experience have developed. 

At the Chicago Exposition the American school teacher was 
for the first time brought face to face with what is now known 
as the **Vertieal System of Penmanship.'' It e^iught the fancy 
and aroused the enthusiasm of many Superintendent's and teachers. 
This led to its introdu(*tiou into almost all the schools of the coun- 
try. There are now evidences of a reaction and the growth of a 
conviction that, especially in the elementary grades, we have 
aimed to secure one important matter— namely, form — at the ex- 
pense of another etiually important matter— namely, speed— in 
writinjjT. It has also been noted that when the child reaches 
Iliirh School and i.s no lonjrer given the same detailed supervision 
in his writing that he received in the elcMnentary school, his pen- 
manship rapidly dctt'riorates, and by the time the boy has com- 
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leted his college course his penmanship is such a scrawl as to 
lake it a beggardly caricature of what writing should be. I re- 
eive almost daily applications from college-bred men and women 
)r positions in the higher schools of the city, and the majority 
? these letters show that the above statement is none too strong. 
haTC in some cases returned these letters of application to the 
risers with the suggestion that I should be ashamed to lay he- 
re the Committee of the Board of Public Education such dLs- 
^Anized and miserable penmanship as these candidates use in 
t^Ts of formal application for a position as teacher. 

All of this would seem to indicate that something should be 
=i^ to establish in the early years of the life of the child a form 

I>enmanship which should cany fairly well through the more 
"tvire years. We cannot, of course, return to the old 52° slant, 
'^ieh is just as bad from another point of view as the vertical 
s proven itself to be, as above indicated. There would seem, 
^^refore, to be, somewhere between the two, a modified slant, ap- 
proximating the vertical, which would give the necessary speed 
^d at the same time permit proper form in writing. This mod- 
Wed slant must also aim to develop right muscular co-ordination 
t>efore it seeks to establish a fixed form of penmanship. Teachers 
ire all too anxious to secure early legibility. This results in a 
Jramped finger movement, which is little less than a painful les- 
on in drawing. For the first year there should be no specific 
ttempt at the emphasis of form. The attention of the teacher 
liould be directed, and through the teacher that of the child, 
) acquiring such a free and simple movement, through right mus- 
Lilar co-ordination, as will enable the child later on, with this 
roper movement e^stablishcd, to approach a good form in writ- 
ig. We shall likely lay before your body in the near future 

formal recommendation for a modification of the course of study, 
1 so far as it relates to penmanship, which recommendation will 
e substantially along the lines indicated herein. 

A somewhat careful observation of the career of the child on 
saving the elementary school and entering the secondary school 
onvinces me that there is a great gap here resulting in the loss 
f hundreds of children to the secondary schools. Of the chil- 
ren promoted from the Kiprhth Grade to the secondary schools 
a June of this year, more than 1,200 failed to reach the second- 
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ary school, and hundreds of those that did reach the sch 
dropped out before the end of the year. This loss is too gre- - 
for anyone to view complacently. I have, therefore, set in moti«^J 
the agencies that I believe will in a large measure remedy ttm. 
defect. At a joint conference between the teachers of the Eigh 
Grade and the teachers of the first year classes in the seconda 
schools, I presented some aspects of this problem and requesttL^" 
this body of teachers to take the subject under study, with a vie* " 
to making more connected and easy the progress of the chiM 
through all the grades of the schools. These teachei*s have divider* 
themselves into groups, w^ith reference to the several subject 
taught in part in the elementary school and in part in the se^: 
ondary school, and they are now at work discussing in detail tta 
best method of promoting the unity of the subject matter and: 
as far as may be, the unity of method to be pursued in the se^ 
eral subjects above referred to. 

These conferences will accomplish much good. They will nczi 
only promote the specific object for which they have been callecS 
but they will in a large measure establish a more intimate an^ 
sj'mpathetic relation between the teachers of the Eighth Grade an^ 
the teachers of the first vear in the secondarv schools. 

Another step has been taken which I consider of great inm 
portance. I have connnenced a series of conferences with th* 
teachers of the elementary schools by grades. The purpose oJ 
these conferences is: — 

First, to meet personally all the teachei>> engaged in the worVc 
of instruction in the public schools of this ('ity. 

Second, U) assure them of the sympathetic and cordial sup- 
port of the l)(4)artiiieiit of Supc'rint(*nd(*nce in their arduous labors- 
Third, to (liscass with them certain fundamental principles 
which have to do with the orj^;ini/ation and intiM-pictation of the 
couiS(? of .studv. 

There is great ditlerence in the sevenil schools of the city in 
the amount of lime devoted to the diil'erent subjects in the cur- 
riculum. For example: In some schools in tlie fmst year of the 
elementary schools, 360 minutes per week are dtn'oted to arith- 
metic; in others 150 minutes. In .some schools 275 minutes are 
devoted to language; in others 115. In some schools 400 minutes 
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are devoted to reading; in others 250. In some schools 250 niin- 
iiti.*si are devoted to si)elliiig; in others 75. In some schools 125 
luiiixites arc devoted to penmanship; in othei*s 60. All of these 
schools are interpreting the same subject matter. Manifestly, 
tliex-c»fore, it becomes an important ((uestion to determine whether 
<^i' xiot time is the important unit of mciusurement in the accom- 
plislunent of intellectual results. If so, surely some of these chil- 
clroxi are viustly better educated in some subject matter than are 
^t^Iioi-s. In these conferences I have endeavored to point out to 
tho teachers of the city the fallacy of the time unit as an ade- 
^ujxte measurement of the right interpretation of the curriculum. 
I liave endeavored to indicate that no objective standard can 
^'^^Ixtly measure the progress of the child; that the really import- 
^^t matter is to determine whether or not a given discipline im- 
P*'<">Tes the capacity of the learner to do the work next highest in 
t«io grades; that the element of time is not primarily significant, 
^^><:1 that it is not a question of how many things a child must 
^"tudy, but how readily he can rise to an understanding of more 
^oinplex and more abstract materials of thought. 

Fourth, these conferences with the grade teachers will lay the 

foundation in their minds for the right interpretation of the 

bourse of study, and may eventually result in such a concensus of 

^"^pinion as will make it easy to modify the course of study in har- 

^nony with the best thought of those who are actually at work 

Vith the children in the school. 

Fifth, these conferences also afford a means of expressing to 
the teachers the importance of unity of spirit and purpose in the 
entire teaching force of the city, and of fostering the spirit of 
loyalty for the work which the Board of Education directs to be 
accomplished. It is the constant endeavor of the Board of Edu- 
cation to make easy and not difficult the work of the teacher; to 
surround her with proper physical conditions under which to 
perform her labora; to add to her efficiency and skill, and thereby 
promote the ease with which she may perform her duties; and in 
general to make the teacher conscious of her high office and the 
large sympathy and support which she is entitled to on the part 
of all those with whom she is officially identified. 
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Si-aii- Annual Promotions. 

In any larj^o city there is likely to be a considerable ^oup of 
pupils who fall below the standard of their grade, and who are 
oblijred, therefore, to repeat the work before they can secure pro- 
motion to the next grade. In Philadelphia heretofore the child i 
that failed to secure promotion either by exemption or examina- 
tion was obliged to repeat the work of an entire year. In the 
upper grades this resulted in many children leaving school and 
seeking employment at an age all too early for the good of the child 
or the welfare of society at large. It also resulted in greatly de- 
creasing the number of children that should normally attend the 
secondary schools. Philadelphia sends fewer children to its sec- 
ondaiy schools than any other city of size in the United States. 
This loss is irreparable, and any influence that encourages such 
a lass is fundamentally bad. The immediate result in the grades 
is the well known phenomenon of ** retardation," which has recently 
been made the subject of earnest investigation by many educators. 

Children above size, two or three years older than they should 
be for the grade, find themselves grouped with children— and 
younger children— who have progressed normally. These children 
are a constant menace to the teacher, not* because they are diflBcult 
to discipline, but because the method of appeal to their minds must 
be fundamentally difTerent from the appeal to the average child 
of that grade. They are simply out of place, and, by being out oi 
place, greatly complicate the work of the teacher. 

A study of retardation, which I submit in the statistical ^•^' 
bles of the annual report of the Board, and which includes ^ 
the children in the public schools of Philadelphia, shows tha* ^'^' 
per cent, of the pupils of the elementary grades are retarded; so 
ten months, some twenty months, some thirty or more mont' 
Thus the lower grades are literally swamped and the upper gra 
relatively barren. This condition must be remedied, and t 
change from annual to semi-annual promotions fmm grade 
grade is the first and most important step in remedying this calai 
itous condition. 

The number of over-age pupils in the High Schools— 26.2% -^ 
is also large, and steals should be taken to reduce the * * retardatioiB 
of which this number is the index. 
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Semi-annual adjustment should prevail throughout all the 
grades of all the schools, and I sincerely hope that the Board iprill 
early enact the pending by-laws providing for these adjustments 
in the secondary schools, as they did in June provide for semi- 
Emnual adjustments in the elementary schools. 

In the secondary schools, moreover, provision should be made 
for special as well as regular students. There are many boys and 
?irls who for one reason or another find themselves unable to 
jarry the entire materials of the course of study in the several 
secondary schools, but who can carry a part of it and obtain 
from that part a very decided nutrition. It is not necessary that 
:hey should look to graduation, but it is of the utmost importance 
:hat the humblest and the most impoverished home should feel 
:hat its child may enter any form of secondary school and receive 
:here as much intellectual stimulation as that child is capable of 
receiving. It is not just to the taxpayer that his child should be 
excluded from all secondary education simply because the child 
3annot take the entire subject matter of the curriculum. I there- 
fore earnestly recommend provision for special students who, un- 
ler proper limitations, and always with the consent of the Prin- 
cipals of the schools, shall be permitted to pursue partial studies 
n these schools. 

When semi-annual promotions prevail throughout the school 
system two things will arise, upon which I desire to express an 
)pinion. 

First: The group that completes the course of the secondary 
jchooLs at the mid-year should graduate as of the class at the 
3nd of the school year. In other words, there should be not two, 
3ut one commencement exercise, and the school should not be seri- 
)usly disturbed at its mid-year activities by any special exercises, 
aor should the time for the examination of the group at that time 
preparing to leave the school be lengthened beyond one week. 
The records of the pupil through the yeara in the school, coupled 
with a week's examination, ought in any case to be sufl&cient to 
determine the qualities of each pupil. I cordially recommend to 
the Board the elimination of anything that will interfere with the 
Qormal progress of the school throughout the year. 

Second : It may be thought by some that the pupils graduating 
at the mid-year will be obliged to wait until the following Septem- 



} 
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ber before they can obtain admission to the college which they na^Fm^y 
desire to attend. I have communicated with the Presidents ^^^^ 
the great institutions of learning in this country and with tfcB^e 
Superintendents of the large cities where semi-annual promotio: 
have prevailed for a number of years, and I find that this 
culty is imaginary and not real; that, in fact, most of the col- 
leges of the country now receive pupils at the mid-year, and tliat 
no serious difficulty has arisen anywhere in properly caring for 
this mid-year group. They go to college just as surely as those 
who graduate in June, and they have saved a half year, if not 
more, in their young lives, and this saving is worth while. 

It is my further judgment that the pupils who complete th^'ir 
elementary education at the mid-year will in a much larger nana- 
ber reach the secondary school than those that complete the couirse 
in June. The habit of school attendance, fixed for the year a :13d 
vLsioned in the economy of the liome, will inevitably result in tr-^^e 
natural and normal transfer of these children from the Eiglm 'th 
Grade to the secondaiy scliool. I believe that the statistics vr^ ^^^ 
show, when once we have entered upon this plan, that we g^u-io 
to the secondary schools a largely increased number of pupils ^^oy 
reason of these mid-year promotions. 

Moral Education. 

No education is worth while that develops one interest ^ 
the soul at the expense of otlier vitally important interests, p-: ^^ 
that buys knowledge at the price of his health pays more i^^ ^^ 
knowledge than it is worth. He that buys health or knowled^^^^ 
or both at the price of his morals is sadly defrauded. The atl^- 
lete is not the product the school seeks, nor is the genius, but t\C^^^ 
man— the plain, substantial, resourceful, conscientious mai-^" °* 



Whatever makes for this is an educational good. Whatever makc^^^^ 
for part of this at the expense of the other parts is an educations^^^ 
evil. The school avowedly and necessarily seeks to do good— 1» — ^^ 
build dependable and useful men and women. At once it 
comes apparent that there is need for such a wise discipline a> 
will teach the moral character and train the best elements of th« 
soul into the largest efficiency. 

Because the school is so largely devoted to a curriculum whosi 
elements are confessedly intended as nutrition for the intellects 
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xie there has arisen a widespread belief that the public school 
xvholly lacking as an agency in the moral upbringing of the 
Id. There are those who honestly hold that in excluding 
"Tnal religious instruction from the public schools it is impos- 
•le to inculcate an effective moral code. Any attempt to give 
t^eligious creed to the pupil is wisely prohibited by the Consti- 
tion of the Commonwealth. It is wise to inquire just what 
ay be accomplished within the fairly well-defined limits set in 
le public mind. If the school is to train the individual for ef- 
•iency, for complete living, it is well to note that he. must first 
' all be kept in health. This is his education on the physical 
Je. He must be taught to comprehend his physical environ- 
'ut and his historic inheritance, and by apprehending the laws 
at operate therein find himself at home in the midst of w^hat to 
p untutored mind is mvsterv. This is his education on the in- 
lectual side. He must be taught to comprehend hLs social en- 
•onment, and, by freely mingling with his fellows, come to a 
^ht understanding of hLs own rights and his duties to those of 
> kind with whom he must live. lie thus rises from isolation to 
rticipation and is fitted to live in accordance with the best guid- 
ee the noblest have evolved. This is his education on the moral 
le. He must be taught, finally, to comprehend that unseen 
ality, \nsioned in the soul as God, to which in the last analysis 
yields ready obedience, conscioiLS that God is supreme. He thus 
scovers his ow^n finitude and God's infinitude. This is his edu- 
tion on the religious side. 

It is manifest that in a general way all these ideals may and 
ould be set in his soul. But the method and the differential 
lalysis are by no means so apparent. Some advocate formal les- 
ns in morals. Othei-s declare that such didacticism will not 
Id to the moral efficiency of the individual ; still others think the 
tempt to build the child on the moral side is not the function 
' the public school. Advocates of formal religious instruction 
;)on some one half day, imder the direction of the church, after 
le manner of Germany, are not wholly lacking. Precedent is 
ted by others to prove that the school cannot legally impart in 
le domain of morals and religion any guidance that is objected to 
r any taxpayer. These are but types of an almost endless series 
■ opinions met with in this sphere of the school's possible effort. 
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What fundamental guidance may be assumed as a basis for* a 
fairly adequate study of this problem? 

There are, as above indicated, four relatively distinct c3 i s- 
ciplines essential to the well-being of society and the individia«3^1. 
To conserve these disciplines four agencies, also relatively distinct t 
should be considered. These are the playground, the school, tiie 
home, and the church. The child cannot ideally develop withot^it 
a good playground, a good school, a good home, and a good churcii. 
The emphasis of concern for the well-being of the child on the 
physical side centers in the activities of the playground; on tlie 
intellectual side, in the activities of the school; on the moral side, 
in the activities of the home; and on the religious side, in ±he 
activities of the church. It is not my intention to indicate ^^ 
any way the relative efficiency of these agencies, as now organi:^€d, 
in accomplishing power; nor does it seem necessary to remii^^ 
the reader of the fact that these agencies, operating as they ^^^ 
do upon the same individual, have many elements in common f^'^^ 
each should always administer its dominant function in compl *^^ 
harmony with all the others. They are not separate, but cc^^^^* 
plementary agencies. In each case it is likewise true that ^^^^ 
spiritual forces at work through the agency more largely det:^ ^^" 
mine the issue than do the agencies themselves. It is not the pi -^*\* 
ground per se that secures right physical conditions for the iiB— ^^' 
vidual; but it is the spirit ruling the play and directing -^^"^ 
activities of the child in the play exercises that is most meaningt^^^^l' 
Play undirected may be as harmful as play directed is benefic 
Likewise, the school is not a material thing, but a spiritual fo 
and it is the quality of teaching life that is significant, not 
data in the curriculum. The same guidance holds through© 
Whence arises the vital significance of fullest co-operation 
tween the agencies that are set by civilization for the upbringi 
of a complete man? 

The choicest moral influence at work in the school is the li -^ 
of the teacher. It is not ''praise overdue" to state that no groiT— -^P 
of individuals in society more adequately meet the high standarc^^^ 
they avowedly aim to foster than do the teachers in our school^^^' 
This is the richest asset the school system presents. Under tt^^ 
well-known tendency of the growing child to imitate those k^^ 
loves, the life of the teacher becomes the greatest moral 8timuli::«^ 
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the school affords. Next to this is the incidental teaching of fun- 
damental moral principles. No lesson is fully taught that does 
^ot at some point rise to moral significance. Whether it is wise 
to go one step beyond and include in the curriculum of the school 
th^ formal study of moral principles is as yet an undetermined 
Blatter. The results in countries where this has been done are 
^^ot wholly assuring. Nor is it manifest that the best interests 
of society could be served by removing the emphasis of moral con- 
<?^rii from the home to the school. There must be a limit to the 
^t>ligation placed upon the school. It ought not to be required 
to do all that the welfare of the child demands. 

There are at least two things that the school now does in a 
^vay that it should do in a better way. When it touches the do- 
^uain of the moral self it should do so in harmony with the best 
pedagogic guidance. Didacticism in morals is as bad as didactic- 
ism in other domains of truth. What is needed here is a fuller 
comprehension of the value of the concrete in teaching. The 
stor>' is more effective nutrition of the moral self than is the 
maxim. The stimulus of feeling is of more moment than is the 
forming of formal precepts. The feelings steep themselves in the 
concrete as the flower steeps itself in the dew. The atmos- 
phere of the school should be redolent of moral purpose. Just as 
biography is of higher ethical worth than chronology, so is the 
story of greater value than the maxim or precept. Mottoes on 
the wall speak not so loud as conduct in the class-room or on the 
playground. 

The teacher should know in a definite way the great moral 
virtues and seek to build these in some orderly way in the indi- 
vidual. In London each teacher is given a leaflet containing in 
order a list of the moral virtues. These are kept constantly in 
mind by the teacher, and on occasion they are converted into 
guidance for the pupil. In our own country many similar at- 
tempts have been made. The results are generally regarded as 
successful. Surely the school ought to train the pupil into seemly 
conduct in the school, on the street, in the home, in the church, 
and, in general, in all the relations of life. Nothing is quite so 
unfortunate as to build intellectually and to decay morally. The 
Home and School Association has here a function of far-reaching 
consequences. The Training School for Teachers likewise finds 
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here an added obligation. If, as some assert, the school child ^^" 
haves unseemly and outrages the moral code on the street, in 't^^ 
trolley, and upon public occasions, the school and the home m.^*^^ 
find speedily an effective remedy. It is of vastly more mom^^^ 
that the growing citizen should be well mannered than he shoi^'^^^ 
be well informed. As Doctor White savs, ** Conduct is thr'^^- 
fourths of life*\ 

I would, therefore, welcome increased literature in the fo^c-*"^ 
of well written stories, including poetry, for use by the pu^^- ^^ 
in the school, and I would also suggest that at an early day sor '^^^ 
formulated directions or suggestions concerning this importa- ^^ 
subject be furnished all the teachers of the schools under t ^3ie 
direction of the Board of Public Education. 

Social Aspects of Education. 

Education must fit the individual for participation in the i: 
terests of his kind. The school that is unsocial is unworthv. T\ 
increase of social aspects of education is at all times to be w 
eomed. In the great urban centers the need for definite socia 
izing activities is most urgent. No education can be counted goo- 
that does not definitely aid the individual to participate in a lar( 
way^ in the social life of which he should be an active part. Th 
school plant of this city is estimated to be worth $16,000,000. 
annually affords education in the common branches of learning 
for about 170,000 pupils. What more than this can it do? Wha 
social forces can it faster? AVhat conmiunity concerns can i 
properly promote? The question might better be stated in an 
other form. Beyond political, religious and other partisan eon 
cems of a people, what need of a community should it not con- 
serve ? 

It is my conviction that the school plant should serve a vastly^^s^- ^' 
wider need than it now does. In at least five important directions, 
with little or no added expense to the taxpayer, it can rendei 
large good, namely: as centers for play, a.s social centers foi 
children, as meeting places for School and Home Associations, as 
centei*s for illustrated lectures, and as gathering places for the 
alumni of the several schools. 

Play is the birthright of eveiy child. To deny the privilege 
and the place to play to any child in this city is a public mis- 
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fortune. The boy or girl who plays freely in the open air on 
the school playground is learning most of the fundamental needs 
of life in an ordered community. It is the great socializer of om 
complex life. We can scarce overestimate the instinct for play 
in children or overstate its educational value. In play all the 
fundamental characteristics of the child rise to the surface. The 
observant teacher learns on the playground the best means of teach- 
ing and controlling each child. Here, too, the social instincts 
find nutrition and rapidly develop into fixed conscious purpose. 
I plead for large playgrounds around each school and for ample 
space in the basement for rainy day exercise. The new Depart- 
ment of Physical Education has impressed the fact that thou- 
sands of our children do not know how or what to -play. Under 
competent guidance this defect of city isolation is being over- 
come. In some cases apparatus for play has been secured from 
philanthropic sources, and the children have found a new meaning 
in the school life. ^luch remains to be done. We have schools 
with yards so small that the children are given recess in three di- 
visions in order that the yard may contain the groups. It is true 
that in some cases the yard is so small that all the pupils cannot at 
one time ^tand therein ! Can one imagine a more deadly defect 
in educational equipment than this? Let us in every case in the 
future secure at least one acre of ground for each school, and also 
let us as speedily as it is possible so to do, purchase adjacent 
properties and enlarge the present niggardly limits for play at 
manv of our schools. 

ft 

During the first half of the year an effort was made to arouse 
a wider social concern in the school on the part of the parents. 
With the intelligent and effective assistance of a group of women 
under the leadership of the officers of the National ^lothers' Con- 
gress many meetings were held, and more than 30,000 parents spent 
at least one afternoon or evening in the school. From this move- 
ment grew, in October, a conference of delegates w-hich formed a 
School-Home Association for Philadelphia. Under these auspices 
meetings are now being held in most of the large schools of the 
city. I believe we shall have by June next 60,000 parents in the 
schools at formal conferences. We shall work for an annual at- 
tendance of 100,000 pjirents in the public school buildings. 
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This movement negatives the oft repeated statement that in 
great cities it is impossible to interest the home in the work of 
the school. We are prepared to declare that it is impossible to 
have a ^ood urban school unless the parents are intelligently (to- 
operating with the teachers. 

These meetings, held in the afternoon or evening, afford an 
open forum for the free, friendly discussion of the aims of the 
school and the welfare of the children. Many parents, members 
of the Board of Education, leading teachers and representatives 
of the Department of Superintendence exchanged views upon the 
great problems that have to do with the physical, intellectual and 
moral uplift of the child. In every case the result has been most 
gratifying. The parent in the school gains a clearer understand- 
ing of the work performed by his children. Personal interviews 
between teachers and mothers have settled many puzzling conditions 
and placed the whole spirit of the home into a new and vital rela- 
tion to the school. 

One year ago, through the co-operation of certain public- 
spirited citizens and the Principal of the Agnew School, arrange- 
ments were made to establish in that school during evening hours 
a social centre. To these meetings hundreds of boys and girls 
resorted regularly and, under the direction of faithful volunteer 
teachers, these children were entertained in a social way. They 
were kept from the street; they were preserved from the menace 
of the cheap amiLsement hall ; and were given, in one of the most 
crowded sections of the city, a genuine social uplift. The children 
sang; they engaged in simple plays and games; they were taught to 
use tools in simple manual construction, and to weave in raffia, as 
well as to engage in other kindred activities ; and it is to be recorded 
that the conduct of the pupils was eminently satisfactory and the 
experiment demonstrated beyond question the great utility of using 
the public school in this nlanner. 

The work will be repeated this coming winter and other schools, 
notably the Wood, the George 11. Thomas, the Iloston, and the Gil- 
bert, have perfected arrangements for the maintenance of social 
centres during the coming months. 

It is to be regretted that the resources of the Board of Edu- 
cation are so limited as to make it impossible for them at this 
time to provide the means for the extension and maintenance of this 
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rstem of social centres. For the most part in each case branches 
E the Civic Club and other philanthropic citizens have supported 
ie movement. I strongly recommend that in the near future pro- 
ision be made to open such centres in a large number of schools 
hroughout the congested parts of the city. Nothing will more 
[uickly break up bad moral habits and tendencies to lawlessness 
han social centres, where the children, imder wise guidance, are 
riven such a moral uplift as to make them hunger for the cleaner, 
tnd the sweeter, and the better things .of life. 

More than a year ago I laid before the Committee on Special 
schools a detailed plan for the inauguration of a system of free 
ectures in certain public school-buildings of the city, under the 
uspices of the Board of Public Education. The Committee was 
nited in its endorsement of the idea and in its desire to see it be- 
anie operative, but did not see how it was possible to secure the 
inds necessary for the purpose, and the matter has been postponed 
'lely for that reason. I wish to make record of it here, because 
believe it to be one of the most important and far-reaching 
eializing forces that the Board of Education could possibly foster, 
is not my thought that these lectures should be given upon 
'neral cultural themes, nor that they should be given to people 
ho, in the ordinary' activities of life, find ample nutrition for their 
tellectual uplift. ^ly thought Is that these lectures should be 
tiinently practical and simple in nature and that they should be 
ven to those large groups of people in our city who most of all 
^d the stimulating influence of right social ideals. 

At the beginning, the lectures should be of an exceedingly 
fnple character, copiously illustrated, and showing, especially to 
ose people in our midst who were born in other countries, the 
ings that have to do with citizenship in the republic. Lec- 
res on the operations of the Bureau of Health and Depai-t- 
?nt of Charities and Correction, the Fire Department, the Police 
apartment, the Library System of the city, domestic sanitation, 
mestic hygiene, and kindred themes, might well be presented, 
order to give to thase people the specific and definite guidance 
cessary to arrive speedily at the threshold of efficient citizenship, 
would recommend that at least ten thousand dollars a year be 
voted to this work and that preparations be made for its inaugu- 
tion during the coming year. 
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Among the social forces which I think could now be profit- 
ably encouraged and developed is the alurani association. Each 
of our grammar schools has from time to time sent out from ite 
eightli grade groups of boys and girls who have become in the 
life of the city important and etYective forces. The.se people should 
be encouraged to remember the school that trained them and return 
to it at stated times for reunions, for intellectual nutrition, and 
for the development of all the social and moral influences that clus- 
ter around the memory of those who have lived a common experi- 
ence in childhood and have wrought together in the great problems 
that have developed them into manhood and womanhood. Many of 
the schools now have such associations, and I should like to see them 
nniltii)lied until all those who have completed the course of study 
in the several schools shall have acquired the habit of returning to 
their home schools for intellctual and social uplift. I need not, 
of course, refer to the great value of the alumni associations of \h^ 
st^veral higher schools. Anyone familiar with the life of the city 
knows well what a tremendously important influence these associa- 
tions exert in everything that makes for the intellectual advance o-f 

the citv. 

* 

The Pkobi.e^i of the Colored Child. 

The City of Philadelphia has a larger population of colore*! 
l)eoj)le than any other city in the North. It sends a larger grou{> 
of colored children to the public schools than any other city in 
the country. These children attend for the most part the schools 
nearast to their places of residence. In a few cases separate build- 
ings have been provided, in which colored children have been placed 
under colored teachers, and wherever this has been done it has been 
found to accomplish two important results : First, it has given to 
the colored child a better opportmiity to move at its own rate of 
progress through the materials of the curriculum, which rate of 
progress is in some res{)ects different from the rate of progress of 
other children. Second, it has enabled the Board of Education to 
give employment to a group of deserving members of the colored 
race, who by industry and capacity have won their certificates to 
teach in the public schools of the city. 

Both of these are mattera of moment, and wherever the colored 
parents will join in petition to the Board for a school organized 
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m this basis, I earnestly reeommend that such school be established. 
[t is possible, however, that in some sections of the city the parents 
)f these children will not so petition the Board, but, on the con- 
rary, will insist that their children remain in the divisions where 
iiey now attend school. 

Here a really difficult situation presents itself. The fact is 
hat when the percentajre of colored children reaches thirty or more 
he other children bejrin f|:radually to withdraw from the school. 
This fact, coui)led with the additional fact that there are a number 
)f qualified colored teachers in the city who are not at the present 
time in the employment of the Board of Education, leads me to 
suggest that wherever passible separate schools should be inaugu- 
rated for the colored children, and this possibility, so far a*s I now 
^n see, mast be conditioned upon the petition of the parents of 
'hese children themselves. There is a tentative solution to a part 
^f the problem, namely, the establishment of colored divisions with 
colored teachers in charge in the schools now in operation in the 
?ity. This is now in successful operation in the ^lartha Washing- 
on School, and it may be possible in the near future to extend this 
ii^thod of dealing with the question to other sections of the city. 

I wish definitely to state that this is a serious problem; that 
t has given me a great amount of thought and concern ; that I 
^*ve a deep sympathy for tht^e young women who have qualified 
h<?mselves to teach in our schools; that I am exceedingly anxious 
^ promote the most efficient educational opportunity for the 
^lored children, and that I believe that a more careful and inten- 
^ve study of the entire problem will result in some solution of 
ie matter which w^ill be satisfactory to all fair-minded citizens. 

JiLst what this solution will be, it is probably now unwise even 
> predict, but in the above analysis I have indicated what in my 
idgment are the lines along which immediate relief may properly 
? accomplished. 

I do not at this time purpose to discuss the materials of the 
rriculum as they relate to the different types of children that 
tend our public schools, but I believe that sooner or later there 
11 be such a differentiation of the subject matter of the curricu- 
m and such modification of the course of study as to make more 
'ective the discipline and education these pupils should receive. 
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Our Department is now making a careful study of the mental 
aptitudes of the several groups of children in the public schools 
and the different materials which might properly be used for the 
best interests of these several groups, and at an early date it may 
be passible for us to submit to you some plan by which greater 
good may result to the different groups of children, of all races 
and nationalities, that now attend our schools. 

A Teachfjis' Institute. 

Throughout the State of Pennsylvania, and throughout the 
country in general, teachers annually meet by law in an institute, 
the purpose of which is to promote the intellectual and professional 
efficiency of the teaching body. Philadelphia has its independent 
voluntary teachers* organizations, and these perform a large and 
practical service, but there seems to me to be need of an oflScia.! 
meeting, under authority of the Board of Education and under tti^ 
direction of the Department of Superintendence, and such an in- 
stitute I desire to hold for two days, immediately following tlic 
Easter recess in the year 1908. 

It is my desire to organize the teachers into at least thr^^ 
divisions: teachers of secondaiy schools; teachers of elementary' 
schools; teachers of kindergartens and special schools; and secure 
for these divisions the most capable educational instructors in the 
countrv. The schools should be closed by act of the Board of Edn- 
cation and the salarv of the teachei-s continued while in attendance 
at the institute. 

I shall later request definite authorization for the convention, 
believing as I do that it would be both economically and profes- 
sionally valuable to hold such an institute. 

Special. Schools. 

Wo have eleven schools that are known as ** Special Schools,' 
located for the most part in old and undesirable buildings, and in 
which two groups of children are received: 

First: Those that by reason of their inability to conform to 
the laws of the ordinary school are sent to these Special Schools 
for the pui'pase of restoring them to normal school relations. The 
basis of this differentiation is conduct, and this group of children

is the one that is usually regarded in the public schools as the 
group difficult to manage. 

Second: Those that by reason of some inherent limitation or 
unfortunate early environment find themselves unable to keep pace 
with the normal progress of the children in the public schools. 
These children are usually spoken of as '* defective children*' or 
"mentally retarded *' children, and the purpose of sending these 
to the Special School is to give to them a larger personal uplift 
and assistance. 

These two groups should not be in the same school. Both in 
study and in play they are wholly dissimilar, and neither can im- 
prove by contact with the other. The number of children per 
division in these schools is less than that in the ordinary school, 
but the number is still too large. The equipment of these schools 
is different from that of the ordinary school, but it is not sufficiently 
different. There should be a much larger element of manual train- 
ing and the teachers should be specially trained for the careful, 
discriminating, and tactful work required in these schools. 

The schools are numbered, and this numbering of the schools 
tas carried with it an unfortunate implication. Every child that 
attends special school is looked upon as in some way morally blame- 
worthy. This, of course, is not true, and the implication should be 
Removed. It ought to be just as much a matter approved by the 
Parent that his child attends a special school as it is a matter 
approved that he attends a regular school, especially is this true in 
the case of the backward child. I would recommend, therefore, 
that these schools be named as other elementary schools are named 
^nd that names be chosen that would in some way bear testimony 
to the lofty character and high endeavor of the great leaders in the 
movement for right education for these groups of children who do 
not fit, for one reason or another, into the ordinary system of 
schools. 

Just what backward children should be sent to such a school 
is, of course, a matter of great moment. I have as yet failed to 
find any definite rule that would positively determine what 
children should and what children should not attend a special school 
for backward children. Those who have made a careful study of 
this matter have as yet failed to formulate any criterion which 
may be accepted by the school-master as final in the determining 
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of this question. When, however, a child is as much as thirty 
niontks behind his normal ^rade, it may be assmned that he is 
mentally backward, unless he has been so unfortunate as to fall 
for a series of years under the instruction of unusually incapable 
teachers. This last contingency is rather remote, and may, I take 
it, be eliminated from the problem. There should be someone in 
authority capable of making a study of these children and certi- 
fying to the Superintendent definite recommendation as to their 
proper treatment. lie should take into account first of all any 
physical defects which may be the inheritance of the child, such as 
imperfect vision, or imperfect hearing, or restricted breathing, or 
any other physical defect of a similar nature which would neces- 
sarily impede his progress with the physically normal child. Ex- 
perience has shown that many children who have been regarded 
as hopelessly backward needed only proper surgical or medical 
treatment in order to restore them to normal school relations. 

Another group will be found to be mentally impaired. Their 
minds do not react noniially upon external stimuli of one sort or 
another. Here will be found all degrees of lack of mental ability, 
from those who are almost entirely normal to those who are hope- 
lessly imbecile. When one reaches the last group of this classifica- 
tion, the public school should not be asked to assume the obligation 
of their education. In other words, the State should secure, through 
institutional provision, a care for these children which is not pri- 
marily educational. 

I have yet to see precisely how this entire group of mentally 
deficient children may be properly classified for educational pur- 
poses, but there must be a solution to this problem in the near 
future. The public school has an obligation to the normal child 
and the public school teacher must not be asked to give large ele- 
ments of her time and energy- to the few children w^ho ought not 
to be in her class at all and thereby deprive the other part of her 
pupils of the opportunity, which they have a right to expect at her 
hands, of assistance and guidance in acquiring an ordinary edu- 
cation. 

Evening Schools. 

The economy practiced last year in the management of the 
Elementary P^vening Schools has been continued this year. These 
schools never did such effective work. The average attendance has 
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reased from 52% to 67%, which is within 5% of the average 
'ndance in the public schools of the United States. The con- 
lity of the discipline in these schools is thus greatly promoted. 
y are no longer refuges for individuals seeking a fragmentary 
?rtaiument. They are genuine schools, doing in a quiet way, a 
:hty good in the city. Eight thousand six hundred and iifty- 
it pupils are in attendance, of whom 6,978 are of foreign birth, 
these 4,946 are men and 2,032 are women. Classes are main- 
led for persons whose native language is German, Hebrew, 
ian, Hungarian, Persian or Spanish. It will be apparent at a 
ice that these schools are largely Americanizing institutions, 
y aim fii'st of all to give to these foreign peoples, now a part 
)nr population, the language of the Republic, which language 
ssential to good citizenship. The schools now pursue a graded 
rse of studv and should lead directlv to admittance to the 
ning High Schools. The relation between the.se Elementary 
ools and the Evening High Schools is not as clearly defined as 
interests of the pupils require. I would reconnnend that all 
e evening schools be placed under the direction of one Com- 
:ee. 

The Elementarv Evening Schools are now under the direct 
i^rvision of this department. The several District Superin- 
lents are constantly in attendance and the quality of instruction 
ell as the general discipline is greatly improved. The reorgani- 
)n made one year ago has resulted in longer tenure in the 
hing body. The imx)ortance of this is worthy of note. The 
hers for these schools should be assured a permanent tenure, 
ided their work is satisfactory. No teacher should be given 
e as a teacher of sewing who has not had successful experience 
, teacher of sewing. With this additional requirement all 
lers in evening schools would possess approved qualifications. 

It is manifest that the need for elementary Evening Schools 
the native born Ls gradually decreasing. With the proper 
rcement of the compulsory attendance enactment of the Legis- 
*e it will be seen that before the child is fourteen years of 
the public schools will have given him more education than 
Elementary Evening School can impart. The future of this 
of school wnll be increasingly an institution for the Americani- 
n of foreign born people. The curriculum must be adjusted 
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to this new condition and largely increased elements of illustratei 
teaching should be inti*odiiced. 

The Evening High Schools— one for men, one for women — are 
so centrally located as to prevent many worthy persons, earnest in 
a desire for education, from attendance. I would advise the estab- 
lishment of district Evening Pligh Schools— accessible to all our 
people. This would conform to the already declared policy of the 
Board of Education to establish schools of secondary grade in the 
several paiis of the city. 

Trades Schools. 

The Board of Public Education, more than a year ago, estab- 
lished the first public trades school in this country. For a year 
its career was uncertain. The attendance was small and it was 
feared, by those who took the most intelligent interest in the move- 
ment, that perhaps there was no place in the educational economy 
of the city for such an institution. When the school reopened in 
the autumn of the present year, it was a serious question in the 
minds of many whether or not the school should be continued. B 
was, however, continued luider the conviction that the experiment 
should have a full and fair trial. 

We have gone far enough in this second year of the adventure 
to be confident of the wisdom of establishing the school. The 
attendance has doubled, the interest has increased, the work has 
progressed most satisfactorily, and it is fair to assume that in a 
large urban centre, where many young men are obliged to work 
at a trade for their bread, a si?liool of this character is an essential 
and integral part of the provision which the mimicipality should 
make for the education of its people. 

The cost of maintaining this school has been relatively large, 
due in a measure to the small number attending during its first 
year. As the number increases, the relative cost has decreased, 
and w^hen this school has once defined itself clearly in the public 
thought, it will be found to be not an imduly expensive type of 
education. 

Two evening trades schools have been established for the pur- 
pose of providing trade education to boys above the age of fifteen 
w^ho are wage-earners during the day. These schools from the 
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; beginning have been entirely successful. They have been crowded 
with pupils, many of the classes have been on half time, and the 
waiting-list contains approximately a thousand names, which is 
about equal to the number of pupils educated therein. It would 
seem wise and proper to increase the number of evening trades 
schools, in order to place this type of education near the army of 
young men in the different parts of the city who would be glad to 
take advantage of such an educational opportunity, but who can- 
not afford the time nor the expense of travelling to one or the other 
of these centres. Here, as in other special types of schools, we are 
be^iriiming to see how complex a thing an urban school system is 
and how many-sided our educational activities must be in order to 
aceoinplLsh the largest good to the greatest number. 






Industrial Education. 

When one visions the function of education there arises at 
once a comprehensive and perplexing situation. What can edu- 
cation do for the individual as such? For that individual as 
part of the social, industrial and civic cx)mplex? What data shall 
be used in the nutrition of spirit? W^hat limits arise on the 
economic side? on the religious side? on the side of the individual 
himself? At once the student is amazed and confused by the 
vastness; the many-sidedne&s of the problem. There Is, moreover, 
a great mass of experience to be gone over and formulated, and 
this record of the educational process is also so confusing, so vari- 
form, as to baflBe ready formulation. 

Without in any way attempting an analysis of this problem, 
it may be asserted with some degree of accuracy that the public 
school system exists primarily to set in each individual the essen- 
tial virtues of the republic. Education is the agency through 
which we acquire civic ideals. Whatever makes for the good of 
the individual as a civic unit is essentially an educational good. 
It is also true that the next marked development in educational 
procedure will be in the direction of greater activity in the types 
of agencies and in the character of data used in the educational 
process. This greater variety of educational agency and process 
is a distinct need. It arises on the one side from the marked dif- 
ferences in individual interests, and on the other side from the 
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constantly increasing activities to which trained individuals m^^ 
turn for livelihood. 

The school that lives by legislative provision and is sustain?^ 
by universal taxation, must return to the State an efficient citizeci - 
ship. The basis of any theory of mass government is the commote 
knowledge possessed by all thase that participate in the government- 
The quantity and quality of this common knowledge is the measure: 
of possible democracy. The absence of such knowledge make?^ 
democracy impossible: its increase makes for increased democracy. 
The hope of triumphant democracy is universal education. 

The elementary school must confine its work to the quantita- 
tive aspects of knowledge. The other types of schools must se- 
cure to democracy the qualitative aspects of knowledge. Botti. 
alike are needed. The schools designated in one way or anothei- 
vocational schools are especially significant. They put the whole 
boy to apprenticeship in democracy. They train the mind through 
the hand to skillful participation in the work of the world, and 
democracy is essentially participation, co-operation, organization. 
It is my judgment that the individual trained in an industrial 
school is best fitted to participate in a definite way in the work of 
democracy. This establishes at once the vital need in our national 
life of an extended system of Industrial Education. This indus- 
trial education is strongest when it makes flexible and facile minds 
for the republic. It is weakest when it eliminates all elemente 
save those of a routine habit of reaction in a prescribed vocation 
or trade. We do not in trade education intend to abandon the 
discipline of mind. The real craftsman is more than his craft 
The true citizen is larger than the place he fills in the industrial 
life of the republic. 

It is this equipment of the worker for a wider life in the 
republic than the life of his trade that makes for our national 
progress. For that reason we should hold rigidly to an increas- 
ingly high standard of intellectual power in the individual, no 
matter what differential studies he may later pursue. That spe- 
cialization in studies is a menace to democracy is false, provided 
only that we do not force specialization so near the beginnings 
of our educational endeavor as to reduce all education to the 
crudest ubilitarium formula. Let the masses of our youth revel 
freely in a wide range of common intellectual data. Let them in 
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his period live with good teachers. Let them play freely in the 
•P^n air, for play is democracy's strong sided champion. Let 
hem ponder over many books. Let them acquire equal facility 
J a varied series of hand crafts. Let them, in short, live a wide 
ingre of common experiences before they are set to the special- 
e<i occupations that add to the material progress of the age, 
icl wo will in this way best promote the ideals of our national life. 
The early days are the days of pure democracy. The later 
i>'« are the days of organized co-operation, in which each, doing 
s own work, holds yet an abiding and unchanging love for all 
IS kind and breathes in the hours of his toil the breath of a 
atriot. We must not deny to democracy the necessary time 
i^ which to make a citizen. We must take our stand with those 
^ho, by compulsory legislation, compel all to attend school and 
^vho also resist the efforts of greed to rob the State by forcing 
gainful labor upon boys and girLs under sixteen years of age. 
We are not so much in need of the wages of children as we are 
^ti need of the vigorous, enlightened after career of these chil- 
Iron, when, as members of the civic order, they make the quality 
>f our national life. 

It is manifest then that all forms of industrial and manual 
ducation in the elementary' schools must point, not to gainful 
eeupations, but to wider participation in the feelings, thoughts 
nd deeds of his fellows. In our elementarj^ schools at the pres- 
nt time the girls in certain grammar grades take lessons in sew- 
ig and cooking. Both of these interests are but meagerly pre- 
?nted, but it seems unwise now to add to the scope of this work. 
'he boys in the same division, while the girls are engaged in 
iie special lessons, are left with practically no intellectual in- 
?rest. I would strongly advLse that in these intervals the boys 
e given elementary exercises in manual training. Almost every 
chool has room in the basement for a work shop, and with small 
utlay for tools and benches, much good can be done. This, once 
stablished, it will be found relatively an easy matter to use this 
hop, in a larger way, for all the pupils of the grammar grades. 
^e should also be planning now for the early introduction of 
ertain elementary types of hand work in the primary grades, 
t is undeniable that an element of manual work increases men- 
al alertness and lessens the problems of class management. The 
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fact that boys not infreciuently are deliberately niisehievoiis in t*^^* 
regular school in order that thev niav be transferred to the sp^' 
cial scliool, solely to secure an opportunity to use tools, is itst?**- 
sufficient argiunent for the introduction of this work. 

The introduction of these special types of hand work iu tlJ*^ 
elementary jj:rades will not, in any way, lessen the number r>i 
pupils that will remain in school to the Eighth Grade and to tlie 
secondary school. On the contrary, ex{)erience has developed tli«E: 
fact that it lengthens the time the pupil remains in school, and 
any influence that lengthens the time of our pupils in school ii? 
praiseworthy. It is also noted that the time devoted to such worV; 
promotes more than it retards the progress of the pupil in pureL>' 
intellectual disciplini*. f'ollowing this we do need increasiiitr 
varietv of educational activities. Our own Trade Scliool in this 
city is a unique illustration of the correctness of this analysis. 

Yet one thing more; no man works well who is not happy in 
his work. His happiness is conditioned, in no small measure, upow 
his skill, and his skill is not wholly the result of doing. It is diit' 
to his power of vision. lie must see with some degree of clearness 
the larger meanings of life, and he nuist work with a mind in in- 
telligent sympathy with all workers. It is my conviction that con- 
scientiousness, the virtue of the ethical life, nnist rule in all his 
endeavor. He nuust work and vote with that fine dLscrimination 
of motive that makes at once for great industrial progress and 
for ecjually great devotion to the national weal. 

Bl ILDJNliS AND P^griPMENT. 

During the year the action of the Hoard of Education in ask- 
ing the j)eoi)le to ])rovide a l(»an of .tr>,0(H),(H)0 to the Board for 
the purpose of securing for each child a decent seat in a decent 
school, led to a discussion of the actual needs of the school sys- 
tem. Perhai)s the people of the city never before learned so 
fully the inadequacy of its school i)lant. 

AVhen the school year began in September we were confronted 
with the unpleasant fact that 15,819 pupils were crowded ii^^o 
rooms above the normal capacity of the same: G954 pupils were 
in rented buildings, and these, with few exceptions, are wholly 
unfit for school purpases, and in many cases sanitarily disgrace-

il : although the Board of Education pays an unusually heavy 
'lital for these buildint^s. At the same time 13,817 pupils were 
^ half time and 1703 on the waiting list. In all, above twenty per 
nt. of all the pnpiLs in the elementary schools were denied their 
alienable right to an adequate educational opportunity. The 
owledge of these facts aroused a widespread interest in the 
p^al of the Board of Education for the sum needed to remove 
-s^e wholly unfortunate conditions. Meetings of parents and 
iiseiis were held in all parts of the city. Business associations, 
triotic societies, women's clubs, and almost all the Local School 
>«.rds memorialized Coiuicils to grant the sum prayed for. Conn- 
ie granted just half the amount asked, and this sum was approved 
the i)eople at the November election. Public sentiment was 
Ueted only by assurances generously given that the remainder 
the sum asked for would in the near future be given, and I am 
>nfident that we shall soon have the entire five millions for new 
instruction. It is none too much. 

Unfortunately, the financial stringency has made it impossi- 
le for the city to issue the necessary bonds to make available 
lis fund, and the children continue to suffer. When it is remem- 
?red that the child has one chance and only one to be trained 
>r efficient service in the republic, we pay all too much for this 
?lay. Surely Philadelphia will not long allow an army of her 
•ightest and best— her glory of to-day and her prestige for to- 
orrow— to lack in proper training for the work they and they 
one are to do. Surely the fair fame of this great city will not 
ng be dimmed by the presence of the schoolless child. No city 
in long continue to enjoy the rank and prestige we long to ac- 
»rd our own unless it give to ever>' child of school age an ade- 
late school opportunity. 

The condition at the end of this present year is no better 
lan it was when, in my last report, I laid before you the detailed 
?eds of the several sections of the city. I deem it my duty, 
lerefore, to enumerate again the most urgent needs for new 
lildings and for repairs to buildings now in use, many of which 
•e so entirely lacking in all that makes for proper conditions as to 
luse one to hesitate to compel children to attend school in them, 
he list of buildings needed, as here enumerated, does not take into 
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account the future needs of the city. We have an inheritance ^ 
neglect that will require at least five millions of dollars to correc' 

However, it would be wise to make provision in advance to 
the future normal growth of the school plant. An economic tresut 
ment of the school plant assuredly demands that sites be selectee 
afcd purchased well in advance of the tides of population tha 
arise inevitably in many portions of the city. As it is now, vr< 
are obliged to acquire property already well improved, thus ea 
tailing an enormously increased expense upon the citizens anc 
delaying the erection of school-houses until many pupils hav€ 
lost the one golden opportunity to equip themselves for their life 
work. Such a policy is enforcedly the only one the Board car 
now pursue. Viewed in the light of economic guidance such i 
policy is ruinous. 

When the committee of the Senate of the Commonwealth came 
to this city to investigate our school system they found my re- 
port of a year ago substantially correct, and in their own report 
to the Senate they urged upon Councils the importance of sub- 
mitting to the people the question of a loan for five millions of 
dollars in order, as they declare, 'Ho put the school plant upon an 
American and civilized basis/' I am strongly of the opiDioD 
that the Board should continue its efforts until the full amount 
above named is actually converted into buildings for our pupils. 

Some improvement in the furniture equipment was made dur- 
ing the year. Councils, by special transfer, made available the 
sum of $16,500 for the purpose of replacing broken furniture and 
boards and boxes. The Board, out of its annual allotment for 
furniture, made some additional repairs, and in certain rooms re- 
placed furniture so old and so unsuited to its use as to beggar de- 
scription. The amount that should have been expended for fur- 
niture was seriously lessened by the expenditure of a sum 
in excess of eighty thousand dollars from this item for equip- 
ment in the Southern High and Manual Training High School. 
The same condition is likely to be repeated this year. I am ad- 
vised that of the entire budget for furniture such a large sum 
will be used to further equip the above school and to provide seats 
for new buildings as to leave only $40,000 for all the elementary 
schools. 
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The life of a school desk is approximately twenty years. The 
cost per division is now about six hundred dollars. There are 
three thousand eight hundred divisions in the city. It will be 
seen that at least one hundred and ten thousand dollars should 

• 

he expended annually in order to maintain the equipment of the 
schools on a moderately efficient basis. When less than this is ex- 
Ponded the equipment deteriorates. It has been doing this for 
so many years that a large per centum of our pupils are now 
8eJit;ed upon desks that long since passed the limit of comfort and 
safety. I would urge that the entire sum of one himdred thou- 
s^^^d dollars be used for repairs to equipment in the elementary 
s<*liix)ls, and that extraordinary expenditures to equip higher 
s^^Viools and to equip newly constructed buildings be taken from 
^^e fluids for new buildings. If we do not adopt this policy the 
^orst appointments in the city will become even worse and an in- 
^lerable situation will confront the Board. The same general 
principle applies to repairs. The expenditure for repairs in 1906 
Vas larger than in any preceding year. More has been done to 
increase the light, heat, ventilation and sanitation of old buildings 
than in any equal time in the history of the city. But what was 
done merely revealed the absolute need for vastly more. The ap- 
pended list of urgently needed repairs reveals a condition by no 
means overstated and in no case exaggerated. Indeed, it is with 
a full knowledge of the limited funds at command that this re- 
port is made. It does not include a single item open to question. 
It does not include many items much desired and greatly needed, 
but omitted solely to keep to a minimum immediate need. ^lany 
Local Boards have repeatedly demanded many additional items, 
and with good reason, but these demands, much as they should be 
heeded, are not possible with the limited sum available. 

One great difficulty has been met repeatedly. The Local 
Boards of some wards still think the funds should be allotted 
equally to the several wards, regardless of the relative needs of 
the different sections of the city. A ward with a static or mori- 
bund school population thinks it should have the same consider- 
ation — as to amount of school funds expended— a.s a vigorously 
growing ward. These Boards forget that the Board of Educa- 
tion is legislating for the city at large. Other Local Boards de- 
mand repairs and equipment on the basis of an ideal need. They 
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ask for many items that, though important in themselves, have U^ 
relative merit in the light of the vastly greater needs of tH^ 
schools. Any one at all conversant with the present plant is well 
aware of the tremendous inequality of school equipment in tli^ 
different wards. The problem is not to provide, as in the pasl^^ 
the best for some and nothing for others, but an equitable equip- 
ment of the plant as a whole. These Local ^Boards forget tha-t 
the city is larger than a ward, and they do not give the fuLl 
measure of support the Board of Education merits in its hero! 
efforts to guarantee to each child, no matter where located, th 
best school accommodations the limited fimds at its disposal wil 
permit. Still other Local Boards have shown intelligent insigh 
and sympathy with the work of the Board of Education, and i 
their annual reports gratefully record the fact that their schoobs 
have had in the year just closed the best care in their history. 

The remedy for much of this discontent is a thoughtful stud^:' 
of the system as a whole, and ortended visits to the schools. IC, 
for example, a Local Board in any ward will visit the schools i 
other wards, a wholly new vision of the equities in the situatio 
will arise. The members of the Board of Education should al 
in a large way know the exact condition of the school plant, i^Ki 
order to counsel wisely and legislate justly upon all matters of 
equipment as well as upon new construction. The District Supe^r- 
intendents have given largely of their time to a study of the co ad- 
dition of the school plant, and I commend to Local Boards th^i'^ 
helpful guidance in framing memorials for needed improvemen't^-^ 

In submitting the accompanying list of new buildings ai^^ 
repairs we have endeavored to indicate, in the order of their i^"*^ 
mediate needs, the necessar\' improvement to our school pla^^ 
and we invite public inspection of this report in ev 
detail, in the confident conviction that not one item is inclucJ 
which an investigation of the schools or the sites would not c 
firm as urgently needed. 

There is, therefore, but one or two alternatives before tt^* 
people of Philadelphia; either they shall be content to continti^ 
this deplorable condition of inadequacy in our school plant, o^ 
they shall at once organize an effective demand for an addition^^^ 
loan of at least two and one-half millions of dollars to be devoted 
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xisively to the uses of the public schools of the city of Phila- 
»liia. 

Next to the preservation of physical life alone, the obligation 
pon lis to care for the intellectual life of the city; and no 
Ley economically expended in that direction can be unwisely 
snded, and no loan which the people of Philadelphia could 
ir at this time would bring a more immediate and permanent 
sfit to the city than a loan for the purposes herein indicated.

New Buildings. 

his Department has been in closest relationship and har- 
with the Superintendent of Schools, and the hearty co- 
ion of the two departments has been productive of most in- 
ng and valuable suggestions and results.

1 that we plan a standard type of building,* which, so to 
w^ould be somewhat flexible in its design, so that a com- 

vely small building could be added to advantageously as the 
for additional school accommodations become apparent, 
are many localites in the city to-day which require new 
Qgs with a small number of class-rooms, but owing to the 
J of the neighborhood, the demand for additional school 
ies in the near future is certain. It seemed, therefore, wise 
rt the centre with a building only sufficiently large to meet 

report made to Board, December 10, 1907. 
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the existing demand and yet so designed that additional wings m^ 
be added to meet the requirements of the future. Having in mia 
these conditions, this Department has prepared two plans, one cp 
which starts with a building with fifteen class-rooms and admit 
of an increase to twenty-four by adding three rooms or a multipl 
of three rooms at a time; the other starts at fifteen class-room* 
which can be added to indefinitely and make as large a buildin 
as the site will properly accommodate. These plans as at preser 
arranged constitute improvements over plans of other building 
heretofore designed by this Department, inasmuch as the cox 
struction is much more compact, which, together with certai 
economies of construction, will produce, in the judgment of tl 
Department, buildings at a cost less than those now under coi 
tract. 

I cannot allow the opportunity to pass without a w^ord ( 
congratulation to the Committee upon the stand it took, whic 
stand was subsequently confirmed by the Board itself, upon tl 
question of the general employment of fireproof construction f( 
new buildings. As I have said in my previous communicatioi 
to the Committee, I believe the i)ublic will, when the merits ( 
fireproof constructions now under course of erection in varioi 
parts of the city are generally known, never again be satisfie 
with the character of school buildings as erected in this cil 
previous to 1906. 

It is with some regret that I must refer to the disappointmei 
which the Committee and the Department suffer in the delay i 
the completion of the three buildings contracted for in 1906. 
is only fair to state, however, that strikes and delays in securic 
materials have been the sole reasons for the failure to finish vnt] 
in the limit of time specified. The desirability of erecting ne 
buildings promptly is not to be gainsaid, but up to the presei 
time no solution of this problem has presented itself. The coi 
tracts for the buildings now under construction have been awardc 
to some of the best builders in Philadelphia, but they do not see: 
to be able to prosecute the work with the speed desired. Th 
Department has used steadily its best efforts towards securir 
prompt deliveries of the buildings to the city, always having i 
mind the imperative needs of the community for additional scho 
facilites. 
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The buildings contracted for in 1907 are, in our judgment, 
an improvement upon those of 1906. We have steadily in view 
compactness with utility, and the new designs for 1907 show that 
we have made the buildings more compact. The lighting of the 
class-rooms is also better, as the brick piers between the windows 
have been omitted, thus making one side of the class-room prac- 
tically all glass. So far as I know, these are the first school 
buildings to be erected anywhere which have a window treatment 
of this character, and this improvement will certainly meet with 
public approval 

The Act of Assembly relating to fire escapes, approved July 

-^2, 1897, requires all buildings over three or more stories in 

^^ight to have fire escapes, except buildings used in whole or in 

par*!: for of&ces, which are of fireproof construction. This Act 

peee^ssitates our providing tower fire escapes on our school build- 

^^@s that are of fireproof construction over two stories in height, 

aiiij it appeals to me that if an office building constructed in this 

^"^3^ is exempt from a fireproof stairway, there is no reason why 

^ ^ohool building should not be placed in the same class. 

I would suggest that the Board of Public Education take 
^^oli steps as may be necessary to have this Act altered so that they 
^'^H not be required to erect fire escape stain^^ays on school build- 
over two stories in height that are of fireproof construction. 



Repairs to Old Buildings. 

The appropriation made by City Councils for the year 1907 
^^rried with it an item of $250,000 for repairs to old buildings. 
*Tliis, as was expected, was found to be inadequate, and subse- 
^juently a transfer of $100,000 was made from the item of new 
buildings and sites. Even with this additional amount the sum 
was still inadequate, and towards the end of the fiscal year it was 
found necessary to transfer $12,000 to the item to pay bills for 
minor repairs. 

Even with this seemingly large amount of money the De- 
partment was embarrassed to indicate in what direction it should 
be expended, owing to the needs in every section of the city for 
money for repairs of all descriptions. When it is remembered 
the large number of school houses in this city which for years 
have had scarcely any money spent upon them, it will be seen 
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how difficult it has been to satisfy even the most urgent aid neces- 
sary demands. The minor repairs alone, such as replacing broken 
window lights, leaks in plumbing, clearing drains, etc., is much 
larger than one can realize who is not acquainted with the muti- 
farious details involved in the care and maintenance of so large 
a number of school buildings. An idea may be gained of this 
work when it is stated that forty-three hundred orders were sent 
out during the year for small repairs alone. Outside of the 
above, it was necessary to do much painting inside and outside, to 
relay floors, and in some cases to expend for larger work* suaxs 
amounting to $3,000 and upwards. The costliest and most iax- 
portant of these was the reconstruction of the Joseph E. Hii^ 
School, which, from a building in the worst condition imaginabl 
has been transformed into a modem school house in every pa 
ticular, with well-lighted rooms, good ventilation, and commodioi 
halls. While it is not a fireproof building, and has objectionabL '^ 
features in design, which could not be eliminated, yet it show — -^ 
that much can be done to many other old school buildings in th 
city to make them at least habitable for a number of years. 

The repair work proposed for 1908 includes the eliminatio 
of all the Smead Wills closets that are still in use in many part 
of the city, and with these out of the way we will be able t 
take up many other sanitary conditions which need attention. Im 
provement of sanitation in the schools is, in my judgment, th 
most important work to be done. Inasmuch as plumbing wor 
is exceedingly expensive and its results not always in evidence 
it is not possible to make an ocular demonstration commensurat 
with the necessary expenditure. However, we expect in 1908 that- 
the result of our labor in the matter of repairs will begin to show 
convincing evidence of the industr>^ of the Department and the 
wise expenditure of the appropriation made for repair purposes. 

Rented Buildings. 

During the year properties for which the Board paid $4,610 
per annum rental were vacated, and other properties were rented 
for which it was agreed to pay $2,185 per annum, showing a de- 
crease in rental of $2,425. A detailed statement of this will be 
found in Appendix D.

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Furniture. 

Heretofore in the purchase of furniture for new and old 
buildings, this Departmaat has acted only as middleman, the actual 
buying being done by the Superintendent of Supplies under the 
<iirection of the Committee on Supplies; the orders for furniture 
originating with the Superintendent of Schools. This seemed to 
the Committee on Property a cumbersome method, and in the lat- 
ter part of the year it was decided that the Superintendent of 
Schools order all furniture direct from the Superintendent of 
Supplies, and this is now being done with advantages which can- 
not be denied. 

A great improvement has been made in the furniture in old 

schools. With wisdom in the purchase of new furniture and 

proper care of that already in use, there is no reason why, in the 

<^onrse of a few years, every child in the public schools should 

^ot be properly seated at a suitable desk. 

^While Councils have authorized an increase of the force of 
the Department, yet I desire it to be understood that it will re- 
quire additional force still to place under contract within a year 
^^^ buildings which are to be constructed with the money to be 
^^rived from the loan just authorized. At this writing the en- 
^^^o force is busily engaged in preparing for the work to be un- 
^^I'taken with our annual appropriation exclusive of the loan, 
^^^ it is gratifying to state that no department in the city is 
^^ore energetically and earnestly employed than this, nor is there 
^ore loyal devotion to the best interests of the schools than that 
^*^own by the employes under my charge. 

In closing I desire again to express my appreciation of the 
^^iform courtesy and consideration shown me by the members 
^J the Committee on Property and by all members of the Board, 
^ud to express my appreciation of the earnest and devoted work 
^f the 'Superintendent of Schools, whose harmonious and hearty 
^o-operation with the work of this Department has been a gratify- 
ing feature of our work.

Delivery of furniture during the year has been far from 
^factory. This has been in part the fault of contractors, many 
vhom have been embarrassed by labor strikes, but the largest 
•e of blame falls upon the system which deprives this Depart- 
tt of immediate control over inspections. Under the present 
Lngement, delays have been annoyingly frequent. This, neces- 
ly, has retarded payment of bills and hampered the Depart- 
it's accounting work. 

In view of this, I beg leave to renew a suggestion which I 
le to the Committee several months since, namely : that at least 
r inspectors, answerable directly to this Department, be ap- 
ated to have supervision, not only of furniture, but of fuel 

all other articles purchased. Their duty should be to see that 
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contract requirements, as to quality, are met and that deliver-ies 
are made within a reasonable time. In cases of urgent ne^^d, 
moreover, they could greatly hasten deliveries and prevent he- 
necessary irritation. 

Hitherto the presentation of bills for goods has been the first 
notice the Department has had of their deliver}^ In some ixi- 
stances bills have been presented before delivery, and, in raan>', 
a long time afterward. In both cases extra and needless work has 
been put upon another department which has had charge of in- 
spections. 

It seems to me desirable that the Committee should consider 
the advisability of allotting to each school from the item of fixr-- 
niture an amount proportionate either to the number of pupils ox* 
to the number of divisions in the school. The furniture so allo't- 
ted could be drawn, as books and stationery are now drawn, 
requisitions of the Principals. 

In the delivery of books, stationery and kindred supplies 
particularly those for kindergartens— there have also been 
lays. In my opinion there are two practicable ways of over- 
coming this difficulty and making prompt delivery certain. I a'^^^' 
line them herewith for the Committee's consideration: — 

First.— Secure a second warehouse in a section of the d^y 
widely separated from that which the present warehouse oa<^'^' 
pies; engage a new force to operate it and enter into an ad^^' 
tional contract for porterage. This, of course, will double, ^^^ 
nearly double, the present expense, but it will cut down by ot^^" 
half the time required to deliver supplies. With two warehou^' 
the city can be divided into two districts. Supplies needed 
any particular school can be sent to the warehouse in its distri^^ 
and the distribution quickly made therefrom. 

Secondly, —Change the system of distribution entirely ^^ 
having contractors make deliveries directly to the schools. Tl*-^ 
will undoubtedly increase by about 10 per cent, the cost of va^'f^' 
ous items of books and stationery, but it will make the pres^^^ 
warehouse unnecessary and save the salaries of those who now ir^-^ 
it, though more clerks, doubtless, will be required in the m^-^*^ 
office. Moreover, the Board, as I desire particularly to poi^* 
out, will not be able under this system to make direct inspecti^^ 
of materials. 
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Recently I made inquiries in ten representative cities re- 
garding their method of furnishing supplies, and it is significant 
that: only one— Baltimore— uses the direct-deliver>^ scheme. The 
resi.ilts of my investigation are here sunmiarized:— 

New York. 

Pupils are supplied with books, stationery, etc., free of charge. 
Pi:" i BcipaLs select the books and make requisitions which they f or- 
^^'f^ :rd to the District Superintendent for approval. When ap- 
Pi*<:>ved, the requisitions are transmitted to the Bureau of Sup- 
pi i ^, which makes purchases and deliveries. The contractor de- 
^i^^^^rs the goods to the warehouse, whence they are distributed 
^'^^^ODg the schools. 

St. Louis. 

The School Board buys books in (luantites directlv from pub- 
^^^^l^ers and stores them in the supply offices of the Board. They 
^*^^ distributed upon requisition of Principals. 

Boston. 

Books, stationery, etc., are purchased from dealers and de- 
^Vered to the supply rooms of the School Committee. They are 
^^nt to schools upon orders from the mastei's. 

Newark, X. J. 

Text-books and supplies are ordered upon requisitions from 
l^rincipals, sent to the store-house of the Board in City Hall, and 
Whence distributed. There are complaints of delay caused by con- 
t lectors' tardiness and by inability of the distributing department 
to cover the city promptly. 

Chicago. 

With a few exceptions, supplies are purchased in bulk, shipped 
to the Supply Department, and from there distributed upon ap- 
proved requisitio7]is. 
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Cincinnati. 

The method in this city is practically the same as that 
lowed in Philadelphia. There is a custodian, with several im 
ants, who distributes supi)lies upon Principals' orders. 

Providence, R. I. 

Contracts are made in June and are binding for one 
from the fii^st of July following. Goods are sent to the f 
room before distributing to schools upon ordei's of Princi 
There is complaint of delay in making deliveries. 

Milwaukee. 

Books are not furnished free, but stationery, manual t 
ing supplies, etc., are. These articles are sent out by a su 
wagon, which is seldom able to keep up with the demand i 
upon it. Contractors also cause delay. 

Cleveland. 

Books are furnished free only to indigent pupils. Books 
furnished are bought direct from publishers and sent out ; 
the Board of Education's rooms. 

Baltimore. 

Contracts for books and stationery are entered into a 
June, and contractors make deliveries direct to the schools. 
Board reserves the right to buy in the open market at the exj 
of contractors who may be in default. 

As I pointed out in my last rei)ort, the work of this Dc] 
ment will be greatly aided by limiting Principals to two recj 
tions a year for supplies. Of these, the first should be made 
after the price list is issued, and the second before July 15th. 
cember is stocktaking time, and that month, at all events, sh 
be kept free of unexpected requirements. It is essential tha 
bills be in the Superintendent's hands in time to have them 
proved and reported before the end of the year. 
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Competition among dealers in supplies of various kinds con- 
tinues to be keen. This generally has resulted beneficially to the 
Department in reducing prices, but has given rise to a condi- 
tion which deserves the Committees attention. It frequently 
happens that the lowest bidder, to whom, under the law% the con- 
tra<*t nuist be awarded, has so reduced his price that he is tempted 
to skimp on quality in order to carry out his contract at a profit. 
In other cases he resorts to delaying deliveries. The result in 
oitlier case is of course highly unsatisfactory.

J diminution of the admissions for last year was due, of 
to the erection of the Southern High School, and the sub- 
of the district below ]\Iarket Street from our area. This 
m has been a decided gain to our School, both with regard 
laintenance of discipline and the efficiency of our work. It 
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enabled us to reduce the number of students in each Freshman 
Section to about thirty-five, and although that number is still too 
largo for the best results, it stands for a great gain in our hand- 
ling the class of students which require the closest and most per- 
sonal attention. Our School was built to accommodate about 1600 
students, but its recent growth has outrun all such estimates. For 
this reason, in view of an increasing demand for High School 
education, we hope that the erection of at least three more local 
High Schools will be accomplished in the near future. It is cer- 
tainly a great hardship to require boys and girls of the earlier 
years of the Higii School courses to travel ten, eleven and twelve 
miles every day to reach their schools, and that for the most par^'* 
in the very unsatisfactorj' and insanitary conveyances provide<^ 
by our street railways. 

The number of teachers has been increased during the yea x" 
from 74 to 76. Five new teachers were added during the yeai:^. 
but three of these were to replace Prof. Albert Henry Sm}ll^ 
(deceased)^ Charles Sumner Dolley (resigned), and John Charle-'^? 
Walker (resigned). The new teachers are George Thomas Surface", 
Assistant Professor of Physiography; Ezra Allen, Assistant Prr*- 
fessor of Natural Science in the School of Pedagogj'; Danie*! 
Ernest Martell, Instructor in the Romance Languages; Chark*s 
William ]\Ieadoweroft, Jr., Instructor in English; and Ed\vix:i 
Rowland Hill, Jr., Instructor in Mathematics. The last named i«s 
the only actual addition to the teaching force of the School itself* 
and his appointment grew out of the arrangement made to relieve 
Prof. Hopper from much of the work he has done so long and so 
faithfully. ]\Ir. Allen is an addition to the teachers of the School 
of Pedagogy. 

The death of Prof. Albeii; II. Smyth inflicted an inexpressabl^ 
loss ui)on the School. He was in the prime of his life and of 1^^® 
powei*s. His achievements in the editing of the Works and Li^^ 
of Franklin, and his i^ublic appearances in connection with tl*^ 
Franklin Centenary, had given him a leading place among tJ^^ 
scholars of our country. His la])ors as a teacher of English h^- 
impressed upon our course of instruction a character of gr^"^ 
value. He was one of the few professors of national reputatio'^* 
who taught literature as literature and not as philology or histo^^"^' 
and thus awakened in his students a taste for literary art and 
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of the subject. I am jrlad to know that the best traditions of 
lepartment will be sustained by Prof. Laey, the new Head of 
English Department. 

Drs. Dolley and Walker leave us after rendering excellent 
ce in their respective fields, and have our good wishes for 

success in the activities they have embraced elsewhere. The 
it additions to the force are worthy of your good will and 
us in their work. 

The numbers of our students have long outgrown tlie possi- 
: of any one i)erson keeping a chxse personal oversight over 
. To meet this difficulty the younger teachers have voluntarily 
lied the care of specified secticms. They keep a close watch 

the shortcomings of the students in those sections, interview 
' parents when necessary, and bring all their jmwers of en- 
agement and persuasion to bear ujion the students themselves. 
• good results have attended this work. To another committee 
)een entrusted the correction of the habits of tardv attendance. 

the result that this has fallen to about one per cent. I feel 
ue to mv associates in the Facultv to .sav that thev have 
ided very heartily any i)lans that have been adopted for the 
•ovement of our teaching and our discipline. 
The School of Pedagogy more than maintains its remarkable 
?ase in attendance and usefulness. The enrollment for the 
ent year shows twenty-one in the upper and forty in the lower 
>. Of the last graduating claas of the School, a very large 
►ortion of the ablest and finest students entered the School of 
igogy. These young men will do something to take away from 
schools the reproach i)Ut ui)on them by several membei's of 
Maseley Commission, of being excessively ** feminized. '' I hope 
lay is not distant when the School will be given an independent 
:ion, like that enjoyed by the Girls* Normal School. 
I cherish the same hope for the Department of Commerce, 
h, under the admirable direction of Prof. Herrick has taken 
ading place among schools of this class in the country. Its 
bit at St. Louis aroused a general in(|uiry as to its methods, 
if it occupied an independent pasition, it would be more useful 
onlv to our own citv, but to the count rv. 

• • • 

The introduction of semi-annual promotions into the lower 
ols of our citv has been seen with regret bv mvself and bv 
the greater number of our Faculty. As it necessitates begin- 
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iiin^ many subjects in February, and having the whole summer 
vacation come in between the two halves of such subjects as Algebra 
and Latin in the Freshman year, it will place thase who enter in 
February at a serious disadvantage. This objection to such pro- 
motions seems to have weight with the High Schools of New Eng- 
land, which generally, if not univei*sally, have admissions and pro- 
motions but once a year. This I learned at the recent meeting of 
the Headmasters' Association in the City of New York. 

But, of course, if promotions are to be made every half-year 
in the lower schools, then students must be admitted every half- 
year into the higher schools, whatever the disadvantage there. 
Yet it seems to me that such promotions might very well be de- 
layed until we reach the classes in the lower schools which were 
admitted in February. This would postpone the admission to 
the High Schools for several years, and would avoid subjecting 
students to the disadvantage I have mentioned. All those who 
come to us before that date will be boys whose progress through 
the lower schools has been accelerated by promotion from a grade 
after spending half a year in it. Our experience is that such 
accelerated students are verv often immature, and unable to ad- 
vance with their classes. Just as the human stomach demands 
bulk in its nutrition, so education requires the element of time 
for its efficient application, and nothing is gained by haste. 

I cannot close this report without giving expression to the 
regret felt by myself and all the faculty of the Central High 
School for the withdrawal of your excellent chairman from hi^ 
unselfish labors in behalf of the schools of our city. !Much as they 
all are under obligations to him, the Central High School stands 
pre-eminent in its indebtedness to his courteous and untiring ser- 
vices, his cheerful wisdom, and his great patience. The years ol 
his clase of relation to us have been years of a constantly increas- 
ing respect and affection for him, and of gratitude for his guid' 
ance of our procedure.

Gentlemen:— 111 accordance with the requirements of By- 
w XIX, Section 2, I have the honor to submit the annual re- 
rt of the School of Pedajjogy for the year ending December 31, 
37. This is the first independent report made to the Board 

the School of Pedagogy since 1896, when the school originally 
janized as an independent institution w-as reorganized as a 
adiiate department of the Central High School. 
The i)rogress of the school in the past year has been notable 

many respects. The recent steady increase in the number of 
idents was more than sustained in the present year. In Sep- 
tiiber last the number admitted was 40; these together with the 

students promoted to the second year class, made a total of 
. by far the largast enrollment in the history of the school. I 
H' add that the first year class is not only large, but it has 
Pn particularly commended by the High School Faculty as one 

the best classes ever recommended for admission to the school. 
The increased enrollment in the School of Practice was also 
feature of this year's progress. This school has now repre- 
Hed all four grammar grades with a total enrollment of 114 
pils, distributed as follows: Fifth Grade, 25; Sixth Grade, 39; 
venth Grade, 25, and Eighth Grade, 25. The transfer of the 
lool of Practice from the rented building, 1335 Spring Garden 
eet, to the private house, 1327 Spring Garden Street, purchased 
I reconstructed by the Board for school purposes, was also a 
able step in advance. I am obliged to point out already, how- 
^, that the five grammar classes in this building offer adequate 
>ortunity for practice-teaching for only twenty-five students, 
that in the coming year, with the unexpe<*ted large class of 
-\y students, either increased facilities for practice-teaching must

be provided or the amount of this teaching must be reduced almost 
one-half. The great value of the practice-teaching in the train- 
ing of the teacher makes, plain which alternative is the desirable 
one. 

In consequence of the large increase in the number of stu- 
dents, as well as the resignation of Dr. Dolley, Professor of Biology. 
certain readjustments have been made in the teaching force that 
have increased materially the efficiency of the school. In the 
election of ]\[r. Ezra Allen, A. ]\I., to be Assistant Professor of 
Biology in Dr. Dolley s place and to supervise the teaching of 
science in the School of Practice, a valuable addition was made 
to the faculty. The transfer of Dr. Barnard wholly to the teach- 
ing and supervision of the work in history, and the promotion of 
Mr. Xudd to the princii)alship of the School of Practice, have 
made pcv^sible the most effective organization of the teachinjr force 
in the historv of the school. The zeal and devotion of the mem- 
hers of the faculty in working out the problems of the school. 
including those members of the High School Faculty who giv^ 
part of their time to the School of Pedagogy, as well as those as- 
sistants to the Directoi-s of Music and of Drawing who aid in th^ 
work, deserve special commendation. . 

The most pressing problem before the school at the present tiii^ 
is its future relation to the Central High School. The constau 
pressure on the facilities of the High School building, brougli 
about by the yearly increment in the number of Higli School stn 
dents, has alreadv eliminated the School of Practice from thi 
building, and has telescoped the School of Pedagogy to the a«= 
of one room, conveniently made into two by a partition. Eve- 
in these two rooms High School classes are obliged to meet r> 
certain hoiuvs during the week, so that the School of Pedagog: 
does not have the whole use of them. One of these partitione* 
rooms cannot possibly hold more than thirty students, so th3 
it is too small to accommodate even the first year class of the Sehoc 
of Pedagogy. Should the incoming class next year be as larg 
as the present first year class, it will be impossible to carry o 
the work of the school in the class-rooms now assigned to tl'^ 
School of Pedagogy. With High School classes using ever\' avai 
able room, including the library and lecture rooms. Professor All^ 
has been obliged to open his biological laboratorv' in the Schc^ 
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Practice at 1327 Spring Garden Street and meet his classes 
ere, at best a makeshift arrangement. 

In view of this situation and of the probability of further 

ensure, Dr. Thompson has recommended to the Board that steps 

taken to restore the School of Pedagogy to its original status 

an independent school with adequate quarters of its own. In 

is recommendation I concur. I should like respectfully to add 

at at this time, when the city has arranged for a great boulevard 

the Park and is planning to adorn it w^ith educational and other 

litable buildings, the city's own educational institutions should 

3t be overlooked. The Philadelphia School of Pedagogy, with 

s proper adjuncts a pedagogical museum and library, is worthy

The success of 
s graduates is a large part of the progressive educational history 
f the city in recent years. It has proved its great worth to the

>r the adequate professional training of teachers. The young 
^n of the city of Philadelphia who wish to devote their lives to 
^ arduoiLs but high calling of the teacher should have the most 
Perior opportunity the city can provide to fit themselves for 
-ir life work. Their work redounds ultimately to the welfare 
d progre&s of the city like that of almost no other calling. **I11 
'^ the land, to hastening ills a prey, where wealth accumulates 
i men decav.''

In October last Miss Helen G. Harjes found it necessary, on 
account of the condition of her health, to request leave of absence 
without pay for the remainder of the school year, and Miss Alice 
E. McQueen was appointed a substitute teacher of History for 
the current school year at a salary of $1050, the appointment 
taking effect November 11, 1907. 

As th€f school year 1906-1907 neared its close, it was found 
possible to secure 12 class-rooms in the Shippen School, Cherry 
Street, above Nineteenth, for the use of the High School for Girls 
^11 the autumn. Sundry repairs and alterations were under- 
taken, and we could not occupy the building until the firet of 
November. Prior to that time the pupils intended for the Ship- 
P^n School did afternoon work in the Stevens School ; but since 
that date the entire school has been on full time, the daily sessions 
extending from 9 A. M. to 2 P. ^I. While accommodations in the 
*^o annexes are in many ways unsatisfactor}% not being adapted 

• 

^ ^ny proper degree to High School use, we have nevertheless 
succeeded in carrying on the work of the school in exemplary or- 
^^^ and with a reasonable degree of success. ^Miss Emma Roth 
^^tiinues in charge of the Stevens Annex, and INIiss F. Irene 
^te^le has held the similar post at the Shippen Annex. 

By resolution of the Board of Public Education, 100 mem- 
"^^^ of the class of 1908 were transferred in September last to the 
^'^^rmal School. For purposes of comparison, these pupils have 
"^^Xi included in the figures above given. I am led to believe 
*h^t: this is the last transfer of this nature that it will be neces- 
®*^^*y to make. 
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All our classes will be larger in September, 1908, than at the 
corresponding time in the current year, and unless some radical 
change of circumstances should occur (a change which I have no 
reason to anticipate), we should have in actual attendance iifxt 
autumn over 3100 pupils, and it will be necessary for us to or- 
ganize from six to ten new sections. This again will necessitate 
additional class-room space, and I lay the whole matter before you, 
asking for it the serious consideration which its importance de- 
mands. 

An interesting development in the working of our course of 
study is the popularity of Latin in the later years of the General 
Course. It will be remembered that when the course was re- 
organized four yeai-s ago, removing Latin from the first and sec- 
ond yeai*s of the General Course, this language was oifered as an 
option at the beginning of the third year, to be continued until 
the end of the school course. This was done in the hope that at 
least a small number of girls might be thus induced to take up 
the study of this important language, notwithstanding the fact that 
they had declined on entering the school to take the course in 
which Latin is a major element. This year this new course 
of study is for the fii^st time in complete operation. There are 
171 members of the General Course in the graduating class. Of 
these, 78 are carrying the Latin rather than a second modem lan- 
guage, and the proportion would be increased in a marked degree 
were the 100 members of this class now in the Normal School 
taken into the count. In the General Course, Class B, there are 
395 pupils, of whom 227 have chosen Latin rather than a second 
modern language. 

In closing this annual report let me again extend to every 
member of your Committee this expression of my appreciation pi 
your constant sympathy and support.

The average attendance for the year in the Normal Depart- 
ent was 437.3, and the average number belonging 450.2. 

In the Department of Observation and practice the average 
tendance was 469, and the average number belonging was 543. 

Course of Study. 

The Course of Study for the Junior Year includes : Analytical 
sychology. Chemistry, Biology, Arithmetic, History, Geography, 
anguage, Nature Study, Drawing, Physical Training, Sewing, 
[usic, Reading, and Writing. 

Training in correct methods of presenting the subject is 
lade a prominent feature of the work in all branches which the 
udent may be required to teach in the elementary schools. 

The Course of Study for the Senior Year includes: History 
td Philosophy of Education, Educational Psychology and Child 
udy. Kindergarten Philosophy, Physics, Hygiene, Arithmetic, 
iture Study, Geography, Language, Reading and Literature, 
Lstory, Music, Drawing, and Physical Training. 

During this year a certain amount of teaching is required of 
-1 student, and her work in the Department of Observation and 
'Notice is under the constant oversight of the training teachers, 
^o give individual criticism and suggestion.

The Course of Study for the Post-Graduate Year (Kinder- 
garten Course) includes: Nature Study, Child Study, Philosophy 
of Education, Hygiene for Children, Drawing, ^lanual Training, 
Physical Training, Kindergarten Methods applied to Primary 
Work, School Economy and Hygiene, including Reports, Supplies, 
IMothers' ^Meetings, Criticism Class. 

Kindergarten j\Iethods, including Literature for Children, 
Programs, Games, Occupations, Study of Froebels Mother Play 
Book, Songs, Gifts. 

IMethods for work in Special Schools : c. g., Schools for Back- 
ward Children, Schools for the Blind, Schools for the Deaf, for 
the Feeble-Blinded, for the Incorrigible, Summer Vacation Schools, 
and Playgrounds. 

Observation and Practice Teaching in Kindergarten. 

Changes in the Faculty. 

In March last, Bliss Blaud V. Bolton, a teacher in the D^ 
partment of Practice, resigned. The vacancy thus created was 
filled by the appointment of BILss Lora B. Scott, who, as a dis- 
tinguished graduate of this school, had supplemented her Normal 
training by three years 'of special study in Biology in the Tni- 
versitv of Pennsvlvania. In addition to this, she had had an 
experience of five years of successful work in the grades. 

Two additions were made to the faculty in the persons of 
Miss Amy S. Wells, teacher of Physical Training, and Miss Isa- 
bella R. Gill, A. M., in the Department of Biology. 

It is very gratifying to be able to report that by the action 
of the Committee, and by subsequent approval of the Board, in- 
struction in the principles and practice of Penmanship and the 
methods of teaching the subject, will hf\ve a definite place in our 
course of study, wuth ^Miss Louise F. Burhman as teacher, at the 
beginning of the new year. 

Greatly to my regret, ]\Iiss ]\rary Anderson resigned her posi" 
tion as Secretary to the Principal early in November, to accept a 
more lucrative one in New York City. The Committee is fort^" 
nate, however, in having secured the services of Miss Susan HotcJ^- 
kiss for this post. A college graduate, a former teacher of E^^^' 
lish in a Girls' College ** Preparatory School, and Vice-Princip^ 
of the same, with a subsequent three years' broad practical b'tis^' 
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ness experience, she brings to the pasition a rare combination of 
qualifications, difficult to secure, but essential to the highest suc- 
cess in the discharge of its duties. 

Scholarships. 

The Simon ^luhr Scholai*ship, which carries with it an an- 
nual income of Four Hundred Dollars ($400) for four years to 
be spent in University study, was awarded to Beatrice Eschner, 
who entered Cornell I'niversity in September, 1907. 

Scholarships were also awarded to Sarah Elizabeth Barnholt, 
Martha Emily Dick, and Edith Adams Young, who entered Cor- 
nell, and to Helen Katherine Sawyer and Ray Barry MacAllister, 
who entered our own University. 

A number of other graduates, through competitive examina- 
tion, received free scholarshi])s, and entered the Academy of the 
Fine Ails. 

Return to Normal Conditions, 

Bv resolution of the Board of Education, at it^ ^Mav meet- 
ing, ninety-nine (99) girls who had successfully completed the 
work of the third year in the High School, were admitted to the 
Normal School in September. 

Under present conditions of supply, it seems safe to assume 
that there will be no further need of drafting third year High 
School students to furnish an adequate supply of teachers; nor 
will it be necessary, we hope, to send our Seniors out again for 
substitute service. The former practice is destructive of good 
class spirit, while the latter, promising in theory, is demoralizing 
in practice. 

Additional Training Facilities an Imperative Need. 

During the past seven years, and down to the present moment, 
the most absorbing question that has occupied the attention of 
the Chairman of this Committee and the Principal of the Normal 
School has been the consideration of means and measures that 
Would provide a still better course of training, and thereby secure 
^ correspondingly higher grade of teaching efficiency on the part 
Cfcf our graduates. Through his wise suggestion, sound criticism, 
^nd discriminating judgment, the Chairman has always been a 
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detennining factor in every movement affecting the work and tb^ 
welfare of the Normal School, and in no one thing to a greater 
extent than in the shaping of the policy of the school in its pro- 
fessional training. We have reached the point at which it is ver*^' 
necessary that additional facilities be provided to carry on tli.is 
training. 

In my last annual report a brief and very general outliii^ 
of the plan of training in operation at that time was submitteci, 
followed by the statement that 

** Facilities and accommodations commensurate with the cbax*- 
acter of service required must be provided in good time/' or "\ve 
cannot hold the vantage ground already gained." (Pages 1^? 
76, 77.) 

In the reorganization of the work in ^lethods in the Pliil^*- ' 
delphia Normal School for Girls five years ago, the primary ot>- 
ject was to secure a better teaching product in general. ^ ^^ 
aimed to achieve this result by increasing our facilities for trair^- - 
ing in the Normal Depai-tment, and by giving additional and en*- - 
larged opportunities for observation and practice. 

To accomplish the first it was necessary to modify slightl^'^ 
the curriculum in the Biological Department, to include in th ^e* 
junior year a part of the work of the Department of Physics ancfl 
Chemistry, and to add a teacher to the Department of Trainin^r 
and Method. 

These three points accomplished, the whole matter became 
simply one of adjustment. The two teachers who, prior to this, 
were mainly responsible for the training given in method and 
practice in the various subjects of the Elementary School cur- 
riculum, were relieved of an impossible burden, and became « 
part of a department. 

With English, History, Geography, Science, Arithmetic, 
Reading and Literature, Drawing, ^lusic, and Physical Tramiu^r 
eacli in charge of a specialist or expert, whose responsibility ^^ 
not ended until she sees the outcome of her training in the stri- 
dent 's teaching of her subject, the work has been placed upon ^ 
scientific and professional basis. 

In corroboration of this statement let me say that the rost^^ 
of the Training Department is based upon the program of "t^i^ 
Practice Department, so that the **off periods" of these train 
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lers occur at the time their subjects are being taught in the 
ol of Practice, thus enabling them to observe the student 
ling and to note the results. 

The method or training teacher is responsible for correct 
od, and stands for good practice. In the principles under- 
r both, she and the grade teacher must be in accord, and the 
' teacher in sympathy. Thus the work of grade, method, and 
• teacher has been so articulated and co-ordinated as to make 
stematic, scientific, and truly professional. 

To accomplish the second— enlarged opportunity for obser- 
n and practice— the new plan gave each senior a full day 

week in the practice department, under the necessity of 
ing at least one suhjcrt (major) on that day, instead of going 

to the School of Practice for tiftv minutes, as had been the 
?r custom, and occasionally teaching a lesson. In the new

is necessary to prove that work done under these conditions 
t satisfactory in its results, either as they affect the student 
er or the children. 

have gone thiLs particularly into some detail for the reason 
it is absolutely necessary to be acquainted with the p/a« of 
in our Training Department, and the accomynodations in our 
ice Department, to understand the limitations that certain 
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conditions inevitably impose; and to show that increased mi^^^' 
bers must be met by correspondingly increased facilities or ^^^ 
are fatally handicapped. 

The habit of viewing one s work under the searchlight c>' 
serious, thoughtful, honest criticism is ever at the risk of coiiteii'f' 
ment, but it is the surest way t(^ a realization of its shortcoming* 
and defects, as well as to an appreciation of its strength and it-^ 
virtues. 

We have now reached conditions which render it necessary' 
for us to expand by providing facilities to carry on and further 
develop our work; othei*wise we must contract its scope, ancT- 
thereby deprive our girls of almost every advantage gained i 
the line of professional training in the last five years. In m 
judgment there is no alternative— no middle ground to take. Ex 
pansion is essential to progress, and therefore to the healthful ex 
istence and effective work of the Normal School, Crippled o 
shackled, we cannot set the pace in the highway of professiona 
effort. The spirit may indeed be willing, but it needs back o 
it the stimulus of strong sympathy and solid support. 

Expansion accomplished means simply the selection of som 
large school, containing all the elementary grades, in which th 
pupils are of normal type, and organizing therein a body of As- 
sistant or Practice teachers— two in each class. 

There should also be a well organized, permanent faculty, 
made up of the best talent obtainable, who should have, under 
direction, general supervision of the teaching, and who should be 
responsible for the progress of the classes. 

In the beginning it would be well to assign a regular teacher 
to each class: but, doubtless, after the school shall have been com- 
pletely established— with its successive staffs of Assistant or Prac- 
tice teachers on duty throughout the year— the best results will 
be attained by a considerable reduction in the roll of its regular 
teachers. 

Fi'om first to last, the work of the professional training school, 
after properly sei'ving the interests of the children (and partly 
through this means), is to qualify our graduates for better ser- 
vice in the elementary schools; and this may best be accom- 
plished by subjecting them during their time of piactice teach- 
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ing" to as thorough a test as^ passible in nuviagement and teaching 
nhiliiy. 

The qualifications to supervise and teach in this school being 
in many respects of a much higher order than the general require- 
nitfxits for the grade work, there must of necessity be a larger 
outlay for the compensation of the individual teacher, but eventu- 
ally- the expense in the item of salaiy will, in the aggregate, be 
considerably less. 

It is too late to expatiate upon the advantages that must accrue 
to our young women from practice obtained in regular, systematic 
work, under ordinary class conditions. Real problems in class 
management, the daily programme, discipline, routine as it affects 
order and promotes work, conditions conducive to attention and to 
health, and a thousand other mattei's w-ill awaken a sense of respon- 
sibility before the student teacher has severed her connection with 
hex- professional training school, and while she still has the oppor- 
tunity for direction and guidance. She will thereby be tenfold 
better fitted to make the transition to the field of permanent work, 
Slid will adjust herself much more readily to any conditions under 
^'hieh she may be placed. 

'My earnest desire is, that these suggestions may become accom- 
PJii^lied facts at a time sufficiently early to give to our present 
^^riior Class the opportunities and advantages that properly belong 
^^ tliem.

Gentlemen :— The Commercial High School for Girls end^ 
1907 under the same conditions which saw the close of 1906. Th^" 
only difference to be noted is that the four years' course of study^ 
inaugurated by the Committee in 1904 is now in full operation,^ 
and the first class to be graduated under it wnll receive diplomas 
in June, 1908. The results accord with the predictions made when 
the course was elaborated. An extra year, particularly at the 
stage when maturity is emerging out of childhood, gives a degree 
of ability and resourcefulness that adds greatly to the profit derived 
from a High School education. No one could fail to see the benefit 
received by such pupils as are financially able to take the four years' 
course. The deplorable aspect of the situation is, that there are 
between four and five hundred girls in the city, who, according 
to the percentages of enrollment under the three years' course, 
would be in the school to-day, but who are not in this, nor in any 
other High School. Though certified from the Grammar Schools 
as promoted, they have not been able to attend. It is to be under- 
stood that these are not the pupils who, every year, fail to report 
at the Commercial High School, though admitted. After the usual 
deduction of such cases, there still are these four or five hundred 
who would be in a three years' High School, who are now un- 
trained or half-trained wage-earnei*s scattered through the com- 
munity, and they are of the class to whom such a school is of the 
greatest value. As these facts have come under the daily attention 
of the Principal and Faculty, they have constituted a cause of 
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liberation, particularly as it is now generally realized that 
he matters least to the credit of Philadelphia Ls the veiy 
entage of High School pupils out of the school population.

daily applications from busine&s houses in need of more help, fur- 
nish the complementary evidence that rounds out the proof of 
satisfactory preparation in the lines prescribed. The hi«:h per- 
centaire of jrraduation, estimated on admissions, is one of the riKsst 
uratifyiiitr and exceptional records that we have found amone lli?h 
Schools. Throu*»h a period of eleven years that perceTita^e hi\s 
averajivd forty, compare this showing with that of sehools in N^'W 
York, which <'onsider twelve or fifteen per cent, creditable, and it 
will be seen that it eould only have been attained by devoted effort 
on the part of a most earnest faculty. Had poorer work been d»»ne 
it miirht well have been pardoned. 

It has been one unceasing effort to rise above these eonditi(»iis. 
and thereby to impart the spirit of confidence without which pupils 
and teachers do not reach their best development. As a cons<'- 
ciucnce, there is, in spite of the drawbacks, an enthusiasm and 
loyalty among the students that is most gratifying. They are dili- 
gent and respeetful, attentive and studious. The proportion of fail- 
ure through the school is very small, and a spirit of contentment 
is noticeable. A further result is a mcxst enterprising ahinnia? asso- 
ciation, by which graduates keep up their eonneetion with the schi»i^l 
and with each other. In such directions as these, a full reward 
for everv endeavor is found. 

It has been customary to include in the annual report some , 
mention of the graduation exercises in the preceding June. In 
June, 11)07, there was no graduating class in the usual sense, as 
the four years' course had then reached the end of its third year. 
A few girls, who for various causes, had been delayed in their 
progress through the .school, received diplomas, and verj' agreeable 
exercises took place in the school building at Broad and Green 
Streets. Kind and inspiring addresses were made by the President 
of the Hoard of Education, Mr. Henry R. Edmunds, and by the 
Superintendent of Schools, Dr. Martin G. Brumbaugh. The in- 
formality of the occasion was in pleasant contrast to the usual 
public ceremony in the Academy of ^lusic. It is to be hoped that 
the auditorium in the desired new building may be suifieiently com- 
modious to answer for such uses, so that the closhig seenes of the 
l)upils' school life may preserve the familiar spirit and associations.

Gentlemen:— The Twenty-third Annual Report of the Cen- 
tral ^lanual Training High School Is herewith submitted. The 
catalogue of the school for the current year, containing more de- 
tailed information than can be embodied in a formal Report, has 
been sent to every member of the Board. 

At the Commencement held at the Lyric Theatre on the after- 
noon of June 14, 1907, diplomas were awarded to one hundred 
and fifty graduates. The speaker of the day was the lion. Samuel 
W. Penny packer, ex-Governor of Pennsylvania. Scholarships in 
the Universitv of Pennsvlvania were awarded in order of their rank 
to Harold R. Sterrett, Walter E. Rosengarten, Frank Parker, Her- 
bert F. Wagner, Horace G. Wunderle, Jacob G. Grauer, and Guy 
Nearing. 

The vacancies caused by the transfer of two members of the 
Faculty to the Southern ^fanual Training High School were filled 
by the appointment of Dr. David Wilbur Horn to the Department 
of Science (Chemistry-), and Dr. George B. M. Zerr to the Depart- 
ment of ]\rathematics. 

Judging from the successful work of these men so far, the 
school has reason to congratulate itself upon the acquisition of 
two teachers whose high scholarly standing in their respective sub- 
jects, coupled with their ripe teaching experience gives additional 
strength to a Faculty whose record for scholarship and pedagogic 
ability has placed the school among the foremost institutions of its 
kind. 
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The Departmental Idea. 

]More than a year ago I was instructed by Mr. Cook, Chairman 
of the Committee on High Schools, to reorganize the Central Manual 
Training High School on the departmental basis, in accordance with 
the expressed plan of the Committee to introduce a relatively uni- 
form departmental system in the higher schools. I immediately 
carried the Chairman's directions into eifect and selected from 
my Faculty for Heads of Departments the six professors who by 
pedagogic experience, special scholarship and general intellectual 
experience seemed the proper men for the new places. These nomi- 
nations were conveyed in my reply to ]Mr. Cook's letter of direction. 
I was careful to specify my approval of the plan and my reasons 
for selecting the men. This plan was put into effect by the election 
of the gentlemen named at the meeting of the Board of Education 
October 11, 1906. 

Immediately upon the inauguration of the system, I called to- 
gether the Heads of Departments, and we then, and frequently 
thereafter, discussed and blocked out a system of sub-supervision 
based upon our own observation and knowledge of such work in 
other high schools of Philadelphia. 

The serv^ice the Head of Department renders to his teachers, 
IS a. service of broader experience in the knowledge and teaching 
^f h-is subject in the various relations to his class-room work; his 
ability from such experience and knowledge to solve satisfactorily 
the constantly arising problems of school work in relation to his 
P*i*ticular subject; to pass judgment in regard to such matters 
where men of lesser status might hesitate. 

The results of this departmental organizing are expressed in 
^6J*rns of increased efficiency in class-room work, in the improvement 
^* the general morale and spirit of the school, and in the solution 
^^ little diflBculties which would otherwise so harass the general 
^^^^ftiinistration of the Principal as almost to prevent him from 
^^i^ing out his work. Then again the study and observation of 
^^Hnquents in particular subjects is constantly the special w^ork 
°^ the Heads of Departments, whose value and assistance to the 
^ineipal in this respect can scarcely be estimated too highly. 

Personally, I am convinced of the wisdom of the Board in 
^^tituting such a system. I am daily conscious of its efficiency 
^^^ of its cohesive force in combining the different problems of 
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roster and class, especially in the incredibly \>»d physical conditions 
such as exist in our own school. 

Sciiooii Enrollment. 

The number on the roll January 1, 1907, was 732. Thismun- 
ber was aut^niented by the admission of 498 boys from the Elemen- 
tary schools and from other authorized sources. The graduation 
of 150 members of the Senior Class in June,— together with th^ 
withdrawal of 325 boys during the year makes the total enrollraen'^ 
at the end of the year 755,— classified as follows :— Seniors. 18i^ ' 
Juniors, 272; Freshmen 301. The highest enrollment of the Scho^ 
(September, 1907) was 793. 

The above figures— so far as the admissions and dismissions a«^^ 
concerned— ma V be somewhat misleading, as thev are liable to cor:' 
vev the idea that nearly five hundred bovs were actually admitter^ 
to the school during the year. As a matter of record, after th» ^ 
readjustment by transfers to the other High Schools, the statistit3« 
show that of the -412 bovs who in June were certified from tU^ 
elementary schools for admission to this school, but 297 reporte<i 
for actual enrollment in September. 

This tremendous leakage, which I understand Ls common to al/ 
the High Schools, is one of the perplexing problems that confronts 
the educational authorities. The external caiLses which contribute 
to the shrinkage of numbers between the eighth and ninth years of 
the pupils' school life, while not difficult to understand, are perhaps 
beyond the power of the school authorities to remedy. 

In verv nianv instances, the parent has reached the end of his 
means in keeping his children in school up to the legal limit of 
fourteen years. The additional car fares, cast of lunches, and other 
expenses incidental to High School requirements are deterrent fac- 
tors in the question of their continuance in school. 

While the establishment of District High Schools in convenient 
geographical centres may be a partial solution of this phase of the 
question, and while the propased semi-annual promotions will un- 
doubtedly save to the higher schools many pupils who would other- 
wise drop out of the Eighth Grade, it cannot be denied that many 
comparatively well-to-do parents show a lamentable lack of appre- 
ciation of higher education ; and so either from parental necessity 
or indifference, or from the desire of an immediate monetary return, 
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e boy upon fiiiishinf;: his course in the Elementary School is per- 
itted to take the **job" nearest at hand, with the probability that 
? will always remain in an inferior position for want of a better 
reparation for his life work. 

Another partial remedy for the shrinkage of numbers between 
le Grammar and the Hi«:h School, might be found in bringing the 
eeondary methods of instruction doumxvard in the school course, 
y admitting to the higher schools pupils from the Seventh Grade, 
istead of the Eighth. If some modified High School methods were 
itroduced into a boy's school life before he reached the compulsory 
mit. he would have a stronger incentive to continue his school life. 
he study of a modern foreign language, for instance, and the at- 
'activeness of manual training with its holding power, brought 
'to his school life a year earlier would help to tide him over the 
*iti(»al period of his life, and inspire him with the desire to further 
•••^ higher education. 

So far as the elementary schools themselves are concerned, it 
'jght be possible to create a sentiment in favor of a higher educa- 
oii })y the endeavor to impress upon the minds of the pupils the 
Ivantages of continuing in scho(»l beyond the Graiumar school age. 
1 the recent action of the Board of Pklucation, requiring instruc- 
on in morals and manners, the insistence of the necessity of a 
ore liberal education as a means of a better preparation for the 
•tivities of life, might reasonal)ly find an appropriate place. If 
hies means the right choice of life, surely the inculcation of higher 
lucational ideals should be included in such instruction. 

The idea also that the eighth grade marks the com])letion of 

definite phase of school life should be disabused: and that, in- 

?ad of a stopping place, the eighth grade should be regarded 

?rely as an additional mile stone on their educational journey. 

may be an open question as to the wisdom of granting diplomas,

School Conditions. 

The school is still endeavoring to accomplish its high educa- 
3nal ideals under its chronic disadvantageous conditions. I make 
) apology in repeating for the ni\\ time the distressing con-

ditions under which the work of the school is being done, and ^Iso 
to emphasize agrain the necessity of providing a suitable buildir^^^i? 
which the activities of the school may have freer play. 

To sum up the internal structural defects: small, dark, ^iid 
illy-ventilated class-rooms, untouched by paint for nearly a so ore 
of years: narrow and dangerous passage ways; winding stairwa^^; 
an assembly-room with seats for only one class at a time; a base- 
ment with a holding capacity of one-fourth of the student body; 
with our sister schools, whose splendid and commodious structures, 
meager toilet accomodations;— to say nothing of the equally dis- 
tressing external conditions— a sordid neighborhood; three saloons 
within easy speaking distance; a five-storj^ noisy factory in the^ 
rear; cobble stone pavements Hanking the building; no school 
yard; the ever-present street hoodlum element a constant menace 
to the order of the school ;— these are some of the counts in the in- 
dictment against the civic and educational authorities for per- 
mitting the pioneer school of the manual training movement to 
remain in such an unsuitable building and in such an undesirable 
neighborhood. 

Our administrative problem is still further complicated by the 
necessitv of using that educational abomination, the Annex,— occu- 
pying three fiooi*s of a factory diagonally opposite. The steep and 
narrow stairways, its unsuitable school accomodations, and the 
necessity of pupils and teachers changing from one building to 
another in all kinds of weather, puts an additional strain on our 
alreadv overburdened situation. 

ft. 

These conditions likewise place ils at a serious disadvantage 
fully equip])ed with everything that modern science can devise, 
make their administrative problem comparatively easy of solution, 
and tends to place their educational output on a correspondingly 
higher plane. 

In our modern school life, the mere carrying out of a curricu- 
lum—however admirable and effective it may be— is not sufficient 
to meet the demands of the times. Every High School shoidd be 
made the centre of educational and intellectual activities. Recep- 
tions to parents: lectures; libraries; working exhibitions; school 
entertainments; gj^mnasiimis ; are some of the factors which P 
to the make-up of the modern High School life. 
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I need hardly say that in our building— originally intended 

primary school purposes and patched up from time to time to 

?t the growing needs of the school,— these activities are prac- 

lly out of the question. Even the Annual School Exhibitions,— 

least valued feature of school life,— will have to be given up, 
he conditions under which they have been held for the past few 
rs are approaching too near the danger line to "warrant their 
tinuance. 

I wish in this connection to acknowledge the indebtedness of 
school to those outside agencies w^hich are doing so much to 
plement the work of the students. The Free Library System,— 
ibly the new building at Seventeenth and Spring Garden Streets, 
le free lectures at the Academy of Natural Sciences, the Wagner 
e Institute, and the University Extension Centres, are doing 
e effective work along those linas than perhaps could be done 
he school itself even if it were provided with the means of carry- 
out these educational functions. These institutions, however, 
le deserving high praise for their educational values, contribute 
' little in bringing the home and the school in close relationship. 

For the past decade our Macedonian cry, **Come over and help 
' has gone up to the authorities, both civic and educational, 
I perhaps tirasome iteration, while other civic measures, more 
►red, and perhaps less needed, have been given the right of 
. In the meantime, our **hope deferred'' a new school, seems 
e as far off as ever, and we must, perforce, ** possess our souls 
atienee/' and do our full duty as cheerfully and as faithfully 
es in our power. 

I wish, however, in this somewhat pessimistic Report, to bear 
mony to the hearty support and co-operation of the Committee 
he School. Individually and collectively they have done what 
could— with the means on hand— for our physical and educa- 
il betterment. This school has no grievance against the Board M 

education. In the late loan ample provision had been made 
he Board for a new building for the Central Manual Training 
1 School. Had the civic authorities, — who surely have the edu- 
mal interests of the boys at heart,— realized the distressing needs 
16 school as fully as those who have the actual management of it, 
ve no doubt that the neceassary funds would have been forth- 
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In conclusion, I desire to express my sincere regret at the 
severance of the ties which bound our Chairman, Mr. Joel Cook, 
to the Board of Education. In his capacity as Chairman of our 
Committee, the school owes to him, more perhaps than to any other 
member of the Board, whatever good has been accomplished for 
the betterment of the School for the past two years. His impartial 
dealing with the educational questions that were brought to his 
consideration was a guarantee that we could always rely upon his 
good judgment and his sense of absolute fairness. 

That his new duties may be as congenial to him as were his 
relations with the public schools of Philadelphia is the cordial desire 
of his friend and well-wisher.

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In a school of thi« character, containing academic and manual 
instruction, with single sections and double periods in all laboratory 
work, both academic and manual, and double sections with single 
periods in all purely academic work,— occupying two buildings 
twenty-two squares apart,— it is not possible to make a roster that 
will prevent the frequent assignment of large classes. 

To overcome this difficulty as far as po&sible in the Senior 
Class sections, Mr. Shaw, our engineer, and Mr. Roessler, our elec- 
trician, have voluntarily given instruction in engineering and prac- 
tical work in electricity to the surplus students. It is due to these 
gentlemen to state they did the carpentry, plumbing, and wiring 
necessary to fit up a room in the basement for this purpose. 

In reference to large classes I quote from the report of Superin- 
tendent Brumbaugh, whose recommendation in reference to elemen- 
tary schools ai)plies with equal, if not greater, force to work in the 
higher schools. 

*'When the number exceeds forty to a teacher each pupil suf- 
fei-s a distinct lass. It is false economy to violate this essential 
condition for effective education, and I strongly urge that provision 
be made to care for tlie pupils in divisions which shall never exceed 
forty pupils to a teacher." 

Faculty. 

Several changes have been made in our Faculty since the last 
report. The resignations were : — Dr. Lenniel Whitaker and Pr^^- 
Charles C. Ileyl; the former to become the Principal, and the 
latter a Professor in the Southern ^Manual Training High School; 
Dr. Henry Fox to become Professor of Science at Ursinus College* 
Dr. George Eastburn died October 3d. 

The promotions made to fill these positions were:— Prof. ^^"' 
cent B. Brecht, as successor to Dr. Whitaker, as Head of the D^' 
partment of Literature and Language; Mr. John Wildemore to 
succeed Prof. Ilevl. and Mr. Leslie Seelv as successor to Dr. East- 
burn. 

The vacancies thiLs created were filled by the election of 5^^* 
Ralph W. Sands, Mr. Henry S. :\Ioore, Mr. Ernest E. Johnson, 
and ]\Ir. Ilenrv S. Landis. 
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Each of these gentlemen is a graduate of an institution of 
)gnized collegiate standing, and each has had several years 
erience in teaching the special subject for which he was elected. 

Dr. Eastbum. during his limited connection with this school, 
eared himself to the members of the Faculty by his rare culture, 
genial courtesy, and his noble traits of character. The presence 
:he day of his funeral of the entire Faculty and a large number 
students, with their tokens of respect and esteem was a fitting 
«ute to his worth as a teacher, a scholar, and a gentleman.

Dr. George Flowers Stradling, Head of the Department of 
Science, owing to serious illness was absent nearly the entire month 
of November. Dr. Stradling 's ability as a scientist is recognized 
by scientific men in this country and abroad. His fidelity to his 
profession, his work and influence in this school in which he has 
taught with such distinction and devotion for so many years prompt 
me to invite the consideration of the Board to the advisability of 
relieving from lass of salary those teachers who have given such 
long approved and meritorious service after a specified term of 
years. 

Visitors. 

The school register shows a greatly increased number of visitors 
during the past year. Many of these were school officials and those 
prominent in educational activities in this country' and in Europe. 
I trust that it may not be presuming to report that in many instances 
very commendatory official reports of the work and of the results 
obtained in this school were made to their respective School Boards. 
While this recognition of the merits of this school by such distin- 
guished educators may be, I trust, gratifying to the members of 
our Board, it will certainly be a source of inspiration to members 
of our Faculty for still higher standards and ideals. 

The Bi'iLDiNG. 

It is gratifying to report that the condition of this building, 
with the exception of some needed paint in the stairways, is in 
better condition than when first occupied. I take pleasure in in- 
viting the inspection of the members of the Board and the public 
generally to a public school-building in which the matrons and the 
janitors take as much pride as though it was their private property. 
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In Conclusion. 

The attitude, the spirit, and the enthusiasm of the students, 
the faithful performance of duty by the members of the Faculty, 
and the hearty and cordial support and encouragement by the 
members of the Committee, have contributed to advance the 
standard of the school and to make the past school year most enjoy- 
able and satisfactory.

The Southern Manual Training High School is organized as the first Dis- 

liigh Si'hool in the [lublic educational system of Philadeljdua. It was 

»e<i for students on Sej>tember 9, 1907. The need of a High School in 

HcK-tion an<l the increasing popularity of industrial training, as evidenced 
■h^ great growth of the Northeast Manual Training High School, under 

^-•liairmanship of Mr. Thomas Shallcross, intluced the Board to organize 

school along academic and commercial as well as technical lines. Each 

Has, in this way, a choice of opportunities. 

The existence of the building is due, in a great i)art, to Mr. William S. 
^- Cognizant of the wishes of this section, he induced City Councils to 
"^'ipriate one hundred and fifty thousand dollars for the purchase of the 

c>n Broad Street, extending from Jackson Street to Snyder Avenue. Mr. 
^ again showed his generosity by giving three thousand dollars for the 
Joyment of an architect. When the sj)ecifications, made by Mr. J. Horace 
^, were accepted by the Committee on Property, with Mr. Paul Kavanagh 
Wairman, Mr. Vare secured almost a half million dollars for the erection 
^uipment of the present building. 

^Itround was broken May 30, 1905, an<l on the 1,3th of Deceml)er the 

^^r-8tone was placed in position. On the 22d of January, 1907, the Com- 

t^e on High Si'hools, Mr. J(Kd Cook, chairman, elected the Principal of 

new school. Dr. Whitnker hejran his work of organization almost im- 
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mediately. The key of the building was handed over with appropriate for- 
malities to Mr. William T. Tilden, chairman of the Committee on Property, 
by ('ramp & Co., contraetojs, June 11, 1907. 

The building is Norman Romanesque in style. In its plan it displays 
the architectural characteristics of the Northeast Manual Training High 
School. Instead of towers on the roof, however, a large gable crowns the 
entrance from Broad Street. Within, improvements have been made where 
possible. (Hazed brick supersedes the painted brick of the Northeast School 
The engine and boiler rooms are more compact. Larger heating and venti- 
lating apparatus has been installed, and increased hallways have been given. 
About one hundred and ten thousand dollars will be spent on the equipment. 

Practically four stories in height, two hundred and seventy feet long. 
and one hundred and eighty-five feet wide, the building offers approximately 
one hundred and seventy-five thousand square feet for the thirty class-rooms, 
lecture-rooms, laboratories and work-rooms. This includes ten mechanical 
laboratories, each fifty-seven feet long and forty feet wide, and an auditoriuin 
lighted with n:emorial stained glass windows, and furnished with over sesexi 
hundred chairs. In its completed organization, the school will accomiB^' 
date about one thousand boys. Its cost, including- the equipment, is abovi«^ 
five hundred thousand «]ollars. 

This splendid building reflects great credit upon the Board of Edu*-**' 
tion, ui)on the members of City Councils who supported its erection, and np^ 
prominent gentlemen of this section. Its place as the first District H*^ 
School is distinctive. The edifice was possible only by the persistent enef ^ 
and pride of the citizens of South Philadelphia. Every step in its devel^^ 
ment has been watched with enthusiastic interest. With its formal open^** 
it becomes the property of the boys of the community. Its dedication sho'*'* 
its jilace in the hearts of the people. Giving and recei\*ing inspiration th^^" 
by, it reflects its purpose and impresses its motto, **Work, Self-R^liat»*-^ 
Culture, Life. ' ' 

Oroaxization. 

The school is orjLranizecl as a District High School, the first ^ 
its kind in our i)ublic school system. It offers three disturb- 
courses of studv : 

A Manual Trainin*; Hi^rh School Course. 

A Commercial High School Course. 

A General High School Course. 

These courses of study are contained within seven departine: 
of in.struction : 

1. A Department of Literature and Language. 

2. A Department of History. 
A. A Department of Mathematics. 
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4. A Department of Science. 

5. A Department of Art. 

6. A Department of Manual Training. 

7. A Department of Commerce. 

During the spring it was decided to equip the building for 
Freshman class only. Fuller equipment will be provided in 
iticipation of additional classes. Hence, the school opened with 
1 incoming Freshman class of 316 boys, and of these we have an 
irollment of 306 boys at the close of the calendar year. A fac- 
Ity, consisting of the Principal, four Departmental Heads, nine 
isistant instructors, and an office assistant, were elected to assume 
le work of the school. We have now been in active operation 
r four months. At the end of this period the work is well in 
ind. Teachers and boys show a splendid spirit : the former 
^ loyal to their trust, and the latter are devoted to the spirit 
the institution. All have enjoyed the work of these few months, 
d the results have been very satisfactory. We are dividing the 
lool year into two terms. Our first mid-term reports show" the 
^rage scholarship of the boys to be of a high standard. The or- 
aiiwition of student activities has been very rapid. Our School 
tiate is modeled after that of the Northeast Manual Training 
^h School. The Senate has assumed charge of athletics and 
? school paper. The Orchestra, Glee Club, Mandolin Club, and 
Tiiera Club are also doing efficient work. In November the 
'tilty gave a reception to the elementary teachers of the Section. 
December the boys of the school inaugurated evening meetings 
* their parents and friends. After the fashion set by the North- 
't Manual, the school has duly opened an annual course of lec- 
"^s, offered by the faculty to the community in which the school 
heated.

t will be fitting here to insist once again on the fundamental 
ctance of the work done at the Public Industrial Art School, 
lore so that a new spirit of eflBciency and energy is abroad in 
ehools of Philadelphia, under whose influence much will be 
to bring the educational work of the city into harmony with 
pirit of progress which is now so active over the whole coun- 
For this work of energizing and recreating, education is but 
lex of the feeling prevalent everywhere, that in all matters 
e the world needs constantly to readjiLst its methods in order 
ng them into line with changing ideals and environment. 

S'^ever in the world's historv was there a time when swift 
ption of things, clear apprehension of the relation between 
s and ends, and a trained activity capable of putting into 
tion the results of that apprehension, were so vitally im- 
nt. The city youth now requires for the experience of one 

life a greater stock of scientific knowledge, a quicker com- 
'nsion of the meaning and possibilities of things, and above 
, greater readiness and trained activity, miLscular and men- 
han would have sufficed, a hundred years ago, to build up 
rame of a savant. 
\nd I claim that the work of the Art School is pre-eminently 

to provide just this trained muscular and mental activity, 
this swift perception of the relation between means and ends, 
word, to make the pupil more active as a thinking being, more 
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aeiito, and readier in usin^j: his own powers. In fact, it brings 
him more closely into harmony with the atmosphere and needs 
of the time in which he lives, which is, I take it, the supreme 
test and value of any educational work whatever. That this is no 
idle statement can be seen from the whole-hearted approval which 
has been accorded by European educational workei*s to the prin- 
ciples and methods of the Public Industrial Art School, wherever 
thev have become known. 

The necessity for some more intimate co-ordination of educa- 
tion and life has led to greater and greater insistence ou systems 
of art and manual training which tend to produce power and re- 
sourceful initiative in the pupil, in many of the countries of the 
Old World, and it is in just these countries that the work of the 
Art School has been most highly appreciated, and the record of 
its aims and methods enthusiastically read and studied in trans- 
lations. These translations have appeared in French, German, 
Swedish, and the latest addition to the languages in which the 
work of the Art School of Philadelphia is made known, is Rus- 
sian. I am credibly informed that the Art School methods, as 
far as it can be done by print, are now circulating all over Rus- 
sia. The criticism and approval of students and authorities in 
these various countries bear out what I have already suggested 
and would once again urge,— that in order to create this resource- 
ful activity in the young scholar, it is imperative that all should 
pass through this training. This could be procured in one or 
two ways. Either the work of the Industrial Art School should 
be enlarged by other schools being opened, into which children 
from the grammar grades could be drafted,— or selected teachers 
in the grammar grades should be systematically trained in th^ 
work so as to carry it out in their own schools under expert sup^^' 
vision. The work is so radical in its principles and so successf^*^ 
in providing the ready mental skill described above, that I do n^* 
hesitate to make tliLs somewhat drastic suggestion, for I am ca^* 
fident that the event will justify its adoption. 

I have, with the aid of my faculty, made changes in the couf^ 
of instruction. In the modeling and carving classes the work b^ 
been graded and more time given to elementary forms. This li-^ 
already resulted in arousing greater interest on the part of t^^ 
pupils, and better work w411 be the result. 
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Since October twenty lecture lessons have been given to the 
:itii*e student body, with the view of showing the correhition of 
le art and manual training work with the regular studies. 

In addition to the improvements asked for last year, I desire 
tie following: ]\lore lecture lessons should be given. To do this 
\\e lecture room should be enlarged. At present only one-half 
f the students present each afternoon can be seated. It thus 
fikes ten lectures or two weeks' time for each lesson to be given 
all the students. The lecture room occupies the space of two 
lass-rooms now seating 160 children : if the walls between two 
djoining class-rooms were taken down this would make a very 
ood lecture room, accommodating all the students each session, 
'he Art School has long suffered for want of a good room for 
?etiires and collective purposes. 

Some change is necessary in the hours of work at the Art 
chool in order to bring them into agreement with the changed 
oui-s of many of the schools. I reconunend that in future the 
»urs of work should be from 2 to 4 P. ]\I. This change will also 
- beneficial in allowing pupils to work by daylight instead of by 
*tificial light and in j)ermitting them to return home, in winter, 
'fore dark. 

The new rules and changes recently approved by Dr. Brum- 
itigh will undoubtedly aid the work of the Art School and en- 
>le more time to be given to actual instruction. 

Among the many visitors to the Art School during the past 
'ason mention should be made of the Principal of the London 
ounty CounciPs Training College for Teachers, Mr. William T. 
oode, 'M. A. He spent several days examining the work and 
ethods of the Art School. And ]\Ir. Charles Ingham, the author 
■ ** Education in Accordance With Natural Law'\ whose appre- 
ative criticism, written to the Director, may not be inappropriate 

re. He savs :—

Gentlemen:— In presenting the first annual report of the 
adelphia Trades School, I have much pleasure in calling at- 
ion to the irtereasing degree in which the question of industrial 
nation is engaging the attention of the public. The recent ut- 
nces of President Roosevelt, insisting upon the necessity of 
?tically training youth in the various trades, and the wide 
xission of the subject in the press of the country, have awakened 
uterest that is constantly growing. 

The establishment of this school has become widely known, 
from all parts of the United States we are in receipt of In- 
dies from educators and sociologists as to the methods in vogue 
* and the course of study that is followed, and this measurably 
vs the rousing of various communities to the necessity of doing 
Work that has been undertaken by this school. 
At the beginning of the year 1907 there were 48 students be- 
ing to the school, and the enrollment remained in the close 
hborhood of that figure until the reopening of the school after 
summer vacation. Since that time, however, there has been 
distant accession in numbers, and at this time we have 145 
^nts. As the existence and purpose of the school become more 
i^ally known by the citizens of Philadelphia we expect the 
tership of the school to increase in a corresponding ratio when 
liird class is admitted, in September, 1908. 
-At the beginning of the present term the school lost the ser- 
^, by transfer to the Southern Manual Training High School, 
Ir. William H. Odenatt, the Principal; Mr. William N. Mil- 
blaster Mechanic in Electrical Construction, and Mr. William 
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E. Warnock, Master Mechanic in Carpentry and Patternmaking, 
and to succeed the latter Mr. Frank R. Robinson was elected Mas- 
ter Mechanic in Electrical Construction, and Mr. Wilmer S. Kirk, 
Master Mechanic in Patternmaking and Carpentry. 

In the direction of cultivating school pride the boys have 
organized class associations, adopted blue and gold as school colors, 
and started the publication of a school paper, **The Review." 

The progress made by the students has been very encouraging, 
and with the addition of new equipment and of instructors neces- 
sary to the work of the advancing classes, we expect to develop 
an intelligent class of workingmen.

ACTS OF ASSEMBLY 

PERTAINING TO 

Public Schools of Philadelphia 



To classify the school-districts of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 

Section 1. Be it enacte«l, &c., That the school-districts of the Common- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania shall be and are hereby divided into four classes, 
as follows, namely: 

Every city of the first class shall constitute a separate school-district^ 
which shall be known and designated as a school-district of the first class. 

Every city of the second class shall constitute a separate school-district^ 
which shall be known and designated as a school district of the second class. 

Every city of the third class shall constitute a separate school-district^ 
wliich shall be known and designated as a school-district of the third class;, 
and , 

Every other school-district, as such school-district now exists or shall 
hereafter be created, shall constitute a school-district of the fourth class. 

Approved— The 22d day of April, A. D. 1905.

AN ACT 

To provide for the control, administration and support of the common schools 
in school-districts of the first class. 

Section 1. Be it enacted, &c., That the control of all the schools sup- 
ported by any school-district of the first class shaU be vested in a Board of 
Public Education, to consist of twenty-one (21) members, who shall be ap- 
pointed by the Judges of the Courts of Common Pleas of the county in which 
the said school-district of the first class shall be situated, for terms of three 
(3) years each, except that the original appointments under this act shaU 
be as follows: seven for one year, seven for two years, and seven for three 
years, and members shall be eligible for reappointment. The members shall 
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serve without compensation. Vacancies for unexpired terms, caused by death. 
resignation or otherwise, shall be filled by the said Judges of the Courts of 
Common Pleas. No person shall be eligible to appointment to the Board 
of Public Education who shall be less than thirty (30) years of age. ami who 
shall not have resided in the school-district at least one year immediately i»re- 
ceding the appointment. 

The members of the said Board of Public Education, before proceeiling 
to discharge the duties of their office, shall take the oath of office require«l 
of school officials under the laws of this C'ommonwealth. 

The Board of Public E<lucation herein provided shall meet for organi- 
zation upon the first Monday in January next succeeding the passage of this 
act. They shall organize by selecting their own officers, and shall hold stated 
meetings at least once a month during the school year, and such additional 
meetings as they may from time to time provide for. 

The duties of the Board shall be to determine questions of general polioy, 
appoint the executive officers hereinafter prescribed, define their duties, direct 
expenditures, appoint teachers, and in general to legislate upon all matters 
concerning the conduct of the schools. 

Section 2. Sectional School Boar<ls in and for each ward of the city 
(constituting said school-district of cities of the first class), consisting of 
twelve members each, shall be chosen by the qualified electors in each ward 
of the city, at the next annual municipal election succeeding the passage of 
this act, four for one vear. four for two vears, and four for three rears; 
and thereafter, at each annual election, four for three vears: Provided, that 
no elector shall vote for more than three candidates for meml)er8hip in anr 
Sectional School Board, except at the next annual municipal election succeed- 
ing the passage of this act, when an elector may vote for not more than 
nine; three for a term of one vear. three for a term of two vears, and 
three for a term of three years: And provided further, That when vacancies 
occur the electors may vote for candidates to fill unexpired terms. 

The members of Sectional School Boards shall be residents of the ward 
from which they are chosen. They shall, before entering upon the duties of 
their office, take the oath of office required of school officials under the laws 
of this Commonwealth. They shall serve without compensation. Vacancies 
caused by death, resignation or otherwise, shall be filled by a majority of 
the surviving directors until the next ensuing annual municipal election, 
when the electors shall fill such vacancy or vacancies for the unexpired term 
or terms. 

The duties and powers of the Sectional School Boards shall be the fol- 
lowing: In their respective wards or districts they shall visit, at least once 
in every quarter, all \^\e^ schools therein, and inspect the same. They shall 
without delay call the attention of the Board of Public Education, or of the 
appropriate executive officer of the Board, to every matter requiring offioi*! 
action. They shall also make an annual report in writing to the Board of 
Public Education, in respect to the condition of the schools and the wants 
of the section, especially in regard to the number, equipment and efficiency 
of schools and school buildings. They shall organize on the second Monday 
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nniediately succeeding their election, at such place as shall be designated 
y the Board of Public Education, by choosing a chairman and such other 
Sicers as they may agree upon, including a secretary. 

The secretary of each Sectional School Board shall receive annually such 
ilary, not to exceed one hundred ($100) dollars, as shall be determined 
y the Board of Public Education. 

Section 3. The executive work of the Board of Public Education shall 
e committed to three expert agents, who shall be appointed by said Board 
nd shall be subject to removal at the pleasure of the Board. Said agents 
lall be a Superintendent of Schools, a Superintendent of Buildings, and a 
uperintendent of Suj)plies. Said agents shall be paid such compensation 
i shall be determine<l bv the Board of Public Education. Thev shall be re- 
:)onsible to the Board for the conduct of their respective departments; shall 
lake annual reports to the Board, and shall, from time to time, submit 
i('\\ plans and suggestions for the improvement of the schools and the school 
^'stem as the Board of l*ublic Education may require, or as they shall deem 
ftpedient. 

Section 4. Supervision of all matters pertaining to instruction, in all 
le H<»liools under tlie Board of Public Education, shall be vested in a Super- 
itendent of Schools and such number of associate Superintendents as may 
e deemed necessary. The Superintendent shall have a seat in the Board, 
nd the right to speak on all matters before the Board, but not to vote. Pis- 
rict Superintendents may be api)ointed by the Board of Public Education, 
n the nomination of the Superintendent. They shall receive such compen- 
ition as the Board of Public Education shall determine. They shall be un- 
er the supervision and direction of the Superintendent of Schools, and shaU 
e assigned by liim to administrative districts. They shall inquire into and 
Li[>ervise all matters relating to the government, courses of study, methods 
f teaching, discipline, and conduct of all the schools in their respective dis- 
ricts, and shall report the same, when required, to the Superintendent of 
<*hools and to the Sectional School Boards of their respective districts. The 
Hstrict Superintendent of a district shall have a seat in each Sectional 
K?hool Board of his district, and the right to speak but not to vote, nor shall 
e hold office in said Boards. 

Section 5. The Board of Public Education of each school-district of 
lie first class shall prescribe the mode or modes of determining the quali- 
cations of aj^jlicants for positions as teachers in the schools of the dis- 
rict; and shall designate the kinds or grades of licenses or certificates of 
ualification to teach which may or shall be used in the district, together 
rith the scholastic and professional qualifications required for each kind or 
rade of license or certificate. 

No license or certificate shall be granted to any person who is not of 

ood moral character, nor to any person who shall not first have presented 

certificate, from a physician recognized by the Board as competent for 

lie purpose, setting forth that said applicant is neither mentally nor phy- 

ically disqualified by any chronic or acute physical defect from success- 
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fully performing the duties of a teacher. Eligible lists, properly classified, 
containing the names of persons who have received licenses or certificates 
of qualification to teach, and arranged as nearly as possible in the order of 
rank in standing, shall be kept in the office of the Superintendent of Schools, 
and shall be open to inspection by members of the Board of Public Edu- 
cation, Associate and District Superintendents, and Sectional School Boards. 
Except as Superintendent of Schools, Associate Superintendent, District Su- 
perintendent, or director of a special branch, or as Principal or teacher in 
a training school, Normal School, High School, or Manual Training School, 
or in case of promotion or transfer from any position to another or higher 
position, no person shall be appointed to any educational position whose 
name does not appear among the three highest names upon the proper eligible 
list: Provided, That no teacher now in position in any city of the first class 
shall be displaced by the provisions of this section. 

Section 6. A teachers ' retirement fund may be created by the Board 
of Public Education, and shall be by them administered. The said fund 
shall consist of all funds available for like purposes at the time of the enact- 
ment of this law, together with such additions thereto as the Board may 
from time to time i)rescribe, and such moneys as may be donated or be- 
queathed for such purposes. Any teacher, principal or super\ising official 
retired by the Board of Public Education shall receive, from the said fund, 
such annuity as the Board of Public Education may prescribe. 

Section 7. A Superintendent of Buildings shall be appointed by the 
Board of Public Education, as hereinbefore pro\'ided, and shall give security 
for the faithful i)erformance of the duties of his office as the Board of Pub- 
lic Education shall prescribe. He shall be an engineer or an architect, of 
good standing in his profession, and shall be responsible for the condition 
and care of all school buildings and premises. He may appoint such depu- 
ties ami other assistants as shall be authorized by the Board of Public Edu- 
cation. All plans for new school construction, additions or repairs shall 
be approved by the Superintendent of Schools before submission to the 
Board of Education for approval and passage. Janitors for buildings de- 
voted to elementary education shall be appointed by the Sectional School 
Boards. Janitors for school buildings other than those devoted to elemen- 
tary education, provided by the regular graded . course of study, shall heap* 
pointed by the Board of Public Education. Said janitors shall receive such 
compensation as the Board of Public Education may determine, and shall 
discharge their duties under the direction and to the satisfaction of the 
Superintendent of Buildings. They shall hold their positions at the pleasure 
of the Board of Education. Provided, however. That janitors now em- 
ployed in schools within the limits of said cities of the first class shall not, 
save for cause, be displaced by the provisions of this section. 

Section 8. A Superintendent of Supplies shall be appointed by the Boa^** 
of Public Education, as hereinbefore provided, and shall give such secunty 
for the faithful performance of the duties of his office as the Board of Po^ 
lie Education shall prescribe. He shall purchase and shall have the care 
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and distribution of all supplies needed for the schools, under such regula- 
tions as the Board of Public Education shall prescribe. He may appoint 
such assistants as shall be authorized by the Board. 

Section 9. Councils of said city of the first class shall annually appro- 
priate a sum for school purposes, which shall be not less than five (5) mills 
on each dollar of the total assessment of real property of said school-district, 
upon which the tax rate for the succeeding year is fixed. All the moneys 
raised shall be appropriated by the Councils to and for such purposes as to 
them shall soem best, and said moneys shall not be expended by said Board 
for any other purposes, nor for any one purpose, in a greater amount than 
shall be authorized by Councils; and no moneys shall be drawn from the city 
treasury except by due process of law or upon warrants on the treasurer 
through duly authorized officers of the Board of Public Education, and 
countersigned by the City Controller, which shall state the particular item 
to which the same is chargeable. The Board shall have complete power to 
administer all money or moneys appropriated or available for its use, as 
hereinbefore provided, and to enter into and execute contracts, and for these 
purposes shall possess the powers and privileges of a corporation of the first 
class. The title to all i)roperty now held or that may hereafter be acquired 
for school or etiuc^tional purjwses, in the said school-district of the first 
class, shall be vested in said city of the first class; but all such property 
shall be under the exclusive care and control of the Board of Public Education. 

Section 10. The Board of Public Education in each school-district of 
the first class shall succeed to, and shall have and possess, all the powers, 
rights and privileges, not inconsistent with this act, which the present exist- 
ing Board of Public Education in its respective district now lawfully has. 
Until the Board of Public Education herein provided shall organize under 
the provisions of this act, the existing laws relating to the school-district of 
the first class shall be in full force and effect. 

Section 11. All acts or portions of acts now in force so far as they are 
inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed.

Oncers. 

Section 1. The officers of the Board shall be a President, a SuiKrin- 
tendent of Schools, and such number of Associate and District Superintemlents 
as the Board shall, from time to time, consider necessary; a Secretary, an 
Assistant Secretary, a Superintendent of Buildings, and a Superintendent of 
Supplies; all of whom shall be elected annually at the meeting of the Board 
for organization.

President. 

Section 1. The President shall preside at the meetings of the Board; 
name all committees, except when otherwise ordered by the Board; be ex-o$eio 
member of all standing committees; sign warrants and other papers that re- 
quire his signature; and call special meetings of the Board when requested, 
in writing, by three members, or when such meetings shall, in his opinion, 
be necessary. 

Sec. 2. When the annual itemization of expenditures shall have been

The Principals of tlie res[»ective High Schools shall report to the 

perinten«lent of Scho»)ls any case of misct>nduct, insubordination, neglect 

duty or general inefficiency on the part of any }»erson holding a position 

his school: an<l it sliall thereuixni be the duty of the Superintendent of 

hools to make report thereon to the i>roper Committee for such action as 

id Committee mav <leem Avise. 

Sec. 7. He shall nominate to the Committee on Elementary Schools, for 
port to and election by the Board, the respective Directors of Kindergar- 
3S, Drawing, Music, and other speciil branches, and any assistants who 
p not required to be chosen from eligible lists. I'nless otherwise directed 
the Board, he shall nominate two fn'rsons for each position to be filled, 
-<igu them tlicir respective duties, and have such oversight of their work 
the interests of the schools may require. 
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Sec. 8. He shall, subject to the By-Laws and Rules of the Board, have 
Bupervision of all matters pertaining to instruction in all the schools under 
the Board of Public Education. He shall nominate to the Committee on 
Elementary Schools all persons who may be needed as Supervising Princi- 
pals, Principals, Assistant Teachers, or Kindergartners, in any of the ele- 
mentary schools; such nominations to be made in accordance with the pro- 
vision of Rule XXVIII (EUgibility of Election.) 

Sec. 9. He shall, subject to the general direction of the Committee on 
Elementary Schools, have charge of the enforcement of the law of Com- 
pulsory Education. He shall nominate to that Committee, for report to and 
election by the Board, the Chief of the Bureau and all persons employed 
therein, as well as all Principals and teachers of Truant Schools and schools 
for defective or backward children, and all such nominations shall be made 
in accordance with the provisions of Rule XVI (Compulsory Education). He 
shall see that all these persons are faithful and efficient in the discharge of 
their duties. 

Sec. 10. He shall nominate to the Committee on Special Schools, for 
report to and election by the Board, suitable persons for Principals and 
teachers of Elementary Manual Training Schools, Evening Schools (other 
than Evening High Schools), the School of Industrial Art, Vacation Schools, 
Summer Playgrounds, and School Gardens. All such nominations shall be 
made in accordance with the provisions of Rule XXVIII (Eligibility of 
Election). 

Sec. 11. He shall have charge of the distribution of pupils among the 
various schools of the city, the transfer of pupils from one school to an- 
other, the promotion of pupils from grade to grade of the elementary schools, 
and their promotion to the higher schools, in accordance with and subject 
to the provisions of the Rules of the Board. 

Sec. 12. He shall have authority to send teachers of elementary schools 
to visit other schools for the purpose of observing methods of teaching, and 
also to permit such teachers to take their classes once a year for half a 
day to the Park, the Zoological Garden, or any historic or industrial place 
or building of the city. 

Sec. 13. He shall visit or cause to be visited all the public schools of 
the city, examine or have them examined as to their condition and progress, 
see that the course of study is properly carried out, and that all the rules 
for their government are faithfully observed, and report to the Board, or 
the proper Committee, any neglect or violation thereof. 

Sec. 14. He shall prescribe suitable forms for registers, record books, 
reports, cards, and blanks for the use of Principals, teachers and other 
school officers, in which such records shall be kept as may be required for 
the proper organization, government and instruction of the schools. 

Sec. 15. He shall, in connection with the Board of Superintendents, 
prepare a course of instruction for use in the elementary schools, revising 
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it from time to time as may be thought advisable; such course with its 
revisions being submitted to the Board of Public Education, through the 
Committee on Elementary Schools, for its consideration and adoption. 

Sec. 16. He shall keep in his office eligible lists of certified teachers 
^Jid Principals, arranged as nearly as possible in the order of rank or 
standing; and no person shall be appointed to any educational position, 
other than those specified in the school law, whose name does not appear 
^niong the three highest names upon the proper eligible list. 

Sec. 17. He shall have charge of the arrangements for the assigning 
^t substitute teachers to the different schools of the city, determine the 
Substitute centers, the number of substitutes for each center, and the method 
^f their distribution to the various schools. 

Sec. 18. He shall i*isit the higher schools for the purpose of observing 
'the operation of the courses of study therein, and shall report to the respec- 
tive Committee on these schools, or to the Pk)ard, whatever he may con- 
sider would be of advantage in the work of the schools or necessary to 
Secure the more efficient training of their pupils. 

Sec. 19. He shall impart to the teachers of the various schools, directly 
or through his assistants, such improvements in methods of teaching or man- 
agement as his experience and judgment may suggest; and for that pur- 
pose may dismiss the grammar and consolidated schools two half days each 
term, and the primary schools three half days each term, and shall have 
authority to call meetings of teachers at othep times, not during school hours. 

Sec. 20. lie shall, subject to such general direction as may be given 
by the Board, or the resf)ective Committees on Elementary Schools and on 
Special Schools, have charge of the Evening Schools, the Special Schools, 
Vacation Schools, Summer Playgrounds, and School Gardens. He shall pre- 
pare certified lists of Principals and teachers for these schools, to submit 
to the respective Committees on Elementary Schools and on Special Schools 
for their approval; and shall assign one or more of his Associate or Dis- 
trict Superintendents, or nominate some other suitable person, to oversee 
these schools. 

Sec. 21. He shall recommend to the proper Committee, for report to 
the Board, the retirement of any person connected with his department, or 
employed as a teacher in the Elementary or Special Schools, who is men- 
tally, physically, or other^^^se unsuitable for longer retention in the position 
such person holds. The Principals of the respective High Schools shall re- 
port to the Superintendent of Schools, for retirement, any person connected 
with this school, or employed as teacher therein, who is mentally, physically, 
or otherwise unsuitable for longer retention of the office such person holds, 
and it shall thereupon l>e the duty of the Superintendent of Schools to make 
a report thereon to the proper Committee fqr such action as said Commit- 
tee shall deem wise. 
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Sec. 22. He shall have power to grant any Principal or teacher Bucb 
leave of absence as may be authorized by the Rules of the Board. 

Sec. 23. He shall report to the Committee on Elementary Schools the 
attendance at schools, the consolidation of classes, the creation of new di- 
visions, the dropping of divisions, or the placing of divisions on part time. 
as recommended by the Board of Superintendents. 

Sec. 24. He shall render such aid and communicAtc such information 
to the Board or to any of its Committees as the Board or the Committees 
may require of him. 

Sec. 25. The records of the office of the Superintendent shall be so 
kept that information may be had by the members and officers of the Board 
on matters pertaining to the work of the office, excepting such as, in the 
judgment of the Superintendent, cannot properly be made known. 

Sec. 26. At the stated meeting in January he shall present to the 
Board a report of the work of his department, with such facts relating to 
the condition of the schools and such recommendations respecting their ef- 
ficiency and usefulness, as he mav deem advisable. 

Sec. 27. Neither the Sui)erintendent nor any of the Associate or Dis- 
trict Superintendents, nor any Director, shall have any pecuniary interest 
in any textbooks or supplies used in any of the schools. 

Sec. 28. It shall be the duty of the respective Committees on the High 
Schools to consult with the Superintendent of Schools concerning all mat- 
ters relating to instruction in said schools and pertaining to the general 
policies which shall govern their administration. 



Duties of the Board of Superintendents. 

Sec. 29. The Associate Superintendents shall perform such duties as 
may be assigned to them by the Superintendent of Schools. The Super- 
intendent of Schools and the Associate Superintendents shall constitute the 
Board of Superintendents. 

Sec. 30. The Board of Superintendents shall meet at stated times for 
the discussion of ju'hool work, and a permanent record shall be kept of its 
decisions and recommendations. 

Sec. 31. The Board of Superintendents may recommend to the Board 
any changes which, in its judgment, should be made in the ndes for the 
admittance of pujals into the elementary schools, and their promotion from 
grade to grade and to the higher schools. 

Sec. 32. The Board of Superintendents shall recommend to the Board 
of Public Education or to the proper Committee,— (a) Changes in the grad- 
ing of schools,— (6) The adoption and modifications of courses of study. 
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Sec. 33. The Boanl of Superintendents shall recommend to the Board 
f Public Education, or to the proi)er Committee, the location of new school 
uildings, the repairs to and enlargement of present buildings, and the 
tiange of teachers from one grade to another in schools where such changes 
'ould be of advantage. 

Sec. 34. The Board of Superintendents, with such as^sistancc as may 
e found necessary, shall conduct the examination of puf>ils of the grammar 
rades, and of all other applicants, for jjromotion to the lowest class of any 
t the higher schools, and shall keep all necessary records pertaining to 
ach examination and promotion. 

Sec. 35. The Board of Superintendents shall conduct the examination 
f can<lidate8 for the various teachers' certificates (other than those granted 
> graduates of the Normal School and the School of Pedagogy) provided 
or by the Board of Public Education, and shall prepare the eligible lists 
f candidates to be ke})t in the Superintendent 'a office. 

Sec. 36. The Associate Sui>erintendents shall hold such meetings with 
district Superintendents, Principals and teachers, for the purpose of con- 
idering methods of teaching and school management, as the Superintendent 
jay direct. 

Sec. 37. The Board of Superintendents shall di\*ide the city into School 
)istricts in accordance with the Rule of the Board of Public Education, the 
ifferent District Superinten<lents being assigned to th€*ir respective Districts 
y the Superintendent of Schools. 

Sec. 38. The Associate Suj>erintendents will be expected, so far as pos- 
ble, to keep themselves informed of the general trend of educational thought 
nd doctrine, and, under the direction of the Superintendent, to use such means 
9 may be affor<led by the Board of Public E<lucation for experimental work 
nd visits to schools in other cities. 



DuWis of Diairict Superintcndettts. 

Sec. 39. The District Superintendents shall perform such service in con- 
ection with the duties of their office as the Superintendent of Schools shall 
irect. 

Sec. 40. They sliall visit the schools of their respective districts, inspect 
he work of the teachers, and advise with Principals an<l Supervising Principals 
1 respect to the instruction and management of their Schools. 

Sec. 41. They shall keep a record of the efficiency of teachers, marking 
heir standing in accordance with a standard fixed by the Superintendent of 
►chools, and report the same to the Superintendent at such times as he may 
equire. 

Sec. 42. They shall see that the course of instruction adopted by the 
(oard of Public Education is properly carried out in the schools of their respec- 
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tive Districts, and by counsel and advice endeavor to improve the work of the 
teachers and elevate the schools to a high standard of excellence. 

Sec. 43. They shall endeavor to secure economy in the ordering and nse 
of books and other school supplies, and shall report to the Superintendent of 
Schools any case of extravagance or waste therein which they cannot control. 

Sec. 44. They shall ob8er\'e the condition of the school buildings in respect 
to cleanliness, heating, ventilation, etc., advise janitors in respect to their duties 
when such ad\ice is needed, and report all cases of buildings not in a proper 
condition to the Superintendent of Schools. 

Sec. 45. Thev shall see that the rules of the Board of Public Educati(m 
are carried out in respect to the admittance of pupils, and report to the Super- 
intendent any violation of these rules which they cannot settle themselves. 

Sec. 46. They shall make recommendations to the Superintendent of 
Schools, when necessary, in respect to the accommodation of children of school 
age applying for admittance to the schools of their respective districts, aod also 
the proper distribution of pupils among the several schools of their districts. 

Sec. 47. They shall recommend to the Superintendent the creating of new 
divisions or the dropping of old di\-ision3, the promotion and transfer of 
teachers within their districts, and all other matters which in their judgment 
will improve the condition and work of their schools. 

Sec. 4S. They shall examine into and settle all complaints of parents in 
respect to the admittance or treatment of their children. 

Sec. 49. They shall report to the Superintendent all cases of inefficiency 
of teachers in respect to the methods of instruction or discipline, all cases of 
neglect of duty on the part of teachers or principals, and any dereliction of 
duty on the part of janitors. 

Sec. 50. They shall meet with the Superintendent or the Board of Super- 
intendents for the discussion of the condition and improvement of schools, at 
such times as the Superintendent may direct. They shall also assist the BoaH 
of Superintendents, when so required, in conducting, the examination of pupib 
for promotion to the higher schools and of candidates for the various teachers' 
certificates awarded bv the Board of Public Education. 

• 

Sec. 51. They shall, in accordance with the pro\'isions of the school law. 
attend the meetings of the Sectional School Boards of their Districts and 
report to them such matters pertaining to the condition of schools and buildings 
as in their judgment may seem best for the interests of the schools. They shall 
have a seat in their respective Sectional School Boards and a right to speak on 
any question, but not to vote, nor shall they hold office in said Board. 
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IV. 

Superintendent of Buildings, 

Section 1. The Superintendent of Buildings shall be an engineer or archi- 
tect, of good standing in his profession. He shall give such security for the 
faithful performance of the duties of his office as the Board of Public Education 
shall prescribe. 

Sec. 2. He shall be responsible for the condition and care of all school 
buildings and premises; and shall prepare all plans for the construction of new 
buildings, or for additions anil re])air8 to old buildings. 

Before submitting such plans to the Conmiittee on Property, for considera- 
tion — and, if necessary, for report to the Board — by that committee, he shall 
submit them to the Superintendent of Schools, for the approval of that official. 

Sec. 3. He shall nominate to the Committee on Property, for election by 
the Board, such deputies and other assistants as shall be deemed necessary and 
be authorized by the Board 

Sec. 4. He shall, either personally or by his Assistants, superintend the 
erection of all new buildings and all additions and repairs to old buildings, 
shall see that the specifications in the contracts are faithfully observed by the 
contractors, and shall promptly report to the Committee on Property any de- 
parture from or violation of the express stipulations of the contracts. 

Sec. 5. He shall see that the janitors of school buildings discharge their 
duties with efficiency, and in accordance with such rules and regulations as may 
be authorized by the Board, and shall report to the Committee on Property any 
inefficiency or neglect of duty on the part of any janitor. 

V. 

Superintendent of Supplies. 

Section 1. The Superintendent of Supplies shall give such security foi 
the faithful performance of the duties of his office as the Board of Public 
Education shall prescribe. 

Sec. 2. He shall nominate to the Committee on Supplies and Text-Books, 
for election by the Boanl, such assistants as shall be deemed necessary and 
shall have been authorized by the Board. 

Sec. 3. Subject to the general direction of the Committee on Supplies and 
Text-Books, he shall purchase and shall have the care and distribution of all 
supplies needed for the schools under the provisions and regulations hereinafter 
set forth. 

Sec. 4. He shall annually, in the month of November, cause to be inserted 
in three daily papers of the City of Philadelphia an advertisement asking pro- 
posals for furnishing all necessary school furniture, books, stationery, pupils' 
and janitors' supplies, and also for the printing of all blanks for use of the 
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schools, by sample, for the ensuing year, and for all printing needefl for the 
Secretary 's office, or for the Superintendent of Schools, the Superintendent of 
Buildings, or Superintendent of Suj)plies. One month prior to making sueb 
advertisement for proposals for the supply of pens, pen -holders, ink. inkwells 
and stands, slates (other than silicate), slate and soapstone pencils, lead pen- 
cils, rubbers, chalk, i>aper, and plain copy books, he shall, whenever practicable, 
select at least three suitable samples of the same, which samples shall be ex- 
hibited, at the office of the Board, to intending bidders. 

Said proposals shall be addressed to him and shall be opened by him. in 
the ])resence of the Committee on Supplies and Text-Books, not later than the 
first week of December, and the contract therefor shall be awarded to the lowest 
responsible bidder, subject to approval by the Board at a meeting hcM prior 
to December 31st; provided, however, that no contract shall be awarded unless 
the proposal be accompanied by a certificate from the City Solicitor that the 
provisions of an Ordinance approved May 25, 1860, have been complied with. 

Sec. 5. He shall, annually, in the month of May, or earlier in the year if 
advisable, and at such other times as mav be necessarv, cause to be inserted 
in tliree daily ])aj)ers of the City of Philadelphia, an advertisement asking pnv 
posals for the furnishing of fuel. Such advertisement shall contain the follow- 
ing con<lition. which shall he inserted in every contract for the delivery of coal, 
viz. : * * Each ton of coal .shall be weighed at the place of delivery in the pres- 
ence of a proper person, to be appointed by the Committee on Supplies and 
Text-Books, who shall keep an accurate account of each load of coal delivered 
and its exact weight. No bill for coal shall be approved unless accompanied 
by affidavit of the Aveigher, setting forth by what contractor the coal was de- 
livered, the date of delivery of each load, the number of tons and the qualitv, 
and whether weighed at place of delivery." Printed forms of said affidant 
shall be fumislied by the Suf>erintenilent of Supplies. 

Said proposals shall be addressed to him, and shall be opened by him. in 
the presence of the Committee on Supplies and Text-Books, and the contract 
therefor shall be awarded to the lowest responsible bidder, or bidders, subject 
to approval by the Board; provided, however, that no contract shall be awarded 
unless the proposal be accouijianied by a certificate from the City Solicitor that 
the provisions of an Ordinance, aj)proved May 25, 1860, have been complied 
with. 

Sec. C. He shall make a report, in writing, at the stated meetings of the 
Board in Julv and Dei*end)er, of the amount of books and stationery on band. 

Sec. 7. Neither the Superintendent of Supplies nor any employee of his 
department shall have any financial interest in any school supplies. 



VI. 

Secretary. 

Section 1. The Secretary shall keep accurate minutes of the proceedings 
of the Board in a book provided for that purpose, and, when requested, shall 
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act as secretary of standing committees; attest all warrants and instruments 
\inder seal of the Board; preserve all books and papers placed in his care; 
notify, in ^-riting, the members of the Board of all meetings thereof, and the 
members of all committees of their api)ointment; furnish the chairman of 
special committees with a copy of the resolution appointing the committee, and 
notify, in writing, the members of committees of all meetings thereof. In 
ease of sickness or absence of the President, he shall at the request, in writing, 
of three members, call special meetings of the Board He shall keep all accounts 
of the Board, and hold the same subject to the inspection of any member 
thereof. 



VII. 

Assistant ASccrctorif, ClcrliS, and other Employees of the Board. 

8FXTI0X 1. The clerks and other employees of the Board shall }>orform 
-such duties as shall In? assigned to them by the Board or its respective Com- 
mittees, or by the Secretary, the Sui)erintendent of Schools, Superintendent of 
Buildings or Superintendent of Supplies, according to the branch of the sernce 
in which they, respectively, may be engaged. They shall be elected by, and 
serve during the pleasure of, the Board. 

Sec. 2. The Assistant Secretary shall perform the duties of the Secretary 
when the office of Secretary is vacant, or the Secretary is al»ent or unable to 
perform the duties, and when performing such duties shall be known as Sec- 
retary pro iem. 



VIII. 

Stated Meetings. 

Section 1. Tlie stated meetings of the Board shall be held on the second 
Tuesday of each month, excej)t the month of August, at 3 o'clock P. M. I'ro- 
vided. That when the second Tuesday shall fall upon a legal holiday, the Board 
shall hold its stated meeting on the preceding day not a holiday. 



IX. 

Special Meetings. 

Section 1. The nature of the business to be transacted at a special meet- 
ing shall be stated in the call and notice for said meeting; and no business 
other than that stated in the call and notice shall be transacted, except by 
unanimous consent of the members present.

Quorum. 



Section 1. Five members shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of

.*t of Assembly, must be appropriated by City Councils for school purposes 
iring the following year. In ]jrei>aring such itemization, the Committee 
all consult the other (Committees of the Board in regard to their specific 
eds. The Committee shall also recommend to the Board any transfer from 
'm to item which should be made during the current year. 

Sec. 3. The Comnuttee shall examine all bills and accounts and vouchers 
erefor; and, in reporting to the Board that warrants be drawn therefor, 
all certify that the amount named in each of said warrants is correct and 
due by the Board. 

The Committee shall have the supervision of all warrants, the payment 
Tvhich is sus])ended or delayed; and shall make a report to the Board, 
least semi-annually, of all such warrants, stating the cause of each sus- 
nsion or delay. 
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Sec. 4. The Committee shall have general supervision of the office and 
rooms of the Board and of the office employees; shall prescribe the man- 
ner in which the records, books and accounts of the Board shall be kept; re- 
port the amount and kind of clerical and other working force that may k 
required from time to time, nominate proper persons to fill vacancies that 
may occur therein or additions that .may be needed thereto, and recom- 
mend the amount of their respective salaries; regulate and assign the duties 
of the respective employees; and regulate the expenditure of the items for 
transportation, advertising and printing. 

XV. 

ComnUttee on Elementary Schools. 

Section 1. The Committee on Elementary Schools shall consider, and 
take action upon, all recommendations of the Superintendent of Schools 
for the creation of new di\isions in any of these schools other than those 
under the general direction of the Committee on Special Schools, the drop- 
ping of di\i8ions, the consolidation of divisions or placing them on part 
time; and shall report their action to the Board for its approval. 

The Committee shall make recommendations to the Board in regard to 
the establishment of new schools or kindergartens or cooking classes, or the 
change of grade or title of any school. 

Sec. 2. Whenever it shall become necessary to elect a Supervising Prin* 
cipal, Principal, or assistant teacher in any of the elementary schools other 
than those named in By-Law III, Section 10, kindergartner, teacher of sew- 
ing or cooking, teacher iu a Truant School, or a school for defective or 
backward children, or other official named in By-Law III, Sections 7, 8 and 
9, the Committee shall make its choice from the proper elegible list (see Kule 
XXVIII, Eligibility of Election), or from the nominees of the Superinten- 
dent of Schools, and shall report the same to the Board for its approval 
and for the certification to the City Controller of the person or persons so 
chosen. 

Sec. 3. When charges, relating to or affecting personal character, shall 
be preferred against a teacher holding a position in any school, such charges 
shall be investigated by the Committee on Elementary Schools. The Con>* 
mittee shall notify the teacher charged of the time and place of the meet- 
ing for investigation, furnish said teacher with a verbatim copy of the 
charges to be investigated, and invite said teacher to be present at the '^' 
vestigation and make whatever defence he or she may have. The person 
or persons making the charges, and all the witnesses, shall be examined under 
oath or affirmation. The Committee shall report to the Board the result of 
its investigation, together with all the evidence taken, with such recom- 
mendation as the Committee may deem proper. 

If the charge shall be of a serious character and the Committee shall 
find that it has been proved by the evidence submitted, the report shall eon- 
tain a recommendation that the name of the teacher shall be dismissed. 
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Sec. 4. The Committee shall have general charge of the studies of Music, 
Sewing, Drawing and Cooking in the elementary schools. Instruction in 
Music and in Drawing, in addition to that given by the grade teachers, shall 
be given by a Director of each study and as many special or assistant teach- 
ers as the Board, on the recommendation of the Committee, may deem n'eces- 
sary. The salaries of the Directors and their assistants shall be designated 
by the Board, on the recommendation of the Committee. 

Sec. 5. The Committee shall observe the operation of the Graded 

Courses of Study, and shall recommend, from time to time, such changes 

as may be advised by the Superintendent of Schools and may be thought 
desirable. 

Sec. 6. The Committee shall provide for the execution of the laws re- 
lating to compulsory' education, shall recommend to the Board such measures 
as may be necessarv' in connection therewith, and shall have general charge 
of all schools established for the purpose of carrying the law into effect. 

Sec. 7. In cases of peculiar hardship the Committee shall have authority, 
by a vote of not less than two-thirds of its members, to direct that a child 
who is not a boiia fide resilient of Philadelphia may, notwithstanding the pro- 
visions of Rule V, Section 2, be admitted as a pupil of one of the elementary 
schools, either upon condition that such child's relatives or friends shall an- 
nually pay into the treasury of the city a sum of money which shall cover 
such child's full proportionate share of the cost of maintaining the elemen- 
tary schools, or without any such payment, as the Committee shall determine. 



XVI. 

Committee on Special Schools. 

Section 1. The Committee on Special Schools shall have general charge 
of all matters pertaining to the Evening Schools (other than Evening High 
Schools), the Elementary Manual Training Schools, the School of Industrial 
Art, the Vacation Schools, Summer Playgroimds, and School Gardens, in- 
cluding the instruction in all branches taught therein; and shall recommend 
to the Board all persons who may be needed as teachers therein. In making 
such recommendations, it shall observe and be governed by the provisions 
of By-Law III, Section 10. 

Sec. 2. Prior to September 23d of each year the Committee shall desig- 
nate the number and location of school buildings at which persons desirous 
of becoming pupils of evening schools shall register, and shall make suitable 
provision for the opening of such schools on the evenings appointed for 
registration. Such preliminary registration shall end not later than Octo- 
ber 1st of each year. 

The registration of pupils shall be limited to those who do not attend 
a day school, public or private. 
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Xo one under seventeen years of age shall be regi8tere<l as a ])ui»il with- 
out the written a[>proval of a parent, guardian, employer, or some ri'spon- 
sible ]»erson. 

Sec. 3. After ascertaining the number of pupils enrolled, the Commit- 
tee shall report to the Board, for approval, at its stated meeting in Octokr 
of each year, the locations of the evening schools to be opened, their grades 
or character, and the times for opening and closing them. It shall at the 
same time nominate all j>ersons who, in the judgment of the Committee, 
should be a])pointed as Principals and teachers of such schools; smh nomi- 
nations to be made in conformity with the proNnsions of Rule XXVIII (Eli- 
gibility of Election). The District Superintendents shall Ik? Supervisors 
of the schools located in their respective distric-ts. 

Sec. 4. Excepting in the rural portions of the city, schools shall bo or- 
ganized upon the basis of eight or more divisions to each school. 

Divisions shall be formed upon the basis of an enrollment of twenty-five 
pupils for each class, and no division shall bo maintained where the average 
attendance therein falls below sixteen. 

Sec. r>. When the average attenilance in any division falls below six- 
teen, the teaoher whose services can, in the Judgment of the Principal of the 
School an«l the Supervisor of the District, be best dispensed with, shall be 
dropped. 

SE(\ 0. The sessions of the evening schools shall be held on Monday, 
Tue«<lMv and Wednesday of each week from 7.30 to 9.30, and shall eon- 
tinue each year so long as the Board shall direct. 

Sec. 7. A register shall be furnished to and kept by each school, in 
which shall be entered the name, age, residence, place of birth, occu|vation, 
name of ]>arent or guardian, and name of employer, if any, of each pupil. 

Sec. S. The Principal of an evening school, in all the divisions of which 
the required average attendance is maintained, shall not be required to take 
chargt' of a division, but shall devote his or her whole time to the general 
supervisi»>n of the entire school. Such Principal shall visit each division 
every evening, for the pur})ose of stimulating and encouraging the pupil?? 
and to render such assistance in the management and instruction of the 
]>upils as will l)est promote their individual progress. Jn the rural distri-t?. 
in schools of less than eight diAnsions, the Principal shall teach a class. 

Sec. 9. The Superintendent of Schools shall submit to the Committee, 
for its ap]»roval. suitable courses of instruction for the evening si'hools. 
These courses, and any changes in the same which may be made from tim® 
to time, shall be reported to the Board for approval, and, when adopted, 
shall V)e folhuved as nearly as the qualifications of the pupils will permit. 

The Committee shall have authority to make such minor rules and regu- 
lations for tlie government of the evening schools as may be found neces- 
sary, and as shall not be inconsistent with the provisions of this By-Law. 
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It shall report to the Board, for action by that body, a schedule of the 
mlarios to bo paid the Principals and assistant teachers of evening schools. 

Sec. 10. The Committee shall recommend to the Board the number of 
listrictH into which the city shall be divided; and a Supernsor shall be 
isssijfiied to each of said districts. 

The Supervisors shall observe the operation of the course of instruction; 
ee that it is followed by the teachers; explain to them its requirements, 
ind report from time to time to the Committee such changes in it as they 
nay deem beneficial. They shall impart to the teachers in the evening 
chools any improvements in methods of teaching which experience or ob- 
ervation may suggest. 

They shall devote their time to visiting the schools assigned them, see 
hat all rules for their government are enforced, take account of supplies 
m hand and supplies nee<led, and of the number of pupils in attendance, 
examine as to the condition and progress of the schools, and make weekly 
•eports to the Committee. 

They shall render such aid, and communicate such information to the 
?omniittoe, as it may require of them; and shall attend all meetings of 
he general Committee, and any meeting of a Sub-Committee, when re- 
juosted by the Chairman thereof. 

At the end of the term they shall make full report of the work done 
in the evening schools, furnishing all details that enter into the report to 
bo made by the Committee to the Board of Public Education. 

Sec. 11. No j)ersons other than those who hold Certificates of Qual- 
ification to teach in the elementary schools, issued bv the Board of Public 
PMucation, who have had at least two years' experience as teachers in the 
public day schools of the District, shall be appointed as teachers in the even- 
ing schools; jJiovidcd, however, that this rule shall not apply to teachers 
in the Evening High Schools, teachers of sewing and millinery, or teachers 
of special subjects. 

XVII. 
Committee on Property. 

Section 1. The Committee on Property shall have the super>-ision of 
the erection of all school buildings, and of all repairs and improvements 
to, and all alterations of, old buildings. 

The Committee may waive security where the contract involves the 
payment of less than five hundred dollars. 

Sec. 2. The Committee shall have charge of all matters pertaining to 
the j>urchase or condemnation of ground, or the renting of btiildings needed 
for school puri)oses, and shall make to the Board such recommendations 
in regard thereto as may be deemed proper. It shall consider all plans 
for the erection, repair or improvement of any school building which may 
be submitted by the Superintendent of Buildings pursuant to the pro- 
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visions of By-Law IV, Section 2, and shall report its recommendations 
thereon to the Board for the approval of that body. 

It shall have charge of the proper furnishing of school buildings, and 
of their sanitary, heating, lighting and ventilating equipment, and shall 
determine the same, and the amounts to be expended therefor, subject to 
the approval of the Board. In all matters pertaining to hygiene and sani- 
tation in the construction and improvement of school buildings, it shall 
confer with the Committee on Elementary Schools. 

Sec. 3. The Committee shall nominate to the Board a suitable person 
for the office of Superintendent of Buildings; and shall also consider, and 
report to the Board upon the nominations of such deputies and other as- 
sistants as shall have been made to it by the Superintendent, with recom- 
mendations in regard to their respective salaries. 

Sec. 4. WTienever a janitor shall be appointed by a Sectional School 
Board, the Committee shall report such appointment to the Board; and 
shall recommend the certification of the name of such appointee to the 
City Controller, or a declination so to certify, according to the fitness or 
unfitness of the appointee for such position. It shall also recommend the 
dismissal, for caiiSe, of any janitor in an Elementary School. 

It shall make such recommendations as may be deemed proper in re- 
gard to the salaries of janitors; and shall make rules and regulations de- 
fining the duties and qualifications of the janitors named in this Section, 
which shall be submitted to the Board for its approval. 

Sec. 5. The Committee shall, from time to time, inspect the buildings 
under the control of the Board, and report the condition of the same, and 
whatever may be required for the convenience, health and comfort of the 
pupils and the preservation of the property. 

Sec. 6. The Committee shall make report, in writing, to the Board at 
every stated meeting of all its transactions, in which report shall be set 
forth, in detail, each contract made during the preceding month. 

Sec. 7. The Committee shall inform the Board whenever a new school 
building is to be named. The vote of two-thirds of all the members of the 
Board shall be requisite for the choice of a name; but in no case shall 
any building be named after a living person. 



XVIII. 

The Committee on Supplies and Text-Books, 

Section 1. The Committee on Supplies and Text-Books shall have 
general supervision of the purchase and distribution of all supplies name^ 
in the provisions of By-Law V; and shall consider all applications, referred 
to it by the Board, for the introduction of new text-books or other pub- 
lications, or a revised or amended edition of any book in use. In consid- 
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ering such applications, the Committee shall confer with the Superintendent 
of Schools in regard to the suitability of such books for use in the schools. 

Sec. 2. The Committee, at the commencement of each year, shall ap- 
portion to each school its proportion of the appropriation for books and 
stationery for the current year, such apportionment to be based upon the 
number of pupils in the respective schools. 

It shall have power, in the event of improper interference by agents, 
-unauthorized bodies or others, with the selection by the teachers of books 
or other supplies, to withhold the books or other supplies in behalf of 
^%^hich such interference has been made; and shall report its action to the 
^oard. 

Sec. 3. It shall consider applications, referred to it by the Board, for 
the introduction of new text-books or other publications, or a revised or 
nmendcd edition of any in use. In case of applications for the intro- 
duction of revised or ameniled e<Utions of Histories and Geographies, which 
are already upon the text-book list of the Board, the Committee shall have 
power to act. The Committee shall examine the same thoroughly, and 
make n written report to the Board of such books and other publications, 
as shall be favorably acted upon; pro\'ided, that in no case shall the Com- 
mittee make a report upon any book or publication, unless each member 
of the Board has been furnished with a copy thereof, for examination, 
accompanied with a statement of the price at which the book will be sup- 
pdied to the Board, at least two months previous to the time of making 
said report.

Sec. 4. No new book, or other publication, shall be added to the school 
list except upon the recommendation of the Committee, and a two-thirds vote 
of the whole number of members of the Board. The Committee shall, before 
recommending the introduction of any new book, or recommending a change 
in any book or series of books, iletermine whether such recommendation is 
in accordance with the Act of Assembly which forbids any change to be 
made in school books, or series of text-bookf«, more than once in every period 
of three vears. 

Sec. 5. The Committee shall report to the Board books or other pub- 
lications that, in the opinion of the Committee, ought not to be retained on 
the list. 

Sec. 6. All books or publications adopted by the Board shall go upon 
the list the first day of January succeeding the time of such adoption. 

Sec. 7. No text-book that shnll hereafter be written by, or published for, 
any Superintendent. Assistant or District Superintendent, or Director, shall 
be placed on the list of text-books authorized to be used in the schools. 
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XIX. 
Committee on Normal School for Girls and QnalificaUon of Teachm. 

Section I. The Committee on Normal School for Oirls and Qualification 
of Teachers shall have general charge of the Normal School, the School of 
Periagogy, the qualification of teachers, and the administration of the Lewis 
Elkin Fund and of anv teachers* retirement fund that niav bo create*!. 

Sec. 2. The Committee shall visit the schools named in Section 1 as often 
as may l>e desirable, keep regular minutes of its proceedings, and present to 
the Board an annual report from the Princii)al of each school. 

If a vacancy should occur in the princii)alship, faculty, or teaching force 
of either school, the ('(Uiimittee shall recommend to the Board a suitable f»er- 
son to fill the same. 

Sec. 3. The (.'ommittee shall report to the Board the names and aver- 
ages of all members of the graduating class at either of saitl schools, and 
the grade of certificate to which the respective graduates shall be entitled. 

It shall also re]>ort the results of all examinaticms held by the Super- 
intendent of Schools in pursuaneo of the i)rovisions of Rule XXVI (Qualifi- 
cation of Teachers), an«l the kinds of certificates to which the suoces<»ful 
applicants are resi)ectively entitled. 

Sec. 4. The Committee shall, in eonjunction with the Committee on the 
Central High School, and Manual Training High Schools, for Boys, and the 
Committee on the High School, and Commercial High School, for Girls, re- 
port to the Board surh award of all scholarships at the disposal of the Board 
as, in their judgment, will make }>rovision for the most meritorions pupils. 
Except for sufficient cause, preference shall be given to those pupils of the 
Normal, Central High, Oirls' High, and Manual Training High Schools, who 
shall respectively have the highest graduation averages in said respective 
schools, and in the order of these averages. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the (Ommittee to consider all appli^^a- 
tions of persons who desire .to become l)eneficiaries of the ** Lewis Elkin 
YvLud for the relief of disabled female school teachers in the employ of the 
City of Philadelphia;" and to deternune the right of such applicants, or 
any of them to be made such beneficiaries, in accordance with the pronsion? 
of the testator's will and of this Bv-Lavv. 

The applications shall be made on printed forms to be furnished by the 
Committee. They shall rontaiu the oath or affirmation of the applicant to 
the truth of the statements therein contained, and her promise to notify the 
Conmiittee whenever and as soon as there shall l)e anv accession to her in* 
come or means of support. They shall be encdosed in a sealed envelope ad- 
dresseil to the President of the Board of Public Education, having these 
words only written on the outside of the envelope, viz. :—** Application to 1* 
made a beneficiary of the Lewis Elkin Fund. ' ' The President shall, there- 
upon, place them in the hands of the Committee for consideration and fin*'^ 
action. All such applications shall be entered, with the dates on which tbey 
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^ respectively reeeivotl, in a register to be kept for this purpose; and 
' shall be considered by the Committee in the order in which they were 
^e. Applications informally made prior to the adoption of this By-Law

In determining the right of the respective applicants to become bene- 
iaries, the Committee shall be governed by the following-named directions: 
Uile the service of the applicant as a teacher in the Public Schools of this 
y must aggregate a total of not less than twenty-five years, such service 
ed not have been continuous. The a])plicant may alrea<ly have left the 
rvice; or, being yet in the service, she may leave it for sufficient disa- 
lity. Service in the Public Evening Schools, or as a substitute, shall 
t be computed. Residence elsewhere than in Philadelphia shall not dis- 
alify any ap})licant. The words * * unmarried female teacher ' ' shall be 
cen to include widows and women who have been legally divorced. The 
rds "no means of su]>i>ort " shall be taken to mean no adequate means 
support; and an income not exceeding two hundred dollars per annum 
ill be considered as equivalent to **no means of support.*' Pref^»rence,

2 Board of Public Education and the proper officers of **The Pennsylvania 
nipany for Insurance on Lives and Granting Annuities,'* and to no other 
rson or persons whatever, except by the unanimous vote of the members 

the Committee. 
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To guard against any possible suspicion of favoritism in detennimng 
who may be made beneficiaries of the fund, the Committee shall, at all time*, 
strictly follow the provisions of this By-Law. 

As it is the express wish of the testator that the names of the women 
who shall receive the benefits of this fund shall not be made public, the 
meetings of the Committee shall be attended only by the applicants, such 
witnesses as may be called, and such clerical assistants as the Committee 
may need.

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of children who are six years of age and upwards. Children under six years of 
age, and not less than four years of age, are eligible for admittance to the 
Public Kindergartens. 

Sec. 2. No child who is not a bona fide resident of Philadelphia, or who 
cannot produce a certificate of successful vaccination, or of having had the 
smallpox, or who has not a transfer, in cases provided for by the rule of the 
Board of Public Education, is entitled to admittance to the Elementary Schools. 

Sec. 3. Unless otherwise directed by the Superintendent a pupil in good 
standing in any school shall be given a transfer, by the Principal, to the 
school of the same grade nearest the residence of such pupil, when such transfer 
is requested by the parent or guardian. 

VI. 

The Elementary Schools.— School Sessions. 

Section 1. The Elementary Schools shall have two sessions each day, with 
fifteen minutes recess each session; the morning session to begin at 9 A. M. 
and close at 12 M., and the afternoon session to begin at 1.30 P. M. and close 
at 3.30 P. M.; except that from the 15th (inclusive) of June to the beginning 
of the summer vacation, and from the reopening of the schools to the 15th 
(inclusive) of September there shall be one session only, from 9 A. M. to 12 M., 
with fifteen minutes recess. 

Sec. 2. On stormy days a single session may be held, subject to the 
approval of the Superintendent, — the primary grades from 9 A. M., to 12 M-, 
and the Granmiar Grades from 9 A. M. to 1 P. M., with fifteen minutes recess. 

Sec 3. The teachers shall be in their respective class rooms at least fifteen 
minutes prior to the hours at which the morning and afternoon sessions com- 
mence, and shall write his or her name, and time of arrival at school, each 
session, in a book kept for that purpose. 

Sec. 4. The sessions of morning Kindergartens shall be from 9 A. M. to 
12 M., and of the afternoon kindergartens from 1 to 4 P. M. 

In Kindergartens established prior to March, 1896, having both morning 
and afternoon sessions, the sessions shall be from 9 A. M. to 12 M., and from 
2 to 4 P. M. 

Sec. 5. No Kindergarten with morning and afternoon sessions shall here- 
after be established, and no person shall be eligible to teach in a morning 
Kindergarten, holding sessions from 9 A. M. to 12 M., and also in an after- 
noon Kindergarten, holding sessions from 1 to 4 P. M. 

VII. 
The Elementary Schools. — Opening Exercises. 

Section 1. At the opening of each morning session of the Bchoolfl, tt 
least ten verses of the Bible shall be read, without note or comment, to the 
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pupils bv the Principal; or in his or her absence, bj one of the Assistants. 
A suitable hymn may also be sung. 

Sec. 2. Recitations of a patriotic nature, and the singing of a patriotic 
song, shall form a part of the opening exercises onoe a week 



Vlll. 

The Elementary Schools. — Registry of Pupils and reports. 

Section 1. Principals of schools shall keep a register of the age, full 
name, date of admittance and place of birth of each pupil, and the full name, 
residence and occupation of his or her parent or guardian. 

Sec. 2. They shall keep a daily record of the number of pupils present. 

Sec. 3. When a pupil has left school permanently, or has been absent 
without explanation for one month, or has been suspended for a period of one 
month, or has been absent on account of sickness for ten weeks, such pupil's 
name shall be taken from the register of pupils belonging to the school. 

Skc. 4. Principals of schools shall make a monthly report to the Superin- 
tendent within two days after the end of the month, containing such statistics 
and other informaticn as the Superintendent of Schools may require. The 
school month shall begin and end with the calendar month. 

Sec. 5. Principals of schools shall forward the annual report to the 
Superintendent one week prior to the first of January. 



TX. 
The Elementary Schools.— Average Attendance. 

Section 1. The average attendance in a school for the month shall not 
be less than forty pupils to each teacher, except as follows: — 

(a) In consolidated schools of not more than two divisions, thirty pupils 
to each teacher. 

(6) In Kindergartens, twenty-;lve pupils to each teacher. 

Sec. 2. When additional classes and teachers are needed in any school, the 
Sui)erintendent shall report the same to the Committee on Elementary Schools, 
with such recommendations as in his judgment may seem best. When a school 
is overcrowded and there is no room in which an additional division can be 
placed, and no arrangement can be made for the transfer of the surplus pupils 
to a nearby school, the Superintendent may authorize a separation of the pupils 
belonging to any grade into two classes, each of which shall attend but one 
daily session, morning or afternoon, such sessions to be three hours for first 
grade pupils and not less than four hours for grades above the first. Such sepa- 
ration shall continue until otherwise ordered by the Superintendent. 
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Sec. 3. \Yhen the average attendance in a school is less than that fiied by 
the Rule of the Board, the Board of Superintendents shall recommend to the 
Committee on Elementary Schools that a division or diiisions shall be dropped. 

X. 

The Elementary Schools.— The Marking of Pupils. 

Section 1. The Teachers of the Elementary Schools shall keep a monthlv 
record of the atan<ling of pupils in their respective classes, in words or figures, 
to be reported to the Principal at the close of each month. 

Sec. 2. The Principals of the Elementary Schools shall keep a permantut 
monthly record of the standing of jmpils in all the classes, in words or figures. 

Sec. 3. The said records shall be kept on a numerical basis of 100. \riih 
corresponding worils as follows: Distinguished, 100; Excellent. 90; Good. S'^; 
Fair, 70; Poor, 00; Very Poor, 50 and below. 

Sec. 4. Principals shall on the first of December and the first of March of 
each year make a report to the Superintendent of Schools showing the standing 
of all eighth grade pupils, marked on the above basis; and on the first of Jun^ 
of each year shall present a report to the Superintendent, showing the stand- 
ing of all pupils in their respective grades (except the first grade), marked on 
the above basis; provided, that the standing of the pupils given in the abtwe 
reports shall be determined by the judgment of the principal and teacher and 
not by averaging the monthly records. 

XI. 

Promotion of Pupils of the Elementary Schools. 

Section 1. Promotions from grade to grade in the Elementary Si'hools 
shall l>e made semi-annually in the months of January and June; provided, 
however, that, upon the approval of the Board of Superintendents, additional 
stated i>eriods of promotion for all grades except the eighth may be established 
in schools that are so constituted as to render such action advisable. 

Sec. 2. All pupils in grades from second to seventh, inclusive, certified bv 
the ])rincipala of the respective schools to the Superintendent of Schools as 
qualified for the work of a higher grade, shall, upon the approval of the 
Sui)erintendent, bo promoted without examination. 

All other pui»ils in said grades shall be entitled to an examination to de- 
termine their qualification for promotion; said examination to be conducted 
in such manner as the Superintendent of Schools shall direct ; provided, how- 
ever, that promotions at other periods than June may be approved by certifica- 
tion alone. 

Pupils of the first grade shall be promoted on the certification of Principals 
and the api)rotal of the Superintendent, without reference to their numerical 
rating and without examination. 
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Sec. 3. All examinations for promotion from grade to grade in the Ele- 
ntary Schools Bhall be under the direction of the Superintendent of Schools^ 
i such examinations shall, as far as possible, be in writing. 

Sec. 4. Incidental promotions within a school may be made bj the Prin- 
al of the School whenever, in his or her judgment, the progress of the pupil 
y justify it; and incidental promotions may be made, also, from one school 
a higher grade of another school, upon the concurring judgment of the two 
ncipals; provided, however, that all such promotions shall be made subject 
the written approval of the Superintendent of Schools. 

Sec. 5. All pupils in the eighth grade certified by the Principals of the 
pective schools to the Superintendent of Schools as qualified for the work of 

High Schools and as ha\'ing completed the course of study in the grade, and 
being bona fide residents of Philadelphia, shall be promoted to such High 
lools without examination, upon such certification being approved by the 
^erintendent of Schools. Such certificate shall also state the residence of the 
-ents or guardian of each pupil named therein. All other pupils of the 
hth grade shall be entitled to an examination to determine their qualifications 

promotion to the High Schools; provided, that such pupils shall have been 
the eighth grade five months immediately preceding said examination and 
t they are bona fide residents of Philadelphia. 

Sec. 6. The examination of eighth grade pupils for admittance to the 
jh Schools shall be under the direction of the Superintendent, who shall be 
isted by such Principals and other school officials as may be designated by 
I. This examination shall be in the following branches: — 

Heading, 

Spelling, 

Language, 

Arithmetic, 

Geography, 

United States History and Civil Government, 

Physiology. 

Sec. 7. A minimum average of 50 per cent, in Reading, Language and 
thmetic, and a general average of 70 per cent, in all the branches shall be 
uired for promotion to the High Schools. 

Sec. 8. Any pupil attending the said examination who shall receive a 
eral average of 70 per cent., or upwards, in all the branches, but who shall 
I to receive the minimum average of 50 per cent, in Beading, Language or 
thmetic, shall be entitled to a re -examination in the minimum branch or 
nches in which he or she has failed; and shall, upon obtaining the above 
rages, be promoted, if in other respects eligible for admittance to a High 
ool. 

Any pupil examined for promotion to the higher schools, whose general 
rage is 69 or upwards, and less than 70, shall not be re-examined in those 
jects in which the passing mark of 70 or upwards was attained, unless such 
>il so desires. 
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Such re-ezamination shall be held at a time (not later than September 
15th) and place to be named by the Superintendent of Schools, with the ap- 
proval of the Committee designated in Section 10, of this Bule; and due 
notice thereof shall be given to all pupils who shall be entitled to attend it. 

Sec. 9. Private schools located within the city limits, and of equal grade 
with the grammar schools of this district, shall be permitted to send pupils, 
who are domiciled in the City of Philadelphia, to attend the annual ezamiiui* 
tion for admittance to the High Schools, upon a certificate signed by the Prin- 
cipal of the respective schools which said pupils have been attending; and said 
pupils shall, if they satisfactorily pass the examination, be admitted. 

Sec. 10. If, after the conclusion of the June examination for promotion, 
application for admittance to any of the High Schools shall be made by boys or 
girls, who were not domiciled in this city at the time of the examination and 
who afterwards shall have become bona-fide residents of Philadelphia, or \fho 
were prevented from taking or completing that examination on account of per- 
sonal illness or death in their immediate families (which fact shall be certified 
by the attending physician), or for any other equally conclusive reason, such 
application shall be placed in the hands of the Superintendent of Schools, who 
shall submit the same, with all necessary information, to a committee consisting 
of the President of the Board, and the Chairman of the respective Committees 
on Normal School and Qualification of Teachers, Central High School and 
Manual Training High Schools for Boys, High School and Commercial Higb 
School for Girls, and Elementary Schools. If said committee shall be satisfied 
that such applications are made in good faith and are not evasions of any of 
the provisions of this Rule, it may direct the examination of any or all of said 
applicants for the purpose of determining their respective qualifications for 
admittance to the school and class which they respectively desire to enter. 
Applicants for admittance to the lowest class in any of said schools shall be 
examined upon the branches named in Section 6, on questions to be prepared 
by the Superintendent. Applicants for admittance to any of the higher classes 
of said schools shall be examined by the respective Presidents or Principals of 
the high schools, upon questions prepared by them, or under their direction by 
members of the faculties of their respective schools, which will thoroughly test 
the qualification of the applicants for admittance to such classes. The results 
of such examinations shall be reported by the respective Presidents or Principal* 
of said schools to the Superintendent, who may, thereupon, with the approval of 
said committee, in all cases where the applicants so examined shall have obtained 
the general and minimum averages required for admittance to the lowest eltf> 
in any of said schools, and in all cases where the applicants -for admittance to 
any of the higher classes thereof shall have been found qualified therefor, certify 
their names to the respective Committees on the High Schools to which they t^ 
admittance. Said Committees may, immediately, admit said applicants teni- 
porarily, their permanent admittance to abide such action as the Board idK 
take on a report to be made by the Superintendent, giving the names of tfa« 
respective applicants who shall have passed such examination sneeeflsfnlly. 
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Sec. 11. No pupil shall be admitted to, or continued in, anj of the High 
Schools in this District, unless he or she shall be a bona fide resident of Phila- 
delphia ; provided, however, that in case a pupil of any of said schools, who at 
the time of his or her admittance was a bona fide resident of Philadelphia, 
shall subsequently change bis or her residence to a place outside the limits of 
the city, such pupils may, nevertheless, be continued in the school to which he 
or she was so adniitted upon paying into the treasury of the city, annually, a 
sum of money which shall cover such pupil's full proportionate share of the 
cost of maintaining such school. 

The sum to be paid shall be ascertained by dividing the total yearly cost 
of maintaining the school by the whole number of pupils attending the school 
at its opening in September, and the quotient, giving the cost of instruction per 
pupil for the year, shall be the sum which such pupil shall pay. 

Sec 12. In cases of peculiar hardship, the Special Committee named in 
Section 10 of this rule shall, notwithstanding the provisions of Section 11, have 
authority, by a vote of not less than two-thirds of its members, to direct that 
a child who is not a bona fide resident of Philadelphia may, if in all otber 
respects qualified for admittance to one of the High Schools, be so admitted, 
either upon the annual payment into the treasury of the city of a sum of money 
Tvhich shall cover such pupil 's full proportionate share of the cost of maintaining 
the school to which the child shall be admitted, or without any such payment 
as the Committee shall determine. 



XII. 

The High Schools. 

Section 1. The High Schools of Philadelphia are the Central High School 
for Boys, the High School for Girls, the Commercial High School for Girls, and 
the Manual Training High Schools for Boys. 

Sec. 2. The sessions of the High Schools shall open at 9 A. M., and close 
not earlier than 2 P. M., with a proper intermission at noon. 



XIII. 

The High SchooU.— Method of Marking ^ Promotion and Orctduation, 

Section 1. Pupils of the High Schools shall be conditioned in a study 
when they fail to do satisfactory work therein during the school year. 

Sec. 2. Pupils of the High Schools who, during the first year of the course, 
shall be conditioned in work representing a requirement of more than five hours 
a week, must, prior to the opening of the next school year in September, remove 
the conditions or condition for failure in work other than, and in excess of, 
that included in the said limitation of five hours a week; otherwise, they must 
repeat the year. 
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Sec. 3. Pupils promoted with a condition or conditions in work reprejent- 
ing a requirement of five hours a week, or less, or pupils who may be promot^l 
under provisions of Section 2, may cancel such condition or conditions by exami- 
nation prior to the opening of the next school year in September; or, by 
successful work in the same study or studies (if continuous) during the second 
year; or, by a vote of two-thirds of the Committee on the School, taken upon 
the written recommendation of a majority of the teachers of the pupil, approved 
they must repeat the year. 

Sec. 4. Pupils, who during the second year of the course in a school having 
a three years' course, or during the second or third year of the course in a 
school having a four years ' course, shall be conditioned, in either of those years, 
in work representing ft requirement of more than five hours a week, miist. prior 
to the opening of the next school year in September, remove the condition or 
conditions imposed during the current year for failure in work other than, and 
in excess of, that included in said limitation of five hours a week; otherwise, 
they must repeat the year. 

Sec. 5. Pupils who, during the second year of the course in a school hav- 
ing a three years ' course, or during the second or third year of the course in a 
school having a four years ' course, shall be conditioned, in either of those years, 
in work representing a requirement of five hours a week, or less, or pupils who 
may be promoted under the pro\isious of Section 4, may cancel such con- 
dition or conditions in the manner provided in Section 3. All conditions must 
be cancelled, in one of the modes named, not later than the close of the school 
year succeeding that in which they were imposed. 

Sec. 6. Examinations may be held in each of the High Schools, in May 
or June, and in the first week in September, for the canceling of conditions; and 
pupils conditioned may attend either, or both, of said examinations. 

Sec. 7. Pupils of the High Schools who shall have completed satisfactorily 
the course of study therein, shall be graduated. No pupil shall be graduated 
whose general average rates below C plus, equal to 70. Pupils of the graduating 
years who have failed in one study only, and with no uncanceled condition from 
any preceding year, may be graduated by a vote of two-thirds of the Committee 
on the School, taken upon the writteen recommendation of a majority of the 
teachers of the pupil, approved by the President or Principal of the School 
Provided, however, that the study in which the pupil has failed shall not be either 
English or Arithmetic. The entire recommendation, and the yeas and najB o^ 
the vote taken, shall in all cases, be entered in full on the minutes of the respw* 
tive Committees. 

Sec. 8. Pupils who have failed in one study only, or in work representing 
a requirement of five hours a week, or less, during the graduating year, and who 
shall not be graduated at the close of that year, shall be permitted to remain on 
the roll of the school during the succeeding year, without being required to 
attend ; and may be examined, not later than the close of the succeeding ytsx, 
in the study or studies in which they have failed. Such examinations shall be <>' 
a character to determine whether such pupils are, in point of requirement and 
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proficiency for graduation, with the members of the then graduating class. 
Tf successful in passing such examination, such pupils shall be graduated; other- 
wise their names shall be taken from the*roU of the school. This provision ^h:^!! 
not be construed to prevent any such pupil from repeating the entire year if 
he or she shall prefer to do so. 

Sec. 9. The system of marking all the pupils of the High Schools shall be 
as follows: — 

A, equal to 90. A plus equal to 100. 

B, equal to 80. B plus equal to 85. 

C, equal to 65. C plus equal to 70. 

D, below 65. 

Note.— The words "work representing a requirement of more than five hours a week" 
mean **work, in one or more studies to which, in the aggregate, more than five hours a 
^week are allotted." 

The third letter (C) indicates the degree of excellence required to pass 
in any subject during any year of the course except the senior or last year. 

The fourth letter (D) indicates failure. 

During the senior year of the course, the teachers shall keep a record in 
figures, as nearly precise as possible, of all tests and work of the pupils, which 
record shall be solely for the use of the Faculty and the Board of Public 
Education. 



XIV. 

Admittance to the Normal School for Girls and the School of Pedagogy. 

Section 1. All graduates of the High School for Girls who shall have 
completed either the General, Classical or Latin Scientific course of study 
therein, in the manner prescribed in Rule XIII, shall, upon a certificate from 
the Committee on High School, and Commercial High School, for Girls, attested 
by the Principal of the School, be entitled to admission to the Normal School 
for Girls. 

Sec. 2. All graduates of the Central High School who have obtained the 
degree of Bachelor of Arts or Bachelor of Science, all graduates of any school 
having a course of study equivalent to that of the Central High School, and all 
graduates of the Manual Training High Schools who enter and complete the 
work of the Senior Class of the Central High School, shall be entitled to ad- 
mission to the School of Pedagogy, if the faculty of that school shall approve 
their fitness therefor. 

Sec. 3. All such graduates must, as a prerequisite to their admittance to 
either of said schools, furnish the certificate of physical fitness provided for in 
Rule XXVI, Section 13. 
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XV. 

The School of Industrial Art, 

Section 1. Admittance to the School of Industrial Art shall be limited 
to the pupils of the grades designated by the Board on the recommendation of 
the Superintendent of Schools. 

Sec. 2. Applications for admittance shall be registered with the Principal 
of said school, and applicants shall be admitted as vacancies occur. Pupils 
who attended the school the previous term shall be entitled to re-enrolhnent 
before new applicants are admitted, and the names of other applicants must 
be sent to the Principal by the Principals of the Schools on or before tue 
second Monday of the term. 

Sec. 3. Pupils shall be admitted only upon the written application of 
their parents or guardians, and a certificate from the Principal of the school 
to which the pupils belong. 

Sec. 4. In admitting pupils the quota shall be fixed by the Committee on 
Special Schools, pursuant to the recommendation of the Superintendent of 
Schools, and applicants shall be admitted from each school in the order of their 
standing in drawing. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the Principal to keep the Principals of the 
schools to which the pupils respectively belong regularly informed of their at- 
tendance at the School of Industrial Art, and absence therefrom shall be charged 
against the pupils in accordance 'v^'ith the rules of the school to which thej 
belong. 

Sec. 6. Pupils who shall be absent two consecutive sessions, or three aw- 
sions in any one moijth, unless the absence is satisfactorily accounted for bf 
their parents or guardians, shall forfeit their seats in the school. It shall be 
the duty of the Principal to notify the Principal of the school to which the 
pupils belong that their names have been stricken from the roll. 

Sec. 7. Certificates shall be granted by the Board to pupils who finish the 
whole course of study, and execute an original design in clay, wood, or metal 
to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Schools. 



XVI. 

Compulsory Education. 

Section 1. The Superintendent of Schools shnll have charge of the en- 
forcement of the law of Compulsory Education, as provided in Section 9 of 
By-Laws III (Duties of Superintendent of Schools). Such enforcement sha^ 
be conducted by means of a Chief of the Bureau of Attendance and one Assist- 
ant, a number of clerks, a number of Attendance Officers, and a number of 
schools for truant and incorrigible children, called Special Schools. This de- 
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partment of the work of the Superintendent shall be known as the Bureau of 
Compulsory Education. 

Sec. 2. The Superintendent shall recommend to the Committee on Elemen- 
tray Schools such rules and regulations governing the duties of Principals of 
the Elementary Schools in their relation to the enforcement of the law of Com- 
pulsory Attendance as in his judgment may seem advisable or necessary, and 
shall see that these rules and regulations are properly carried out. 

Sec. 3. The Superintendent shall prepare such rules and regulations con- 
cerning the duties of Attendance Officers as he may deem necessary for the 
proper 'inforcement of the law of Compulsory Education, and shall submit the 
same to the Committee on Elementary Schools for its approval. He shall see 
that these duties arc properly performed, and shall recommend to said Com- 
mittee the suspension or dismissal of any officer for inefficiency or continued 
Tieglect of duty. 

Sec. 4. The Superintendent shall recommend to the Board the establish- 
ment of such Truant Schools as shall be needed for the efficient enforcement 
of the law. He shall prepare * * eligible lists ' ' of persons suitable for Principals 
and teachers for these schools, and shall submit the same to the Committee on 
Elementary Schools when a Principal or teacher is to be chosen; shall recom- 
mend the course of instruction for these schools, and shall see that the work of 
instruction and management is performed in a satisfactory manner. He shall 
Tecommend to the Committee on Elementary Schools the dropping or transfer 
of any teacher or Principal who is not performing his or her duty satisfac- 
torily. 

Sec. 5. In nominating, to the Committee on Elementary Schools, persons 
to fill vacancies or additional positions as Attendance Officers, the Superin- 
tendent shall limit himself to the names which shall stand highest on an eligible 
list, made up after an examination or exanii nations of the educational qualifica- 
tions of the persons who shall attend the examination, coupled with an inquiry 
into their fitness in other respects. The Committee shall have authority to direct 
such examination to be held by the Superintendent. 

XVll. 

The Elementary Schools,— Ditties of Principals. 

Section 1. Principals of schools are the responsible administrative heads 
of their respective Bthools. They shall take all proper measures to carry out in 
their several schools all requirements of the Board Of Public Education expressed 
in its By-Laws, Bulcs, Regulations, and Resolutions, and all instructions issued 
in pursuance thereof by the Superintendent of Schools. 

Sec. 2. Principals shall see that their pupils are properly classified, that 
the course of study iy faithfully carried out by means of a well-arranged pro- 
gram, and that the work of assistant teachers is in accordance with correct 
methods of teaching. They shall conduct the examination and promotion of their 
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pupils in accordance with the rules of the Board of Public Education under the 
direction of the Superintendent of Schools. 

Sec. 3. Principals shall make regulationa for the proper assembly and 
dismissal of pupils, and shall require the teachers to take such charge of pupils 
while passing through the halls and on the stairways, and during recess, as 
may in their judgment be considered best for the protection and care of the 
pupils and the discipline of the school. 

Sbc. 4. Principals shall, with the approval of the Superintendent, assign 
the teachers to their respective grades; pro\ided that no such assignment which 
involres a change of salary shall be made without the sanction of the Committee 
on Elementary Schools. All vacancies occurring among their teachers shall be 
promptly reported 'to the Superintendent of Schools. 

Sec. 5. Principals shall visit frequently the several classes of their re- 
spective schools, inspect the work of their assistant teachers, and hold such 
conferences with them as may be necessary for improving their methods ot 
instruction and discipline. They shall give special attention to newly appointed 
teachers and to substitute teachers. 

Sec. 6. Principals shall see that their assistant teachers are punctual in 
reaching the school buildings, and that the time of their arrival is correctlr 
recorded in a book kept for that purpose They shall record on the Monthly 
Beport the tardiness and absence of teachers during the current month. 

Sec. 7. Principals shall see that the teachers give proper attention to 
the ventilation and temperature of their class rooms, and that janitors shall 
perform their duties in regard to the cleanliness, heating and ventilating of 
their respective school buildings. 

Sec. 8. Principals shall exercise care to prevent any injury being done to 
the school buildings, school furniture, school books or other school propertr, 
and shall take the requisite steps to have any such injury repaired at the 
earliest possible moment. No pupil shall be asked to purchase books or sup- 
plies except to replace such as have been abused or destroyed. 

Sec. 9. Principals shall keep permanent records of the admittance, pr^^* 
motion, transfer, withdrawal, or dismissal of pupils; and shall in addition to 
the monthly and annual reports provided for under the rule in reference to 
"registry of pupils" present such other reports to the Superintendent of 
Schools, upon such matters and in such forms as the rules of the Board and 
the direction of the Superintendent of Schools may require. 

Sec. 10. Principals shall see that the fire-escapes are used frequently ^ 
the various classes of their respective schools; and they shall at least twice a 
month hold fire drills with their teachers and pupils, so that in case of emcf' 
gency, safe egress from the building can be effected with the greatest possible 
dispatch. 

Sec. 11. Principals shall see that pupils are not required or requested to 
go from the school building on errands during school hours, except in cases of 
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necessity or emergency, and with the consent of the pupil. In case of such 
flervice, a record shall be kept of the name of the pupil sent, with the date, 
reasons thereof, and time of the pupil 's absence from school. 

Skc. 12. Principals may, once a month, with the approval of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools, dismiss their respective schools a half hour before the usual 
time of closing, for the purpose of advice or instruction m school duties, or 
the discussion of educational principles, or for a conference with t)ie District 
Superintendent; said meeting to continue in session for one hour. AH teachers 
of the school shall be required to attend such meetings, and any dereliction of 
this duty shall be noted on the monthly reports for the school. 

Sec. 13. Principals shall report to the Superintendent of Schools all cases 
of insubordination, or inefficiency in methods of teaching and discipline, and 
also cases of frequent absences from school duties or carelessness, or lack of 
interest in the work of teachers. I'hey shall also report all cases of inefficiency 
or neglect of duty of janitors. 



XVIII. 

Pay-Bolls, 

Section 1. On the last school day of each month, excepting July and 
Au^st, a Principal in each school building, who shall be designated by the 
iJommittee on Elementary Schools, shall forward to the Secretary of the Boaro 
pay-rolls, certified by him or her, stating the name of each teacher in the build- 
ing and the grade or grades taught by him or her, the annual and monthly (one- 
tenth ot the annual) salary of each teacher, and the name of janitor and his 
or her annual and monthly (one- twelfth of the annual) salary. The death, 
resignation or absence of a teacher, and the time thereof, the name of tht- 
substitute, and the time of service of each substitute, shall be stated and de- 
<luction (in accordance with the rule of the Board) made from the monthly 
pay of the absent teacher. If a teacher shall have been transferred to another 
school during the month, that fact, together with the date of transfer and the 
name of the school to which transferred, shall be stated. 

Sec. 2. One warrant shall be drawn in the name of the Principal desig- 
nated, as provided in the foregoing section, for the total salaries stated on 
said pay-rolls, and payment shall be thereupon maile by said Principal from 
the cash amount of said warrant to the several persons named on said pay- 
rolls, the payment to each being the sum stated opposite his or her name. The 
receipted pay-roll shall be returned oy said Principal to the office of the 
Board within five days after the delivery of the warrant. 

Sec. 3. On the last day of the months of July and August, pay-rolls for 
said months shall be made from the June pay-rolls for the janitors of the 
different school-houses, and warrants shall be drawn in the names of the 
several janitors in accordance with the pay-rolls so made. 
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XIX. 

Supplies. 

Section 1. All supplies of books an J stationery shall be obtained by a 
requisition upon the Board, signed by the Principal of the school. 

Sec. 2. >«o book shall be used in the schools as a text-book unless author- 
ized by the Board. 

>jo pupil shall be requested or required to purchase any book, except to 
replace a lost or damaged book. 

No teacher shall be permitted to sell to the pupils any supplies received 
from the Board. 

Sec. 3. Before books are supplied to the schools they shall be stampeil 
in several places as follows: — **The Property of the Board of Public Education 
of the First School District of Pennsylvania. ' ' 

XX. 

Sales to Teachers or Pupils and Taking of Pictures, etc. 

Section 1. Agents, or other persons, shall not be permitted to visit 
teachers at the schools for the purpose of influencing the purchase, order, or 
use, of books or supplies, or for the purpose of taking a picture of buildings 
or pupils. 

Sec. 2. Tickets shall not be sold to, or money collected from, pupils, br 
teachers or other persons, for any purpose whatever. 

Sec. 3. Visitors shall not be permitted to converse with the teachers or 
pupils in the class-rooms, nor to visit the class-rooms during school hours unless 
accompanied by, or having the written permission of, the Principal of the 
school, or a member of this Board; and all telephonic communications during 
school hours to the school or teachers must be made through the Principal. 



XXI. 

Studies. 

The various courses of study adopted by the Board of Public Education 
for all the schools under its jurisdiction shall constitute part of the rules of 
the Board. 

XXII. 

Closing of Schools, 

Section 1. The schools shall be closed as follows:— From July first to 
September seventh, both dates inclusive; from December twenty-fifth to Jan^' 
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ry, first, both dates inclusive; on Washington's Birthday, Good Friday, kmi 
laster Monday, and on National and State Thanksgiving and Fast Days. 

Sec. 2. Whenever, in cases of emergency, it shall be advisable to close 
imporarily any or all of the elementary schools at a time or times not expressly 
uthorized by the Board, the Committee on Elementary Schools may direct such 
osing. 

Sec. 3. Whenever the Superintendent of Schools shall deem it advisable 
) close an elementary school or schools at a time or for a purpose not ex- 
ressly authorized, he shall recommend the same to the Committee on Elementary 
chools, stating the reason or reasons for advising such closing, and the par- 
colar days, day, or part of a day, on which it is recommended that such 
'hool or schools shall be closed; una the Committee shall have power to 
ithorize such closing for such length of time as it may consider proper. 

The Committee may delegate to the Superintendent of Schools such author- 
y in tlfis matter as it may deem advisable. 

Sec. 4. The Princ'ipal of each school shall specify, in the monthly report, 
ich day or part of day, other than the holidays expressly authorized by the 
lies of the Board, upon which his or her school was closed, and state the reason 
•r such closing; also the days on which a single session was held owing to 
onny weather. 

Sec. 5. A proportionate deduction shall be made from the salaries of the 
rincipal and teachers of any school which shall have been closed contrary to 
is rule. 

XXIII. 

Use of School Buildings. 

Section 1. School buildings and grounds shall be used for educational 
irposes only. 

XXIV. 
Vaccinution an"^ Exclusion from School on Account of Contagious Diseases. 

Section 1. Xo child shall be admitted to, or continued as a pupil in, any 
f the public schools of this District, without a certificate signed by a regls- 
red physician, setting forth that such child has been successfully vacci- 
ited or that it has previously had smallpox. Such certificate shall not have 
»en issued sooner than five days after the performance of the operation, nor 
ithout personal inspection of the site of the operation by the physician is- 
ling the certificate. 

Upon notice from the Bureau of Health, Principals of Schools shall re- 

ise to admit any child of the age of twelve years, or upwards, except upon 

certificate, signed by a registered physician, setting forth that such child 

IS been revaccinated within a period of four years from date of the appli- 

ition for admittance and giving the results of the re-vaccination. 
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The Principal of each school shall note, on the register of pupils of the 
school, opposite the name of each pupil, the fact that the certificate named 
in either of the preceding paragraphs has been given. 

Such certificate shall be kept on file by the Principal, and shall be given 
to the pupil, when transferred or promoted to another school, for presentation 
to, and filing by, the Principal of such other school. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Principals to report quarterly, to the 
Superintendent of Schools, the number of non-vaccinated children applying 
for admittance to their respective schools. 

Sec. 3. When smallpox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, diphtheritic croup, mem- 
branous croup, cerebro-spinal meningitis, cholera, yellow fever, bubonic plague, 
glanders or anthrax shall exist in the family of any pupil or teacher, or ant 
person connected with, any of the public schools of this District, or in the 
house in which any of said pupils, teachers or other persons reside, all such 
pupils, teachers or other persons shall be excluded from school and the school 
building, and shall not be permitted to return until he, she or they shall pre- 
sent the written approval of the Bureau of Health. 

Sec. 4. When measles, german measles, chickenpox, mumps or whooping 
cough shall exist in the family of any pupil or teacher, or of any person con- 
nected with, any of the public schools of this District, or in the house in 
which any of said pupils, teachers or other persons reside, no such pnpil, 
teacher or other person shall be permitted to attend school or enter the school 
building, without the written approval of the Bureau of Health; such ap- 
proval to be based upon careful examination of all the circumstances sur- 
rounding the case. 

Sec. 5. Any pupil suffering from tonsilitis, contagrious eye diseases, or 
parasitic diseases of the head or body, must be excluded from school until 
the Bureau of Health shall have certified that all liability to •communicate the 
disease to others has passed. 

XXV. 

Organization of Schools under a Supervising Principal. 

Section 1. One or more schools in the same building may, upon the r^* 
ommendation of the Superintendent of Schools, to the Committee on Elemen- 
tary Schools, be organized by the Board of Public Education under one Pr''^* 
cipal to be known as a Supervising Principal; provided, that a Sui>eni8ing 
Principal shall not be appointed in any building unless all the schools au<* 
divisions in said building are re-organized as one school and placed under his 
or her direction; and provided further, that no building containing primary 
schools shall be placed under a Supervising Principal where there would h« 
less than ten divisions in the school so organized; and that no building con- 
taining a grammar school or grammar schools, only, or primary schools, i^ 
addition to a grammar school or grammar schools, shall be placed under a 
Supervising Principal where there would be less than twelve divisions. 
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henever the number of divisions in a school so organized, having gram- 
ar grades, becomes less than ten, or, having only primary grades, becomes 
ss than eight, the position of Supervising Principal shall be vacated, and 
e several divisions shall be organized as one school with a teaching Principal. 



XXVI. 

Qualification of Teachers.— Scholastic and Professional Qualifications. 

Section 1. The Superintendent of Schools shall hold annual examina- 
ons of such persons as may apply for Certificates of Qualification to teach 
I the public schools of the First School District of Pennsylvania, on the 
mrth Wednesday of September, and the following Thursday, Friday, Mon- 
ly and Tuesday. Special examinations shall be held at such times as the 
oard may direct. No pupil of a public school shall attend any of said 
Laminations, nor any person, under the age of nineteen years; nor shall any 
ipil of the Philadelphia Normal School for Girls or the School of Pedagogy 
} permitted to attend except by the permission of the Committee on Normal 
?hool and Qualification of Teachers. Applicants must register at the Super- 
tendent's office at least three days prior to the examination. 

Sec. 2. When the results of an examination so held shall be ascertained, 
;e names of the successful applicants shall be reported to the Board at its 
?xt stated meeting. A permanent record of the examination, sho\\ing the 
imes and averages of the applicants, their experience in teaching, average 
I each branch, and the general average obtained by each applicant, shall be 
;pt in the office of the Board. 

Sec. 3. The Board of Public Education shall award to each of the suc- 
^ssful applicants who attend such annual or special examinations one of the 
allowing certificates, viz. :— Supervising Principalis, Principars, Assistant's, 
kindergarten Principal's, and Sewing Teacher's. 

Sec. 4. Applicants for the Supervising Principal's Certificate shall be 
camined in the following subjects: — 

Educational Psychology. 
History of Education. 
Science and Art of Teaching. 
School Economv, and 
Philosophy of Education; 

nd must obtain a general average of not less than 80 per cent, in all the 
ubjects, and an average of not lees than 60 per cent, in any one subject, 
iaid examination may be partly oral and partly written. 

Sec. 5. Applicants for the Principal's and the Assistant's Certificates 
hall be examined upon one set of questions in each of the following sub- 
ects : — 
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Scholastic Branches;— Reading, Orthography, Penmanship, Draining, 
Grammar and Composition, English Literature, Arithmetic, including Mensu- 
ration, Geography (Descriptive and Physical), Algebra, Plane Geometry, Gen- 
eral History, United States History and Civics (including Constitutions of 
United States and Pennsylvania), Elements of National History, Elements of 
Physics, Physiology and Hygiene, Latin Grammar and two books of Caesar, 
or its equivalent in French or German. 

Professional Branches:— Elements of Psychology, History of Education, 
School Management, and Theorv and Practice of Teaching. 

Candidates must obtain a general average of not less than 80 per cent, 
in all branches, with an average of not less than 60 per cent, in any one 
branch, to be entitled to a Principal's Certificate; and a general average oi 
not less than 70 per cent, in all branches, with an average of not leas than 
50 per cent, in any one branch, to be entitled to an Assistant's Certificate. 

Any applicant who shall have furnished satisfactory proof of the fact 
that he or she is a graduate of a High School of good rank, or that he or 
she has had at least an equivalent education in some other school or institu- 
tion of recognized standing, shall, in addition to the above named ** pro- 
fessional branches,!' be examined in the following scholastic branches" only: — 

The English Language, English Literature, Arithmetic and Mensuration. 
Algebra through quadratics. United States History and Civics, General His- 
tory, Zoology and Botany, and Drawing; and must obtain the averages here- 
inbefore named as requisite for the Principal's and Assistant's Certificate, 
•respectively. 

Sec. 6. Applicants for the Kindergarten Certificate shall be examined 
in the following subjects: — 

History of Education, 
Educational Psychology, 
General Principles of Education, 
Philosophy of the Kindergarten, 
Methods of the Kindergarten, 
The English Language, 
Elements of Zoology and Botany, 
Vocal and Instrumental Music, 
Drawing and Cardboard Modeling, and 
Clay Modeling; 

and must obtain a general average of not less than 80 per cent, in all the 
subjects, and an average of not less than 60 per cent, in any subject, to be 
entitled to a Kindergarten Principal's Certificate. 

No one shall be permitted to attend the examination for a Kindergarten 
Certificate unless she shall have furnished satisfactory proof of the fact that 
she is a graduate of a High School of good rank, or that she has bad at least 
an equivalent education in some other school or institution of recognixe^^ 
standing. 
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An ** equivalent education'* shall be regarded as embracing a fair knowl- 
edge of the following subjects:— English (including Orthography, Grammar 
and Composition), English Literature, Arithmetic, Physical Geography, Alge- ^ 
bra through quadratics, Plane Geometry, General History, Elements ot 
National History, Elements of Physics, Latin Grammar and two books of 
Caesar, or its equivalent in French or German. 

The ** proof" required may be a certificate or diploma from such a 
school or institution as meets the requirements of the Rule, showing that the 
candidate has the ** equivalent education" above referred to. Where there 
is no certificate or diploma showing graduation at a school or institution, 
covering the abcve named subjects, the * * equivalent education ' * shall be de- 
termined by an examination by the Superintendent, upon the subjects named 
in the immediately preceding paragraph, a tair Jtnowledgc of them being 
determined by a general average of not less than 70 per cent., and an aver- 
age of not less than 50 per cent, in any one subject. 

Applicants for the Sewing Teacher's Certificate shall be examined in 
the following subjects: — 

Scholastic Branches:- Orthography, Arithmetic, Language, English Lit- 
erature, Reading. Penmanship, Drawing, Geography, United States History. 

Professional Branches: — Elements of Psychology, Theory and Practice 
of Teaching, School Managament, Sewing, Pattern Drafting, and actual teach- 
ing of a lesson in sewing and pattern drafting to a class of pupils. 

A candidate who has completed at least two years of the course of in- 
struction in a H7gh School, or has had an equivalent education in some other 
school or institution of recognized standing, shall be credited with a knowl- 
edge of the scholastic branches named above. 

Applicants must obtain a general average of not less than 70 per cent, 
in all the branches, with an average of not less than 50 per cent, in any 
branch; except that in Grammar and Orthography, the average shall not be 
less than 70 per cent., and not less than 80 per cent, in sewing and pattern 
drafting. 

Sec. 7. Applicants for one of the certificates hereinbefore mentioned, 
who shall fail to obtain the general average required for such certificate, may, 
at the next succeding examination, take such subjects, not exceeding one-fourth 
of the entire number named in this Rule, as such applicant may select, in order 
that said applicant may have this second opportunity to make, with the ac- 
cepted marks obtained at the original examination, the general average re- 
quired for said certificate. Provided, that the subjects selected shall be those 
in which the applicant's marks shall be lower than the general average or 
minimum marks required. 

If, at this second examination, the applicant shall fail to obtain the re- 
quired minimum averages and general averages, then, at any succeeding ex- 
amination, said applicant will be required to take all of the subjects at that 
time named in the list for the kind of certificate applied for. 

Sec. 8. All certificates, excepting Supervising Principal's Certificates, 
awarded at such annual or special examinations, shall be Trial Certificates, and 
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shall become void at the expiration of one year from the day on whieb the 
holder thereof shall begin teaching as a regularly elected teacher in any pnbiie 
' school of this district, unless within that time his or her teaching shall be 
reported as satisfactory by the Superintendent, and such report be approved 
by the Board; in which event a Permanent Certificate shall be granted in 
place of the Trial Certificate. 

Sec. 9. The Board shall award a Principars Certificate to each grad- 
uate of the Philadelphia Normal School for Girls who shall have completed 
the full course of study and practice in said school with a general average 
of not less than 85 per cent, for scholarship, and not less than 85 per cent, 
for her work as a teacher in the School of Practice,' and an average of not 
less than 60 per cent, in any subject; and an Assistant's Certificate to each 
graduate who shall have completed said course with a general average of less 
than 85 per cent., and not less than 70 per cent., for scholarship, or less 
than 85 per cent., and not less than 70 per cent., for her work in the School 
of -Practice, and an average of not less than 60 per cent, in any subject 

Sec. 10. The Board shall award a Trial Assistant's Certificate to each 
graduate of the Philadelphia Normal School for Girls who shall have ob- 
tained an average of not less than 70 per cent, for scholarship, and not less 
than 60 per cent, in any subject, but who shall have failed to obtain an aver- 
age of 70 per cent, for her work in the School of Practice. This Certificate 
shall become void at the expiration of one year from the day on which the 
holder thereof shall begin teaching as a regularly elected teacher in any pub- 
lic school of this district, unless within that time her teaching shall be re- 
ported as satisfactory by the Superintendent and such report be approved 
by the Board; in which event a Permanent Assistant's Certificate shall be 
granted in place of the Trial Certificate. 

Sec. 11. The Board shall award a Kindergarten Principars Certificate 
to each graduate of the Philadelphia Normal School for Girls who, after her 
successful completion of the full two years ' course of study and practice in 
said school, shall have taken and completed the Special Kindergarten Courfle 
of study and practice, covering a period of one year, with a general average 
of not less than 85 per cent, either for scholarship or for her work aa a 
teacher in the Kindergartens of said school, and an average of not less than 
60 per cent, in any subject. 

Sec. 12. The Board shall award a Trial Sewing Certificate to each per- 
son reported by the Committee on Normal School and Qualification of Teachers 
to be entitled thereto, and to each member of the graduating class of the 
Philadelphia Normal School for Girls who shall have obtained a general av«r* 
age of not less than 80 per cent, for her work, theoretical and practical, iD 
this branch of study. This certificate shall become void at the expiration ol 
one year from the day on which the holder thereof shall begin teaching aa » 
regularly elected teacher of sewing in any public school of this distriety un- 
less within that time her teaching shall be reported as BatisfactoTy by the 
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iuperintendeot, and such report he approved by the Board; in which event 
Permanent Certificate shall be granted in place of the Trial Certificate. 

8ec. 13. The Board shall award a Trial Collegiate Certificate to each 
raduate of the School of Pedagogy who shall be reported by the Committee 
n Normal School and Qualification of Teachers as ha^'ing completed the full 
ourse of study and practice therein, with a general average of not less than 

per cent., and an average of not less than 60 per cent, in any subject at 
be final examination. This certificate shall become void at the expiration 
f one year from the day on which the holder thereof shall begin teaching 
8 a regularly elected teacher in any public school of this district, unless 
rithin that time his teaching shall be reported as satisfactory by the Super- 
Qtendent, and such report be approved by the Board; in which event a 
Permanent Certificate shall be granted in place of a Trial Certificate. 

Physical and Moral Qualifications. 

Sec. 14. All applications for admittance to the Philadelphia Normal 
i^hool for Girls or the School of Pedagogy, and all applicants for certificates 
f qualification to teach in the public schools of this School District, shall be 
?quired to furnish a certificate of physical fitness, in accordance with the 
allowing form, to be signed by a physician who shall be appointed by the 
onimlttee on Normal School for Girls and Qualification of Teachers; except 
lat the physicians who shall sign the certificates for pupils of the Phila- 
elphia Normal School for CUrls, the Central High School, and the Philadel- 
bia High School for Girls, shall be appointed by the respective Committees

mal School for Girls or the School of Pedagogy at the Central High School, 
or be permitted to attend any examination of applicants for certificates of 
qualification to teach in the public schools of this District.

Sec. 2. The holder of a Supervising Principal's Certificate and an As- 
sistant's Certificate, who has had not less than three years of approved ex- 
perience as a teacher in the public schools of this District, which shall be cer- 
tified to by the Superintendent^ shall, unless otherwise disqualified by a By- 
Law or Rule of the Board, be eligible to the position of Supervising Principal 
of any school or combination of schools organized under a Supervising Pnn- 
cipaly which does not contain grammar grades. 

Sec. 3. The holder of a Prineipars Certificate shall, unless otherwise 
disqualified by a By-Law or Rule of the Board, be immediately eligible to 
any position in the schools, excepting that of Principal; after two years' ex- 
perience in teaching in the public schools of this District, which shall meet 
with the approval of the Superintendent of Schools, shall be eligible to the 
Principalship of a primary school; and after three years' like experience, to 
the Principalship of a grammar Bchool; proNided, however, that the holder of 
such certificate shall not be eligible to the Principalship of any school unless 
he or she shall be at least twenty-one years of age; and provided further, that 
male teachers only shall be eligible to the Supervising Principalship or Prin- 
cipalship of a grammar school for boys, a grammar school for bo^^s and girls, 
a consolidated school having three or more grammar divisions, or a combined 
school containing a grammar school for boys or a grammar school for boys 
and girls; and provided further, that a female teacher who, at the time of 
the adoption of this section (April 10, 1888), was the Principal of a grammar 
school for boys, and since then has continuously held that Principalship, 
and is also the holder of a Supervising Principal's Certificate, shall be eligible 
to the Supervising Principalship of a grammar school for boys, a grammar 
school for boys and girls, or a combined school containing a grammar school 
for boys, or a grammar school for boys and girls. 

Sec. 4. The holder of an Assistant's Certificate shall, unless otherwise 
disqualified by a By-Law or Rule of the Board, be immediately eligible to 
a position as assistant in any school, and after three years' experience in 
teaching. in the public schools of this District, which ^shall meet with the ap- 
proval of the Superintendent of Schools, shall be eligible to the Principal- 
ship of a primary school. 

Sec. 5. The holder of a third or fourth grade certificate issued by the 
Board prior to the year 1869, shall, unless otherwise didqualified by a By- 
Law or Rule of the Board, be eligible to any position in a primary school, 
excepting that of Principal, and after three years' experience in teaching 
in the public schools of this District, which shall meet with the approval of 
the Superintendent of Schools, shall be eligible to the position of Principal 
of a primary school or assistant in a grammar school. 

Sec. 6. The holder of a Kindergarten Principal's Certificate shall be 
eligible to any position in a Kindergarten. 
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The holder of a Kindergarten Assistant 'a Certificate, issued by the Board 
prior to the year 1897, shall be eligible to the position of assistant in an? 
Kindergarten; and after three years' experience as a teacher in a public 
Kindergarten of this District, which shall meet with the approval of ihe 
Superintendent of Schools, shall be eligible to the position of Principal of a 
Kindergarten. 

Sec. 7. The holder of a Collegiate Certificate shall be eligible imme- 
diately to any position in the schools excepting that of Principal; and after 
two years* experience in teaching in the public schools of this District, which 
shall meet with the approval of the Superintendent of Schools, shall be 
eligible to the Principalship of a primary school; and after three years 
like experience, to the Principalship of a grammar school or a consolidated 
school. 

Whenever a vacancy occurs in the seventh or eighth grade of a gram- 
mar school for boys, or in the seventh or eighth grade, having hoys only, ot 
a school organized under a SuperWsing Principal, by reason of the death or 
resignation of a teacher, or whenever such a new seventh or eighth grade is 
created in either of such schools, no person other than the holder of a Col- 
legiate Certificate shall be eligible thereto. In all other caa€»8 of vacancies 
in any of the grades or in any position, the holder of a C*ollegiate Certificate 
shall, subject to the provision in regard to experience, be eligible, but with- 
out preference or distinction in his behalf. 

When, on account of promotions, an additional di\*ision of seventh or 
eighth grade is required in a grammar school for boys, or in a seventh or 
eighth grade, having boys only, of a school organized under a Supervising 
Principal, without adding to the total num>>er of divisions in the school, any 
teacher in the school may, subject to the approval of the Superintendent of 
Schools, be assigned to teach such additional division during the continuance 
of the then current term, but at the end of the said term the said teacher 
must resume his or her regular work. 

If, on account of a temporary excess of numbers in the seventh or eighth 
grade of a grammar school for boys, or in the seventh or eighth grade, hav- 
ing boys only, of a school organized under a Supervising Principal, it shall 
become necessary for the time being to assign part of the pupils in either 
or both of these grades to the teacher of another grammar grade in the 
same school, such assignment may be authorized by the Superintendent of 
Schools during the continuance of the then current term. 

Sec. 8. To be eligible to the position of Principal of a consolidated 
school of four or more divisions, the person must be the holder of a Prin- 
cipal 's Certificate, and must have had three years * experience in teaching 
in the public schools of this District, which shall meet with the approval of 
the Superintendent of Schools, and not be otherwise disqualified by a By- 
Law or Rule of the Board. The holder of an Assistant's Certificate who 
shall have had three years ' like experience, and who is not otherwise disqnal* 
ified by a By-Law or Rule of the Board, shall be eligible to the position of 
Principal of a consolidated school of less than four divisions. 
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Sec. 9. The holder of a first grade certitleate, issued by the Board prior 

• the year 1869, shall be entitled to exchange such certificate for a Prin- 
pal's Certificate. 

The holder of a second grade certificate, issued by the Board prior to 
le year 1869, shall be entitled to exchange such certificate for an Assistant's 
jrtificate. 

The holder of a second, third, or fourth-class certificate issued by the 
oard prior to the year 1869, who obtained *an average of not less than 75 
?r cent, at an examination, shall be entitled to exchange such certificate for 
PrincipaFs Certificate; provided, that the applicant was examined in all 
le branches of study upon which the applicants for first-class certificates 
ere examined. 

Sec. 10. The holder of a Permanent AssistaLt's Certificate may, after 
yt less than five years ' service as a teacher in the public schools of this 
istrict, make application to the Committee on Normal School and Qualiti- 
ition of Teachers for the award of a Principal's Certificate in place of the 
ssistant 's Certificate. A Principal 's Certificate shall be awarded to the ap- 
icant in case (1) the Superintendent of Schools shall certify that, in his 
>inion, such applicant has, by his or her work as a teacher, proved him- 
if or herself worthy of a Principars Certificate; and (2) it shall appear 
om the records of the Board that said applicant, at the examination at 
hich said Assistant 's Certificate was granted, was examined upon all the 
•anches of study upon which applicants for Principal's, or first-class, Cer- 
ficates were then examined, and obtain a general average of not less than 
) per cent. If the applicant shall be a graduate of the late Normal School, 
id shall have obtained her certificate upon her average at the examination 
>r graduation, or upon that average in conjunction with her average for 
holarship and teaching during the fourth year, it must appear that such 
>plicant obtained a general average of not less than 75 per cent, at the 
lamination for graduation. If the applicant shall be a graduate of the 
•esent Philadelphia Normal School for (Jirls, it must appear that she com- 
leted the full course of study and practice in said school with a general 
rerage of not less than 80 per cent, for scholarship, and not less than 70 
*T cent, for her work in the School of Practice. 

Sec. 11. The holder of a Permanent Assistant's C?ertificate, who shall 
we been a Super^-ising Principal for five years, shall be awarded a Prin- 
paPs Certificate upon application to the Board and the certificate of the 
iiperintendent that, in his opinion, such applicant has by his or her work 
•oved himself or herself entitled thereto. 

Sec. 12. The holder of a Trial Certificate shall be eligible to any posi- 
on which the grade of the certificate would, if a Permanent Certificate, en- 
tle him or her to occupy. 

Sec. 13. To entitle the holder of a Principal's or Assistant's Certificate 
) teach an ungraded class in any of the public schools of this District, he 

• she shall have been certified by the Superintendent, prior to his or her 
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election, as specially qualified for such position. The Superintendent shall 
not certify the name of any persons who have had less than five years' ex- 
perience as teachers in the public schools of this District. 

Sec. 14. All persons who, after January 1, 1907, shall be appointed to 
positions as teachers in any of the public schools in this District shall, as a 
condition of appointment, agree to the provisions of the plan for the estab- 
lishment and administration of *'A Teachers' Retirement Fund,** adopted 
by the Board. 

XXVIII. 

Eligibility of Election. 

Section 1. EUgible lists, properly classified, containing the names of 
persons who have received licenses or certificates of qualification to teach, 
arranged as nearly as possible in the order of rank in standing, shall be kept 
in the office of the Superintendent of Schools, and shall be opened to in- 
spection by members of the Board of Public Education, Associate and l>is- 
trict Superintendents, and members of the Sectional School Boards. 

Sec. 2. These eligible lists shall consist of the following general classes, 
viz.: — Supervising Principals, Principals, Assistant Teachers, Kindergartners, 
Sewing and Cooking Teachers, teachers in Elementary Manual Training 
Schools, teachers in Truant Schools and schools for defective or backward 
children, teachers in Evening Schools, teachers in Vacation Schools, Sumner 
Playgrounds, and School Gardens, and Assistants in Music and Drawing. 

In preparing the eligible lists of Supervising Principals' Certificates, the 
Board of Superintendents shall have authority to place in its proper place on 
such list the name of any person who, having all the other qualifications pre- 
scribed by the Rules of the Board, has not had five years of approved expcri* 
ence as a teacher in the public schools, but has elsewhere had a like amount 
of approved experience. Coupled with the name of such person on the 
eligible list there shall be a note stating the fact that the prescribed term 
of approved experience was not passed in the schools of this District. 

Sec. 3. The eligible lists of assistants in music and drawing shall be 
prepared by the respective Directors of Music and Drawing. All other 
eligible lists shall be prepared by the Board of Superintendents, on the basis 
of information received from the Principal of the Normal School and the 
head of the School of Pedagogy, the results of the examination of teachers 
held under the Rule of the Board, the reports of District Superintendents, and 
such other reliable knowledge as may be possessed by the Superintendent of 
Schools. The Principal of the Normal School and the head of the School 
of Pedagogy shall furnish the Superintendent with lists of the graduates of 
their respective schools in the order of their standing. 

Sec. 4. Except as Superintendent of Schools, Associate Superintendent, 
District Superintendent, or Director of a special branch, or as Principal of, 
or teacher in, a Training School, Normal School, High Sehool, or Manual 
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raining High School, or in the case of promotion or transfer from any 
isition to another or higher position, no person shall be appointed to any 
ucational position whose name does not appear among the three highest 
imes upon the proper eligible list; provided, that no teacher now in posi- 
yn shall be displaced by the pro\isions of this section. 

Sec. 5. No person not of good character or habits, nor any person who 
r reason of ill-health, extreme age, or other cause, is incompetent to dis- 
large the duties, shall be elected a teacher in any school. 



XXIX. 

Eegistry of Teachers. 

Section 1. Every teacher elected to any position, or whose salary is in- 
eased or diminished by change of position, before entering upon the duties 
: the position to which he or she may be elected, shall register his or her 
ime in the o£fice of the Board, with the date of certificate or qualification, 
>sition last held, and also that to which elected or changed.

Absence of Teachers and Clerical Assistants, 

Section 1. Whenever a Supervising Principal, Principal or teacher shall 
i absent from regular school duties a substitute shall be procured, and there 
tall be deducted from the salary of the absentee one-three-hundredth part of 
le annual salary for each day's absence, and any absence shall be counted 
)t less than one-half day; provided, however, that if the absence is caused 
f persona] illness of the absentee, death in his or her immediate family, or 
ich illnes of a member of his or her immediate family as may require his 
' her absence from school, one-four-hundredth part of said annual salary 
lall be deducted; and provided further, that if the absence shall be caused 
7 the death of the wife, son, daughter, father, mother, brother, sister, grand- 
ither, or grandmother of the absentee, or by the death of an uncle, aunt, 
»phew or niece whose actual place of residence at the time of death is also 
le residence of the absentee, and this fact shall be duly certified by the phy- 
eian in attendance during the last illness of the decedent, or to be ether- 
ise shown in a manner satisfactory to the Committee on Elementary Schools, 
e Board may, by a majority vote, upon the recommendation of not less than 
ro-thirds of the members of the Committee on Elementary Schools, relieve 
ich absentee from any loss of salary on account of said absence. In such 
ise, however, the absence shall not in any event exceed four days, including 
iturday and Sunday, if those days inter\'ene between the death and the 
meral. 

Sec. 2. Whenever the President or Principal of, or any Professor or 
acher in, the Philadelphia Xormal School for Girls, Central High School, 
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High School for Girls, Commercial High School for Girls, or any of the Man- 
ual Training High Schools, shall be absent from regular school duty and on 
school business, by direction or leave of Committee in charge of the school, 
no deduction for such absence shall be made from the salary of the absentee. 
For all other absences, where no substitute has taken the place of the ab- 
sentee, deductions shall be made in the manner above provided. Where a 
substitute, other than a member of the faculty of the school, has taken the 
place of the absentee, the compensation paid, or to be paid, such substitute 
shall be stated in the pay-roll, and the deduction, if any, made from the par 
of the absentee, shall be the difference, if any, between the amount to be 
deducted for absence and the amount paid, or to be paid, the substitute. 

Sec. 3. Whenever a clerical assistant to a District Superintendent or 
a Supervising Principal shall be absent from her duties, there shall be de- 
ducted from the salary of the absentee one-three-hundredtu part of the an- 
nual salary for each day's absence, and any absence shall be counted not less 
than one-half day; provided, however, that if the absence is caused by per- 
sonal illness of the absentee, death in his or her immediate family, or such 
illness of a member of his or her immediate family, as may require his or 
her absence from school, one-four-hundredth part of said annual salary shall 
be deducted; and provided further, that if the absence shall be caused by the 
death of the wife, son, daughter, father, mother, brother, sister, grandfather 
or grandmother of the absentee, or by the death of an uncle, aunt, nephew 
or niece whose actual place of residence at the time of death is also the resi- 
dence of the absentee, and this fact shall be duly certified by the physician 
in attendance during the last illness of the decedent, or be otherwise shown 
in a manner satisfactory to the Committee on Elementary Schools, the Board 
may, by a majority vote, upon the recommendation of not less than two- 
thirds of the members of the Committee on Elementary Schools, relieve such 
absentee from any loss of salary on account of said absence. In such case, 
however, the absence shall not in any event exceed four days, including Sat- 
urday and Sunday, if those days intervene between the death and the funeral. 

Whenever a District Superintendent or a Supervising Principal shall have 
reason to believe that his or her clerical assistant will be absent for a time 
exceeding four days, such District Superintendent or Supervising Principal 
may apply to the Superintendent of Schools for the assignment of a tempo- 
rary substitute to take the place of the absent clerical assistant; and soch 
substitute shall, during her services, receive the compensation designated io 
Rule XXXV. 

XXXI. 

Suhstitwte Teachers. 

Section 1. Permanent substitute teachers for the elementary schools, to 
the number of one hundred and fifty, shall be appointed by the Board upon 
the recommendation of the Committee on Elementary Schools, and no p^'* 
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son shall be employed as a substitute who has not been so appointed. Vacan- 
cies shall be filled in the same manner. 

Sec. 2. No person shall be eligible to appointment as a substitute 
teacher in the elementary schools who does not hold the certificate of qual- 
ification to teach in the schools of the District, or a high grade certificate is- 
sued by some school authority of Pennsylvania. 

Sec. 3. The substitute teachers shall attend daily at the schools to which 
they respectively shall be assigned by the Superintendent of Schools, and 
shall be subject to the call of the Principal of any school who may require a 
substitute in the place of an absent teacher. 

Sec. 4. The service of a substitute teacher shall be reported on the 
monthly report by the Principal of the school in which the substitute is 
actually employed for the day. 

Sec. 5. in case of urgent need for immediately filling ;iny vacancies 
in the list of substitute teachers, or for the appointment of any additional 
substitute teachers, the Committee on Elementary Schools shall have authority 
to make temporary appointments, which shall be valid in the interval existing 
between the dates of such appointments and action of the Board thereon. 

Sec. C. Deductions for absences of substitute teachers shall be ma<]e pur- 
suant to and upon the basis of the provisions of Section 1, Rule XXX. 

Sec. 7. Whenever a substitute, holding a Certificate of Qualification to 
teach Sewing, shall take the [dace of an absent teacher of Sewing, such sub- 
stitute shall receive compensation at the rate of two dollars for each day's 
service. Substitute teachers in Kindergartens having a morning or afternoon 
session only, shall receive one dollar for the session; in Kindergartens having 
both morning and afternoon sessions, two dollars for the two sessions. So 
person shall be so employed who does not possess the Certificate of Qualifica- 
tion to teach in Kindergartens. The ser\ice of the substitute shall be re- 
ported by the Principal of the school in the same manner as the service of 
the regular teacher is now reported. 

XXXI 1. 
Leave of Absence. 

Section 1. A teacher in the elementary schools who may desire leave 
of absence on account of personal illness, or such illness of a member of his 
or her immediate family as may require his or her absence from school, shall 
make application in writing therefor to the Superintendent, and if the time 
stated is more than three days, the application shall be accompanied by a 
physician's certificate stating the nature of the illness. Tf the application 
be approved by the Superintendent the leave of absence shall be granted. In 
no case shall the leave of absence granted by the Superintendent be for a 
X)eriod exceeding one month, but such leave may from time to time be ex- 
tended for a like period if the reason therefor shall continue to exist. A re- 
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newal of application, which, if granted, would extend the time of absence 
beyond a period of three months, must be submitted by the Superintendent 
to the Committee on Elementary Schools, and such application shall not be 
granted unless approved by a majority vote of the whole number of mem- 
bers of the Committee. 

Sec. 2. Leave of absence for any other cause may be granted only upon 
application, in writing, by the teacher to the Committee on Elementary Schools. 
Such application shall be made not less than one week in advance of the 
time of the desired absence. If such application be approved, the teacher 
shall receive notice thereof through the Principal of the school, which notice 
of approval shall be attached to the pay-roll. 

Sec. 3. All absences without the leave pro\ided for by the rules of the 
Board will be subject to full loss of pay, one-two-hundredth part of the an- 
nual salary. 

XXXIII. 

Janitors, 

Section 1. Janitors who receive a salary of not less than $400 per year 
shall be required to be in attendance during the school sessions; and no 
janitor shall receive compensation for more than one building, unless other- 
wise directed by the Committee on Property. 

Sec. 2. They shall have the school gates open at least thirty minutes, 
and the school-house open at least twenty minutes, before the time fixed for 
opening the schools; and pupils shall be allowed to enter the yard and 
school at said times, and in stormy weather to enter the building as soon a» 
the gat^ are open. 

Sec. 3. They shall report personally to the Principal of the school at 
the beginning of each daily session and shall at all times be ready to ren- 
der personal assistance in case of emergency, and when the pupils are in the 
school yard, either at recess or at the opening and close of school. 

Sec. 4. Janitors shall be careful to carry out faithfully such niles and 
regulations in respect to their duties as may be adopted by the Committee 
on Property. They shall obey all directions given by the Principal of the 
school that are not in contravention of such rules and regulations. 

XXXIV. 

Titles of Schools. 

Section 1. The i>ublie schools of this District, with the exception of 
the N(»rmal School for Girls, the High Schools, and the Special Schools, shall 
be graded, classified and designated in the manner following, viz.: — 

(«) Grammar School for Hoys. Such a school shall have as its pupil* 
boys only, who are pursuing the studies of the grammar grades. 
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(6) Grammar School for Girls. 8uch a school shall have as its pupils 
iris only, who are pursuing the studies of the grammar g^des. 

(c) Grammar School tor Boys and Girls. Such a school shall have as 
t8 pupils both boys and girls who are pursuing the studies of the grammar 
rades. 

(d) Consolidated School. Such a school shall have as its pupils both 
ojs and girls who are pursuing the studies of any or all of the grades. 

(e) Primary School for Boys. Such a school shall have as its pupils 
►oys, only, who are pursuing the studies of the primary grades. 

(f) Primary School for Girls. Such a school shall have as its pupils 
^rls, only, who arc pursuing the studies of the primary grades. 

(g) Primary School for Boys and Girls. Sucn a school shall have as 
ts pupils both boys and girls who are pursuing the studies of the primary 
grades. 

(h) Primary School with higher grades. Such a school shall have as 
ts pupils boys or girls, only, or both boys and girls, who are pursuing the 
studies of the primary grades, and any or all of the higher grades. 

(i) Combined School. A combination, under the charge of a Super- 
rising Principal, of any of the schools above named, excepting Consolidated 
Schools. 

(Ar) The grade, classification and designation of each school shall be 
ixed by the Board on the recommendation of the Committee on Elementary 
^hools. 

XXXV. 

Schedules of Salaries in the Several Schools and Department of Superintendence. 

The salaries paid to teachers (not including those named in special 
ichedules) shall be apportioned upon the basis of their teaching experience 
ind efficiency. For the purpose of this apportionment they shall be classified 
IS follows: — 

Teachers who have airtually taught ten years and over. 

Teachers wiio have actually taught nine years and less than ten. 

Teachers who have actually taught eight years and less than nine. 

Teachers who have actually taught seven years and less than eight. 

Teachers who lia\c actually taught six years and less than seven. 

Teachers who have actually taught five years and less than six. 

Teachers who have actually taught four years and less than five. 

Teachers who have actually taught three years and leas than four. 

Teachers who have actually taught two years and less than three. 

Teachers who have actually taught one year and less than two. 

Teachers who have actually taught less than one year. 

To the class of teachers last above named, there shall be paid a salary 
)f four hundred and seventy dollars. To this salary shall be added the sum 
)f thirty dollars to constitute the salary of the next class, and so on, thirty 
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dollars being added to the salary of each class in order to fix the salary of 
the next higher class. 

In ascertaining the amount of teaching experience of any person who 
may be elected a teacher, sen-ice as a permanent substitute teacher duk 
elected by the Board, service in public kindergartens, public institutions ot 
this city, public schools of other cities or school districts, and in private 
schools, shall be computed. In all cases the service shall be approved by the 
Committee on Elementary Schools. 

The certificate of the Superintendent or Directors of any other city or 
school district, attesting the fact of creditable service by the teacher during 
the time mentioned in the certificate, shall be accepted by the Committe on 
Elementary Schools. 

The Committee on Elementary Schools shall determine from the records 
of the Board the grade of salary which a teacher is entitled to receive. 

All teachers who have been elected to position and who shall have bwn 
in actual service in such position prior to July 1st of any year, shall he 
classed as being entitled to the salary of the next higher class on and after 
January 1st of the next ensuing year. 

All increases or decreases in the pay of teachers shall begin on the first 
day of the month immediately succeeding the month during which the change 
of position, or a change in school organization, results in a change of salary : 
unless such change of position or change in 'school organization took plaee 
on the first day of the month, in which case the increase or decrease of pay 
shall begin at that time. 

All teachers who prior to September 1, 1905, lost their positions as 
Principals of primary schools or first assistants in grammar schools through 
reorganization which placed the schools in question under the charge of a 
Supervising Principal, and whose salaries were specially fixed by the Board, 
at the time of such reorganization, shall be entitled to the maximum salary 
belonging to the position they now hold in the schools in which they are 
respectively engaged in teaching. 

On and after September 1, 1905, Principals of primary schools who shall 
become assistant teachers, omng to a combination of schools under a Super- 
vising Principal, shall be entitled to the same salary as is paid to assistant 
teachers in grammar schools. 

Supervising Principals, Principals and certain assistants shall receive atl* 
ditional compensation as follows: — 

The Super\'ising Principal of a school with primary grades only, or a 
primary school with higher grades, ha\ing less than fifteen divisions, shall be 
paid three hundred and fifty dollars annually, in addition to the compensa- 
tion which he or she would be entitled to receive under the proWsions of this 
schedule as Principal of a primary school or a primary school with higher 
grades, of not less than six divisions, having all the primary grades or graded 
above the second, and who has had less than ten years of service. The So- 
pervising Principal of such a school, with fifteen or more divisions shall be 
paid six hundred dollars annually, in addition to the compensation which he 
or she would be entitled to receive under the provisions of this schedule m 
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rint'ipal of a primary school or of a jirimary school with Higher grades, 
' not leas than six divisionfl, having all the primary grades or grades above 
e second, and who has had less than ten years of service. 

Every other Super^-ising Principal shall be paid two hundred dollars an- 
jally, in addition to the compensation which he or she would be entitled 
I receive, under the provisions of this schedule, as Principal of the single 
hool, or of the highest grade of school embraced in the combination under 
s or her charge. 

After fifteen years of service (to be approved by the Committee on Ele- 
entary Schools) as Supervising Principal of a school, or combination of 
•hoolfl, to which men only are eligible, such Supervising Principal shall be 
ai<l four hundred and eighty-five dollars annually, in addition to the com- 
ensation which he would be entitled to receive under the provisions of this 
•hedule as Principal of the single school, or of the highest grade of school 
mbraced in the combination under his charge. In case such Supervising 
rincipal shall, prior to his election to such position, have been Supervising 
'rincipal of a primary school, primary school with higher grades, or con- 
)lidated school, two-thirds of the time of his service in such position shall 
e computed in determining the necessary fifteen years of service; provided, 
owever, that such Supervising i*rincipal shall have had not less than five 
ears * experience as Supervising Principal of a grammar school or a com- 
ined school containing all the grammar grades. The provisions of this 
?ction shall also apply to women who are now Supervising Principals ot 
ny such school or combination of 8<'hools. 

After fifteen years of service (to be approved by the (^ommittee on Ele- 
lentary Schools) as Supervising Principal of a grammar school for girls, 
r of such a school in combination with a primary school, such Suj>ervi8ing 
^rincipal shall be paid six hundred dollars annually, in addition to the com- 
ensation which he or she would be entitled to receive under the provisions 
f this schedule as Principal of the single school, or of the highest grade of 
?hool embraced in the combination under his or her charge. Tn case such 
upervising Principal shall, prior to his or her election to such position, have 
een 8uper\'ising Principal of a primary school, primary school with higher 
rades, or consolidated school, two-thirds of the time of his or her service 
1 such position shall be computed in determining the necessary fifteen years 
f service; provided, however, that such Sui>ervising Principal shall have 
ad not less than five years' experience as Supervising Principal of a gram- 
lar s*»hool or a combined school containing all the grammar grades.
